crowded together, or for any other reason, in such 
an unhealthy condition that the proceUure

A.n Act to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to the Municipal Affairs of the Town and 
Suburbs of Calcutta. 

WHBRKAsit is expedient to extend the muni- 
Preamble. limits of Calcutta and 

to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to the municipal affairs of the 
Town and Suburbs of Calcutta: It is hereby 
enacted as follows:— 


CHAPTER 1. 

Preumikary. 

1. This Act may be cited as “ The Calcutta 

Short title. Municipal Consolidation 

Aot, 1888." 

And it shall come into force on the first day 
CommencemeDt. of April 1889. 

But any election may be held under the 
provisions of this Act at any time after it shall 
have received the assent of the Governor-General 
and such election thus held shall take effect from 
the first day of April 1889. 

And section four hundred and Hxtv-one and 
schedule referred to therein shall come’into 
force from the first day of January 1889. 
a. The enactment* specified in the First 
Enactmenti repealoJ, Schedule are hereby repealed 
to the extent meutioned in 
the third column thereof. 

This repeal shall not revive anv office, autho¬ 
rity, or thing abolLshcd by any such enactment 
or affect the validity of anything done or suffered’ 
or any right, title, obligation, or liability which 
may have accrued before the commencement of 
this Act. 

And all bye-laws or rules prescribed, budgets 
passed, assessments, valuations, measurements 
divisions, and appointments made, powers con¬ 
ferred, salaries fixed, and notifications published 
under any such enactment, and all other rules 
(if any) now in force and relating to the matters 
hereinafter dealt with, shall (so far as they are 
consistent with this Act) be deemed to have been 
respectively prescribed, passed, made, conferred, 
lixed and published hereunder. 

And all references made to any such enact 
ment shall as far as may be practicabfe, S 
deemed tu be made to this Act. . 

And all proceedings now pending, which may 
have been commenced under any such enactment, 
shall be deemed to be commenced under this 
Act. 

In respect to all the matters aforesaid, the 
‘‘Commissioners of Calcntta » under this Act shall 
be substituted for the " Commissioners • of the 
Town of Calcutta.’

If the cart, animals, or cattle so seized be not 
claimed within ten days, they may be sold by 
auction by order of a Magistrate, and the proceeds 
of such sale may be applied to the expenses incur¬ 
red on account of the seizure, detention, and sale; 
and the surplus (if any), if not claimed within a 
further period of twenty days, shall be paid to 
the credit of the Corporation.. 

Part IV.— Of the Tax on Petroleum. 

99* The Commissiopei's in 4nceting may, 
with the previous sanction 
petSum! of Local Government, 

prohibit the introduction 
into Calcutta for the purpose of storage therein of 
petroleum intended for consumption elsewhere, 
and may thereafter, with the like sanction, levy 
a tax not exeeeding four annas per case of ten 
gallons on all petroleum introduced into Cal¬ 
cutta for cousumption therein. 

100* The Commissioners in meeting may,

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Proridied that so rale shall reader petroleum 
passing through Calcutta in transit for any 
place beyond it liable to taxation or to any 
detention or examination whatsoever under this 
Act. 

And all petroleum introduced into Calcutta, 
contrary to any rules made under the provisions 
of this section, may be seized and confiscated. 

* All petroleum confiscated under this section 
shall become the property of the Commissioners. 


CHAPTEE IV.

(i).—The annual expenditure requisite for 
the repayment of these loans, or for 
the creation of a Keserve Fund for 
their future repayment. 

(c) .—The cost of maintaining in an efiScieut 

condition the supply of filtered 
water to Calcutta. 

(d) .—The cost of maintaining in an efiScient 

condition the supply of uufiltered 
water to Calcutta. 

(e) .—The establishments and miscellaneous 

expenditure necessary for the 
purposes specified in clauses (c) and 

(/).—Bach a proportionate share of the cost 
of collection, c£ general supervi¬ 
sion and of the Head Office, as 
the Commissioners in meeting may 
from time to time direct.

(5).—^The annual contributions to the 
Eeserve Fund for the future repay¬ 
ment of such sums. 

(c) ,—All expenditure necessary for the 

efficient lighting of the town by 
gas, oil, electricity, or any other 
means. 

(d) .—The establishments and miscellaneous 

expenditure necessary for the 
purposes specified in clause (c). 

(e) .—Such proportionate share of the cost of 

collection, of general supervision, 
and of the Head Office as the Com¬ 
missioners in meeting may, from 
time to time, direct.

It shall be debited with— 

(a),—The cost of the establishments main¬ 
tained under section three hundred 
and thirteen. 

(5).—^The coat of maintenance of all public 
latrines and urinals and of the 
• establishmenta for their cleans¬ 

ing. 

(e).—Such proportionate snare of the cost 
of inspecting, maintaining, and 
cleansing the public sewers as the 
Commissioners in meeting may 
from time to time determine. 

(d).—Such proportionate share of the cost 
of collection, of general supervision, 
and of the Head Office as the Com¬ 
missioners in meeting may from 
time to time determine.

Rules'FOR Granting Licenses on Professions, 


Trades, and Gallixob. 

(1). Licenses shall be either personal or loca., 
and shall bo granted under seven classes. 

A local license is a license the classification of 
which depends on the valuation of the place of 
business, and also a license granted under class 
IV, clauses (d) and (e), class Y, clause (c), and 
class VI, clause (a). 

The seven classes are as follows:— 

Class I. — Rs. 200. 

Every Joint-Stock Company the paid-up capital 
of which amounts to ten lakhs of rupees or 
upwards. 


(а) Every broker or dalall employed,iu 

the wholesale transfer or purchase 
of imports or exports, country pro¬ 
duce, silk, or other merchandise, every 
person not coming under class III 
who purchases goods in Calcutta for 
transport and sale beyond the limits 
of Calcutta. 

(б) Every broker or dealer in precious 

stones, houses, lauded property, 
Government securities, shares, and 
bills-of-exchangc, and every freight 
broker.

or shop for the sale of intoxicating 
drugs, and punch-house, music hall 
or billiard-room, wholesale tobasco, 
jute or other depot.

{f) Every pawn-broker or money-lender. 

(p) Every pleader, mookhtear, or law agent 
not liable under class III.

If pavment by telegram is desired (but this is admissible only in cases 
in which the name of 'the payee has been previously rceistcred in the Aocountant-Geiieral’a 
office), the fact should be stated in the application, and au additional rupee paid with the 
cost. 
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The Bank of Bengal vill, if the amount is available at the treasury named, receive the 
money tendered, and grant a receipt, returning the application therdnith. The receipt and 
the application should then be sent to the Accountant-GcheraPs ofiSce, by which the bill 
will be granted. I 

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Acconntant-Grcneral on the 1st and 16th 
of each month of the amounts available: at the. several treasuries, and will receive the 
amounts tendered by the first comers till those amounts are exhausted. 

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the amount not being avail¬ 
able at the treasury, the application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Accountant-General, who will adyise the Bank and the applicant if the amount can be made 
available.

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE CIVIL SERVICE OP INDIA. 

REGULATIONS FOB THE OPEN COMPETITION OP JUNE 1889. 

N.Bj-^The Regulationt are liable to be altered in future yeart. 

1. On the let June 1889, and following days, an Examination, open to all qualified 
persons, will be held in London {a). Not fewer than persons tnll be selected, if sc 
many shall be found duly qualified ; viz., for the Lower Provinces of Bengal (iucludinft 
Assam); for the Upper Provinces of Bengal (including the Punjab and Oudh); for 
Burmah; for Madras; and for Bombay (6). 

2. No person will be deemed qualified who shall not satisfy the Civil Service Com* 
missiuners**- 

(i) That he is a natural bom subject of Her Majesty. 

(ii) That his age will be above seventeen years and nnder nineteen years on the 

Ist January 1889. [iV.fl.—-/» the case of Nativee of India this must be 
certified by the Government of India or of the Presidency or Province tn 
tihich the Candidate may have resided.'] 

(iii) That he has no disease, constitutional affection,* or bodily infirmity unfitting 

him, or likely to unfit him, for the Civil Service of India. 

(iv) That he is of good moral character. 

3. Should the evidence upon the above points be primd facie satisfactory to the Civil 
Service Commissioners, the Candidate, on payment of the prescribed fee (c), will be admitted 
to the Examination. The Commissioners may however in their discretion, at any time prior 
to the grant of the Certificate of Qualification hereinafter referred to, institute such further 
inquines as they may deem necessary; and if the result of such inquiries in the case of 
any Candidate should be unsatisfactory to them in any of the above respects, he will be 
ineligible for admission to the Civil Service of India, and if already selected will be removed 
from the position of a Probationer. 

(a) An order for admission to the Examination will be sent to each Candidate on the 18th of May. 

(J) The numbers will bo announced hereafter. 

(e) The feer (£6) will be payable by means of a special stamp according to mstruetiona which will be 
eofaimunicatcd to Candidates.

Candidates are at liberty to name any or all of these branches of knowledge* No snbjects 
are obligatory. 

5. The merit of the persons examined will be estimated by marks; and the number set 
opposite to each branch in the preceding regulation denotes the greatest number of marks 
that can be obtained in respect of it. 

6 . The marks assigned to Candidates in each branch will be subject to such deduction 
as the Oivil Service Commissioners may deem necessary (p), in order to secure that “ a Can¬ 
didate be allowed no credit at all for taking up a subject iu which he is a mere smatterer." 

7. The Examiuatiou will be conducted on paper and viva voce, as may be deemed 

necessary. • . 

8 . The marks obtained by each Candidate, in respect of each of the subjects in which 
he shall have been exsipiaed, will be added up, and the names of the several Candidates who 
shall have obtained, after the deduction above-mentioned, a greater aggregate number of 
marks than any of the remaining Candidates will be set forth in order of merit, and such 
Candidates shall be deemed to be Selected Candidates for the Civil Service of India, provi¬ 
ded they appear to be in other respects duly qualified. Should any of the Selected Candi¬ 
dates become disqualified, the Secretary of Stata for India will determine whethel' the 
vacancy thus created shall be filled up or not. In the former case, the Candidate next in 
order of merit, and in other respects dulv qualified, shall be deemed to be a selected Can¬ 
didate.

In these Examinations, at in the Open Competition, the merit of the Candidates examined 
will be estimated by marks, and the number set opposite to each subject deuotes the greatest 
uumber of marks that cau be obtained in respect of it at any one Examination. The Exami¬ 
nation will be conducted on paper and viva voce, as may be deempd necessary. The last of 
these Examinutinns will h# held at the close of the second year of probation, aud will be 
railed the “ Fina( Eargmuinfion," at which it will be decided whether a Selected Candidate ia 
qualified for the Civil Service of India. At this Examination Oandidatea will be permitted 
to take up auy one of the following branches of Natural Science, viz.,—^Agricultural Che¬ 
mistry, Bptauy, Geology, or Zoology, for which 360 marks will be allowed.

(d) A considerable portion of the marks for English History and Literature will be allotted to the work 
seleeted by the Candidate.

Edinburgh, St. Andrew’s, and Aberdeen; University Colege, London; and Ring’s 
College, London ; provided such Candidates shall hove passed the required Examin¬ 
ations to ihe satisfaction of the Civil Service Commissioners, and shall have com¬ 
plied with such rules as may be laid down for the guidance of Selected Candidates. 

Candidates are not permitted to migrate from the University originally chosen by 
them to another University without first applying to the India Office for the per¬ 
mission, and receiviny the sanction, of the Secretary of State, who willmt entertain 
such (ipplieatioiis unless good and suffleient reasons are assigned.

will, as a temporary and experimental measure, be paid to any Candidate who, 
having obtained permission to remain an additional year, passes an examination 
qualifying for a degree m Honours at Oxford or Cambridge, or, being a student of 
University College, London, passes with credit an Honour Examination of the 
> University of London. This privilege will be hereafter extended to any other of 

the Universities above referred to, at which an academical distinction is obtainable 
which, in ihe opinion of the Secretary of State, corresponds to a degree in Honours 
at Oxford or Cambridge, and to obtain which the additional year’s residence in this 
country is necessary,

(7) After passing the Final Examination, each Candidate will be required to attend again 

at the India Office, with the view of entering into covenants, by which, amongst other 
things, they will bind themselves to agree to such Beguldions for the provision of 
pensions for their families as may be approved by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council. Ihe stumps payable on these c tvenants amount to £,\. 

(8) Candidates rejected at the Final Examination o/ 1891 will in no case be allowed to 

present themselves for re-examination.

EVIDENCE OF AGE TO BE REQUIRED FROM CANDIDATES FOR THE

I. Every Candidate born in the United Kingdom should produce a Certifleate from the 
Registrar-deueral of Births, Marriages, aud Deaths, or from one of his Provincial Officers. 
This Certifleate may be obtained from the Registrar-General in London, Dublin, or Edin¬ 
burgh, or from the Superintendent Registrar of the district in which the birth took place. 

II. A Candidate bora of European parents in India may produce a Certifleate of, 
Baptism from the district in which he was baptised. When such Certificates are nut in the 
possession of the Candidates, an extract from the Registers kept at the India Office will pro¬ 
bably be obtainable*. 

III. A Candidate who is a Native of India mutt have his age certified by the Govern¬ 
ment of India or of the Presidency or Province in which he may have resided. 

Except as noted in paragraphs II and III, every Candidate is expected to produce a 
Certificate of Birth.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The primary object of this Bill Is to repeal Act VII of 1867 [an Act to reduce the 
pecuniary penalty for purchasing from soldiers arms, ammunition, clothes and other 
articles), and so to enable the Governor-General in Council, under the provisions of the 
Army Act, 1881, to authorise the imposition of substantial fines on persons purchasing 
regimental necessaries from soldiers. The experience of the past twenty-one years has 
proved the fines which may be imposed under Act. VII ot 1867 not to be deterrent. 
Unlawful traffic in soldiers' kits has been steadily increasing. 

The secondary object of the Bill is to repeal an obsolete Regulation of the Madras 
Code (I. L. R. 10 Mad. 108].

GOVERNMKNT OF INDIA. 


LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Tlie foIlowiiifT Act of the. Governor-General 
of India in Council received the assent of His 
Excellency the Governor-General on the 12th 
October, 1888, and is hereby promulgated for 
general information:

2006 In the case of parties possessing build¬ 
ings on land for which no 
acRefusal of owners to grant has been issued, the 
above stipulations arc equal¬ 
ly binding; but, should they refuse to conform 
to them, they will be obliged to have the build¬ 
ings removed from off the ground, within six 
months from the date of the receipt of the 
order to do so.

This applies to public departmental 
buildings as well as all others. Every applica¬ 
tion should state clearly the description and size 
of the building it is proposed to erect, and the 
purpose for which it is required, and should be 
accompanied by a sketch of the proposed site 
showing the buildings and roads, &c., in its 
immediate vicinity. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The primary object of this Bill is to overcome the great and increasing difficulty 
which military officers experience in obtaining hou.ses" near their lines or other place of 
duty, or even within the limits of cantonments. This matter is dealt with in Chapter V 
of the Bill, which, while insisting generally on the prior <'laim of military officers to occupy 
houses in cantonments, specially provides that the claim is not to extend to houses which 
are occupied as banks or have been occupied for three years as hotels or shops, and that 
disputes respecting the amount of rent to be paid for houses claimed by military officers are 
to be settled by committees of arbitration in which the civilian element will be predominant 
if houseowners so desire. Such privileges with respect to residence in cantonments as 
members of the Civil Service and other civilians enjoy in some parts of India are to cease, 
the only houses which are not to be subject to the prior claim of military officers being those 
already mentioned and houses owned by or under the control of railway administrations 
or appropriated by the Government to the use of such officials as postmasters and tele¬ 
graph-officers whose residence in cantonments is necessary for the public convenience. 

Nearly all land occupied by houses in cantonments has been granted to houseowners, 
or their predecessors in interest, by the Government under the rules for the time being 
applicable to the cantonments and identical witlf or similar to those set forth in the second 
schedule to the Bill. Local Governments have been asked to state, for the purposes of 
Chapter V and section 35, what the exceptions, if any, are within the territories which 
they respectively administer. 

2. Of the other portions of the Bill the following only appear to call for remark 

(/) Section 2 .—It is proposed to repeal all existing Cantonment Acts in force in 
British India and several obsolete enactments relating to cantonments and

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(3) Seciioii j. —The words “officer'’ and “soldier” arc defined for the purposes 
of Chapters V and HI, respectively; and the definition of the expression 
“spirituous liquor” is designed to remove difficulties which have ari.sen in the 
construction of that expression in existing enactments. 

(j) Sections jf-j. —It is proposed that every cantonment be a subdivision of the district 
in which it is situated, and that the Subdivisional Magistrate be called the 
Cantonment Magistrate. If, as a Magistrate, the Cantonment Magi.strate 
require.s assistance, it can be given by the appointment of a Special Magis¬ 
trate under section 14 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1882. If, as 
Judge of a Court of Small Cau.se.s, he reijuires assistance, it can be given to 
hiin under section 8 of the Provincial Small Cause Courts Art, 1887. 
Officers who are now inve.sted with power to try breaclni.s of rules, not as 
Magistrates but in pursuance of an order of the Local Government under sec¬ 
tion 28, Act III of 1880, .section 20, Madras Act I of 1866, or section 12, 
Bombay Act III of 1867, must be appointed Special Magistrates and, as 
such, observe the few rules prescribed in Chapter XX of the Code of Crimi¬ 
nal Procedure, 1882, for the trial of summons-cases.

{4) Section 8 . —'I'his section vesta the admini.stration of the cantonment police, in the 
District Superintendent under the general control and direction of the 
District Magistrate. Commanding officers of cantonments are to be reliev¬ 
ed of the duty, which is now unnecessarily imposed upon them, of serving 
processes issued by the Courts for execution in cantonments. 

(5) Sections fj-ji. —These sections give a legal status to cantonment funds and 
cantonment committees. The want of such a status has been a not infre¬ 
quent cause of inconvenience. 

(d) Section 3<S.—This section, which would make, every cantonment a .sub-district 
for the purpose.^ of the Indian Registration Act, HI of 1877, and the Can¬ 
tonment Magistrate the Sub-Registrar of the sub-district, and require, the 
provisions of the Transfer of Property Act, 1882, with respect to the regis- 
tniticnr of documents, to be observed in every cantonment, is designed to 
reduce the difficulties which now occur in the. maintenance of registers of 
immoveable property in cantonments. 

( 7 ) Section 2g. —Several of the powers which it is proposed to take for making rules 
are not given by enactments now in force.

SUPPLY BILLS. 

Noticx is hereby given that supply bills for sums of Bs. 500 and above in even rupees 
are usually obtainable on the treasuries named below at the rates of premium shewn. 

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(1) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to be made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to be granted; and (4) the amount for which the bill is to be granted. 
With this application the cost of the bill (the amount plus the premium) should be paid 
into the Bank. If payment by telegram is desired (but this is admissible only in cases 
in which the name of the payee has been previously registered in the Aocountant-Oeueral’a 
office), the fact should be stated in the application, and an additional rupee paid with the 
cost. 

The Bank of Bengal will, if the amount is available at the treasury named, receive the 
money tendered, and grant a receipt, returning the application therewith. The receipt and 
the application should then be sent to the Accountant-General’s office, by which the bill 
will be granted. 

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Accountant-General on the Ist and 16th 
of each month of the amounts available at the several treasuries, and will receive the 
amounts tendered Dy the first comers till those amounts are exhausted. 

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the amount not being avail¬ 
able at the treasury, the application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Accountant-General, who will advise the Bank and the applicant if the amount can be made 
available.

RULES UNDER SECTION 15, ACT I (B.C.) OP 1885 FOR THE DISTRICT 

OP BURDWAN. 

Rule 1. —In these rules the term “ Magistrate ” includes— 

(а) the District Magistrate of Bufdwan and any Magistrate subordinate to him 

and appointed by him in that behalf; 

(б) the District Board of Burdwan in respect of any public ferry, the.manage- 

ruent of which has heeu vested in it under section 36.of Act 1 (B.C.; of 
1885; and any Local Board in the district of Burdwan when legally vested 
with powers in respect of any public ferry by the District Board of Burdwan. 

Rule 2.—Every public ferry in tbe district of Burdwan shall either be held khas by 
the Magistrate or be leased by public auction. 

Rules for the management of public ferries held khas. 

Rule 3.—For every public ferry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time to 
time— 

(a) provide such boats, landing-stage, rest-houses, and other appliances as he shall 

think proper; 

(b) appoint a suitable person to superintend the plying of the ferry, provide and pay 

boatmen, receive the authorised tolls, and remit the same to the treasury ; 
{c) fix, with the approval of the Commissioner, the tolls to be levied from persons 
using the ferry; 

(d) cause a schedule of snch tolls, legibly painted in oil-paint in the vernacular, to 

be fixed up at every landing-place; 

(e) determine the maximum number of passengers, animals, carts, vehicles, and 

goods which each ferry-boat shall carry, and cause a notice to this effect to 
be affixed to each boat; 

(/) determine the hours within which the boats shall ply, and the minimum 
number of journeys to be made every day; 

(g) provide for the prompt conveyance of the mails at all times across the ferry. 

Rule 4.—Any person may compound for tolls payable for the use of the ferry; and if 
the ferry should be closed before the expiry of the period for which such person has com¬ 
pounded for tolls payable for its use, he shall be entitled to a refund, the amount of which 
shall bear the same proportion to the whole sum paid by him as the period remaining bears 
to the whole period for which he compounded. Such refund shall be made under tbe orders 
of the Magistrate. 


Rules for leasing out ferries. 


Rule 5.—When it has been determined to lease the tolls of sny public ferry by miction 
under section 9 of Act I (B.O.) of 1885, the Magistrate shall, at least 3o d.ays before the 
auction is held, cause an advertisement of snch auction to be pii'jiished, both in English and 
in the vernacular, in such place and in such manner as to him b iall scorn expedient. 

(a) Such auction may be adjourned from day to day by notice i.ivcn in open court 
without the issue of any fresh advertisement. 


Rule 6.—The advertisement shall specify— 

(a) the time and place of the sale ; 

\b) the period for which tbe ferry is to be leased, and the dates between which the 
lessee shall be bound to ply the ferry every year ; 

(c) the number and description of the boats to be maintained, the strength of the 
crew to be employed on each, and the maximum number of passengers, 
anirpals, vehicles, and the bulk or weight of goods each is anihonzcd to .

Rule 7.—A copy of the advertisement, and of the Rules and the Form of Agreement 
required to he executed under section 9 of the Act, shall be posted up in a conspicuous place 
in the Magistrate’s office, and shall he duly notified on the day of the auction. 

jRm/c 8.—On the day of the auction, the lessee to whom the ferry has been knocked 
down shall deposit one quarter’s rent as security for the due fulfilment by him of the con- 
ditions of his lease. This deposit may, however, at the discretion of the Magistrate, be 
dispensed with in the case of small ferries in which boats or canoes are not provided by 
Government. 

9 —In cases in which the ferry is leased for only a year, or part of a year, the 
leasee shall be held liable for the rent for the entire period the moment the ferry has been 
knocked down to him. In cases in which the ferry is leased for a number of years, the 
liabilitv for each year’s rent shall accrue from the first day of the year. 

Rule 10.—The contract which the lessee will be required to execute under sention 9 of 
the Act shall be in the form appended to these rules. If not executed within two months 
from date of sale, the Magistrate may re-sell the ferry. 

],‘ute 11 .—As soon as the coniract has been executed by the lessee, the Magistrate 
shall furnish him, free of charge, with a copy of these rules, a list of the authorised tolls duly 
signed under section 19 of the Act, and two notice-boards having legibly painted on them 
in oilpaint in the vernacular the schedule of tolls applicable to the ferry, the number of 
boats which the lessee is bound to keep plying, the number of men by whom each boat is to 
be manned, and the maximum number of passengers, &c., each boat is allowed to carry. 
The notice-boards shall be fixed by the lessee in a conspicuous place at both ends of the 
ferry, and shall he kept by him in a proper condition. On the expiry of his lease, they 
shall be returned by him to the Magistrate. 

Rules for the management of ferries (eased by public auction, and for regulating their traffic. 

12.—The lessee shall be bound to ferry over diligently, carefully, and with the 
least possible delay, all passengers, vehicles, animals and goods which may come to the ferry 
ghilt to he ferried over. 

Rule 13.—The rate of tolls to he levied shall be those fixed by the Magistrate, with 
the approval of the Commissioner, under section 18 of the Act. 

Rule 14.—The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls for ferrying over— 

(rt) Mails, mail carts, dfik-nmners and Government telegraph messengers on duty. 

(A) Commissariat stores, animals and vehicles, when accompanied by a challan from 
the (lommissariat officer. 

(c) Military officers, soldiers, and their followers f when travelling on duty with 

(d) Police and other public officers and process- < their bond fide baggage, horses, 

serving peons V palkies or other conveyances. 

(e) Executive officers of the District Road Department when travelling on duty. 

(/) Coolies engaged in repairing roads, with their tools and instruments. 

tj) Persons carrying dead bodies or property sent in hy the police. 

Rule 15.—The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls from persons who wade or swim 
across, or take cattle or other animals or property across at their own cost and risk, or from 
persons who cross themselves or take other persons across without charge, in their own 
boats. 

Rule 16.—The ferry shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset; but the lessee may 
employ the boats in ferrying passengers across at any time after sunset, provided each boat 
so employed carries a light, which must be displayed in a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Rule 17.—The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mails 
and d&k-runncrs, and may, as occasion arises, vary such times. He shall in all such cases 
give notice in writing to the lessee of the times at which the mails are to be ferried over 
and it shall thereupon become the duty of the lessee to see that arrangements are specially 
made for the crossing of the mails immediately on thoir arrival at the ferry gh^t, and that 
no delay is allowed to occur in their transit. 

Rule 18.—The lessee shall provide and keep in proper order, to the satisfaction of the 
Magistrate, the landing-stages on both sides of the ferry, and shall move them when necessary 
according to the rise and fall of the water. He shall also provide proper rest-houses or 
travellers’ sheds on the banks of the ferry as required by the Magistrate, and shall make all 
proper arrangements and provide all suitable accommodation on the ferry-boats for passenger 
and goods traffic. He shall also keep in such order the slopes or approaches for a distance 
not exceeding 100 feet. 

Rule 19.—The lessee shall mark on each boat in oil-paint the number of passengers 
animals and vehicles, and the bulk and weight of other things it is authorized to carry at a 
single trip. 

Rule 20,—When any ferry which has been leased for a given period is discontinued 
under the orders of the Magistrate before the expiry of that period, the lessee shall be 

„ deduction in the rent payable for the uuexpired portion of the term of the lease 
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If it be shewn to the setisfaction of the Magistrate that the lessee has suffered any loss, 
oonioQuent oirtho oiB^QtiQuaQCG of tho ferry, tlie Magistrate xnay allow him such compeii* 
sation as he thinks is deserved. But if the discontinuance of the ferry is due to thalowuess 
of water in the river, no compensation should be allowed to tho lessee. 

Buie 21 ‘— 1 “ the event of the ferry being discontinued before the expiry of the lease, 
either by order of the Magistrate or otherwise, all persons who have compounded for the 
tolls for its use shall be entitled to receive a refund calculated as in Eule 4, and unless the 
claims of all such persons have been satjafied by the lessee, the Magistrate shall have 
authority to satisfy the claims out of the deposit made by the lessee unner Rule 8, 

Rule 22.—The lessee shall furnish to any police oflScer or other pe{son empowered by 
the Magistrate, all information in his power regarding suspicious persons or classes of 
persona who may have been, or may come to be, ferri d over. 

Rule 23.—The lessee shall be bound to furnish such returns of traffic as may from 
time to time be called for by an order in writing by the Magistrate, and for this purpose ho 
shall keep up a register of traffic in the form to be prescribed by the Magistrate. 

Rule 24.—If the lessee desires to establish communication accrors the ferry by means 
of a bridge of any kind, he shall first obtain the sanction in writing of the Mugistrate, and 
shall, on obtaining such sanction, carry out any orders which the Magistrate may make 
regarding the opening of such bridge for the through passage of vessels and rafts. Such 
bridge shall on no account obstruct the free passsge of the stream. 

Ruk 25.—The Magistrate may at any time require the lessee to repair or replace any 
boat which he considers to be in a dangerous state of disrepair, and the lessee shall there¬ 
upon be bound to repair or replace it as directed. And if the lessee fails to carry out the 
work the M agistrate may cause the same to be done and recover the cost in the same 
manner as other public demands. 

Rule 26.—Police officers will report ut once to the Magistrate of the District any instance 
of mismanagement of a public ferry, the insecurity of the boats, landing-stagea, slopes or 
approaches, and any other defect in the working of the ferry which may come to their notice. 

Rule 27. —The ferry boats belonging to any public ferry shall not be plied when the 
current, wind or state of the weather is such as to render tbo crossing unsafe and endanger 
the lives of the passengers. 

Rule 28.—A register in the following form, showing the demand and collection on 
account of rents payable for tolls of public ferriea, aball be kept up by the Magistrate.

RULES UNDER SECTION 13, ACT I (B.C.) OF 1886, FOR THE DISTRICT OP 

HOOGHLY. 

Buie 1.—In those rules the term “ Magistrate ” includes— 

(а) the District Magistrate of Hooghly and any Magistrate subordinate to him 

and appointed by him in that behalf; 

(1) the District Board of Hooghly in respect of any public ferry, the manage 
, ment of ■which has been vested in it under section 35 of Act I (B.C.) 6f 

1885 j and any Local Board in the district of Hooghly when legally vested 
•with powers in respect of any publio ferry by the district Board of Hooghly. 

Rule 2.—Every publio ferry in the district of Hooghly shall either be held khas by the 
Magistrate, or be leased by publio auction. 

Rules for the management of public ferries held khas. 

Rule 3.—For every publio ferry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time

• JIULES UNDER SECTION 15, ACT I (B.C.) OP 1885, FOR THE DISTRICT 

OF HOWRAH. 

Nu/g 1.—In these rules the term " Magistrate” includes— 

(а) the District Magistrate of Howrah, and any Magistrate subordinate to him 

and appointed by him in that behalf; 

(б) the District Board of Howrah in respect of any public ferry, the manage¬ 

ment of which has been vested in it under section 35 of Act I (B.C.) of 
1885; and any Local Board in the district of Howrah when legally vested 
with powers in respect of any public ferry by the District Board of Howrah. 

2._Every public ferry in the district of Howrah shall either be held khas by 

the Magistrate, or be leased by public auction. 

Sulea for the management of public ferries held khas, 

Rules. _For every public ferry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time to 

time— 

(a) provide such boats, landing-stage, rest-houses, and other appliances as he shall 
think proper; 

. (6) appoint a suitable person to superintend the plying of the ferry, provide and pay 

boatmen, receive the authorised toils, and remit the same to the treasury; 

(e) fix, with the approval of the Commissioner, the tolls to be levied from persons 
using the ferry; 

(d) cause a schedule of such tolls, legibly painted in oil-paint in the vernacular, to be 

fixed up at every landing-place j 

(e) determine the maximum number of passengers, animals, carts, vehicles, and goods 

which each ferry-boat shall carry, and cause a notice to this effect to be afiiixed 
to each boat; 

(/) determine the hours within which the boats shall ply, and the minimum number 
of journeys to be made every day; 

(g) provide for the prompt conveyance of the mails at all times across the ferry.’ 

jRjflg 4 ._Any person may compound for tolls payable for the use of the ferry; and if 

the ferry should be closed before the expiry of the period for which such person has com¬ 
pounded for tolls payable for its use, he shall be entitled to a refund, the amount of which 
shall bear the same proportion to the whole sum paid by him as the period remaining bears 
to the whole period for which he compounded. Such refund shall be made under the orders 
of the Magistrate. 


Buies for leasing out ferriei. 

Rule 5.—When it has been determined to lease the tolls of any public ferry by auction 
under section 9 of Act I (B.C.) of 1885, the Magistrate shall, at least 30 days before the 
auction is held, cause an advertisement of such auction to be published, both in English and 
in the vernacular, in such place and in such manner as to him shall seem expedient. 

la) Such auction may be adjourned from day to day by notice given in open court 
without the issue of any fresh advertisement. 

Rule 6.—The advertieement shall specify—

crew to be employed on each, and the maximum number of passengers, ani¬ 
mals, vehicles, and the bulk or weight of goods each is authorised to carry ; 

(d) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide the boats and to keep them in 

repair; 

(e) the liability or otherwise of the lessee to provide and keep in order the landing- 

stages and the rest-houses or travellers’ sheds, if any, at either or both termini 
- of the crossing; 

If) the minimum number of crossings to be made daily at any particular season of 
the year; 
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(g) the rate of tolls to be levied; 

the persons and things to be ferried over free of toll as provided in Rule 14; 

(t) the instalments in which the rent for the ferry ig to be paid ; and 
(_;■) such other particulars as the Magistrate shall consider necessary. 

Eule 7. —A oopy of the advertisement, and of the Rules and the Form of Agreement 
required to be executed under section 9 of the Act, shall be posted up in a conspicuous 
place in the Magistrate’s office, and shall be duly notified on the day of the auction. 

Eule 8.—On the day of the auction, the lessee to whom lh« ferry has been knocked 
down, shall deposit one quarter’s rent as security for the due fulfilment by him of the con¬ 
ditions of his lease. This deposit may. however, at the discn-tion of the Magistrate, oe 
dispensed with in the case of small ferries in which boats or canoes are not provided by 
Uovernment. 

Eule 9.—-In cases in which the ferry is leased for only a year, or part of a year, the 
lessee shall be held liable for the rent for the entire period the moment the ferry has been 
knocked down to him. In cases in which the ferry is leased for a number of years, the 
liability for each year’s rent shall accrue from the first day of the year. 

10.—The contract which the lessee will be required to execute under section 9 of 
the Act shall be iu the form appended to these rules, if not executed within two months 
from date of sale, the Magistrate may re sell the ferry. 

Eule 11.—As soon as the contract has been executed by the lessee, the Magistrate 
shall furnish him, free of charge, with a copy of these rules, a list of the authorised tolls 
duly signed under seotion 19 of the Act, and two notice-boards having legibly painted on 
them in oil-paint iu the vernacular the schedule of tolls applicable to the ferry, the number of 
boats which the lessee is bound to keep plying, the number of men by whom each boat is to 
be manned, and the maximum number of passengers, &c., each boat is allowed to carry. 
The notice-boards shall be fixed by the lessee in a conspicuous place at both ends of the 
ferry, and shall be kept by him in a proper condition. On the expiry of his lease, they shall 
be returned by him to the Magistrate.

Eule 12.—The lessee shall be bound to ferry over diligently, carefully, and with the least 
possible delay, all passengers, vehicles, animals, and goods which may come to the ferry ghdt 
to be ferried over. 

Rule 13.—The rate of tolls to be levied shall be those fixed by the Magistrate, with the 
approval of the Commissioner, under section 18 of the Act. 

Eule 14.—The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls for ferrying over— 

(a) Mail.“, mail-carts, dak-runners, and Government telegraph messengers on duty, 
(i) Commissariat stores, animals, and vehicles, when accompanied by a challau from 
the Commissariat officer. 

(c) Military ofiicers, soldiers, and their followers ] when travelling on duty with 
\d) Police and other public officers and process- > their bond fide baggage, horses, 
serving peons ) palkics, or other conveyances, 

(e) Executive officers of the District Road Department when travelling on duty. 

{/) Coolies engaged in repairing roads, with their tools and instruments. 

Persons carrying dead bodies or property sent in by the police. 

Eule 15.—The lessee shall npt charge or demand tolls from persons who wade or swim 
across, or take cattle or other animals or property across at their own cost and risk, or from 
persons who cross themselves, or take other persons across without charge, in their own boats. 

Eule 16.—The ferry shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset; but the lessee may 
employ the boats in ferrying passengers across at any time after sunset, provided each boat 
so employed carries a light, which must he displayed in a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Eule 17.—The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mails 
and dak-runners, and may, as occasion arises, vary such times. He shall iu all such cases 
give notice in writing to the lessee of the times at which the mails are to be ferried over, 
and it shall thereupon become the duty of the lessee to sec that arrangements are specially 
made for the crossing of the mails immediately on their arrival at the ferry ghat, and that 
no delay is allowed to occur in their transit. 

Eule 18 .— The lessee shall provide and keep in proper order, to the satisfaction of the 
Magistrate, the landing-stages on both sides of the ferry, and shall move them when neces¬ 
sary according to the rise and fall of the water. He shall also provide proper rest-houses or 
travellers’ sheds on the hanks of the ferry as required by the Magistrate, and shall make all 
proper arrangements and provide all suitable accommodation on the ferry-boats for passenger 
and goods traffic. He shall also keep iu such order the slopes or approaches for a distance 
not exceeding 100 feet. 

Rule 19.—The lessee shall mark on each boat in oil-paint the number of passengers, 
animals, and vehicles, and the bulk and weight of other things it is authorised to carry at a 
single trip. • j • j- 

Eule 20.—^When any ferry which has been leased for a given period is discontinued 
under the orders of the Magistrate before the expiry of that period, the lessee shall be allowed 
a deduction in the rent payable for the unexpired portion of the term of the lease. If it be 
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shown to the satisfactinn of the Magistrate that the leasee hat anffered any loss, consequent 
on the discontiiinanee of the ferry, the Magistrate may allntr him such compensation as ha 
thinks is deserved. But if the di« eontinuaMos of the fnrry is due to the lowness of water in 
the river, no compen<>ation should be all iwed to the lesssp. 

Rule 21.—In the event of the ferry being discontinued before the expiry of the lease, 
either by order of the Magistrate or otherwise, all persons who have compounde,d for the 
tolls for its use shall be entitled to receive a refund calculated as in Rule 4, and unless the 
rlaims of all such persons have been aatisBed by the lessee, the Miigistrite shall bava 
authority to satisfy the claims out of the deposit made by the lessee under Rule 8. 

Rule 22 —The leasee shall furnish to any police officer or other person empowered by 
the Magistrate, all information in his power regarding suspicious persons or classes of 
persons who may have been, or may come to bo, ferried over, 

Hule 23 —The lessee shall be bound to furnish such returns of traffic as may from time 
to time be called for by an order in writing by the Magistrate, and for this purpose he 
shall keep up a register of traffic in the form to be prescribed by the Magistrate. 

Rule 2t.—If (he lessee desires to establish communication across the ferry by means 
of abridge of any kind, he shall first obtain the sanction, in writing, of the Magistrate, and 
shall, on obtaining such sanctian, carry out any orders which the Magistrate may make 
regarding the opening of such bridge for the through passage of vessels and rafts. Such 
bridge shall on no account obstruct the free passage of the stream. 

Huh 25.—The Magistrate may at any time require the lessee to repair or repl.ace any 
boat which he considers to be in a dangerous state of disrepair, and the lea.see shall thereupon 
be bound to repair or replace it as directed. And if the leesiee fails to carryout the 
wo^k the Magistrate may cause the same to be d me and recove the cost in the same manner 
as other public demands. 

huh 20.—Police officers will report at once to the Magistrate of the District any instance 
of niismanagement of a public ferry, the insecurity of the boats, landing-stages, slopes or 
approaches, and any other defect in the working of the ferry, which may come to their notice. 

Rule 27.—The ferry boa’s belonging to any public ferry shall not be plied when the 
current, wind, or state of the weather is such as to render the crossing unsafe and endanger 
the lives of the p.issengers. 

Rule 28.—A register in the following form, showing the demand and collection on 
account of rents payable fur tolls of public ferries, shall be kept up by the Magistrate;—^

Rut if at any time before the expiry of the period for which the ferry has been leased to me, 

1 be removed therefrom for any breach of tbe terms and conditions of the lease, or for any 
wilful breach of any of the rules under section 15 of the Act, 1 shall be liable to pay rent 
up to and including the instalment due next after n^y rt^moval. 

8. If the rates of toll are reduced during the currency of my lease, or the exemptions 
from the payment of it are extended, this agreement is to be modified accordingly. I shall 
be given a fair opportunity of satisfying the Magistrate as to the effect of the change, and if 
the terms proposed by him thereafter are not such as 1 can reasonably accept, I will, accord¬ 
ing to the law, immediately carry into eff -ct the order reducing the rates of toll, or extending 
the exemption from payment of it, but will at the same time state the amount of rent 1 may 
be willing to pay under the altered circumstances of the case.

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If it be ehown to the eatisfaotion of the Magietrate that the leeeee hae Buffered any lose, 
consequent on the diecontinuanoa of the ferry, the Magistrate may alJow him each compensa¬ 
tion as he thinks is deserved.

Sule lU.—The contract which the lessee will be required to execute under section 9 of 
the Act shall be in the form appended to these rules. If not executed within two months 
from date of sale, the M agistrate may re-sell the ferry. 

Buie 11.—^ soon as the contract has been executed by tbe lessee, tbe Magistrate 
shall furnish him, free of charge, with a copy of these rules, a list of the authorised tolls duly 
signed under section 19 of the Act, and two notice-boards having legibly painted uu them 
in oil-paint in the vernacular the schedule of tolls applicable to the ferry, the number of 
boats which the lessee is hound to keep plying, the number of men by whom each boat is to 
be manned, and the maximum number of passengers, &c., each boat is allowed to carry.

Buie 15.—The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls from persons who wade or swim 
across, or take cattle or other animals or property across at their own cost and risk, or from 
persons who cross themselves, or take other persons across without charge, in their own 
boats. 

Buie 16.—The ferry shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset; but the lessee may 
employ the boats in ferrying passengers across at any time after sunset, provided each boat 
so employed carries a light, which must be displayed in a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Buie 17.—The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mails 
and dftk.runners, and may, as occasion arises, vary such times. He shall in all such cases 
give notice in writing to the lessee of the times at which the mails are to be ferried over, 
and it shall thereupon become the duty of the lessee to see that arrangements are specially 
made for the crossing of the mails immediately on their arrival at tbe ferry ghdt, and that 
no delay is allowed to occur in their transit. 

Buie IH.—The lessee shall provide and keep in proper order, to the satisfaction of the 
Magistrate, the landing-stages on both sides of the ferry, and shall move them when necessary 
according to the rise and fall of the water. He shall also provide proper rest-houses or 
travellers’ sheds on the banks of the ferry as required by the Magistrate, and shall make all 
proper arrangements and provide all suitable accommodation on the ferry-boats for passenger 
and goods traffic. Ho shall also keep in such order the slopes or approaches for a distance 
not exceeding 100 feet. 

Buie l9. —The lessee shall mark on each boat in oil-paint the number of passengers, 
animals and vehicles, and the bulk and weight of other things it is authorised to carry at a 
single trip. . • • j • j. . 

Buie 20.—When any ferry which has been leased for a given period is discontinued 
under the orders of the Magistrate before the expiry of that period, the lessee shall be 
allowed a deduction in the rent payable for the unexpired portion of the term of the lease.

If it be shown to the setisfletion of the Mngistrate that the leasee haa saffered anj lossf 
conseqaeot on the disoontiniianee of the ferty, the Ifagisteate may allow him such eompen' 
aation as he thinks is deserved. But if the Msoontinnanoe of the ferry is due to the lowness 
of water in the river, no eompensation should be allowed to the lessee. 

' Bvle2 \.—In the event, of the ferry being discontimed before the expiry of the lease, 
either by order of the Magistrate or otherwise, all persons who have compounded for the 
tolls for its use shall be entitled to receive a refund oaleulated as in Bale 4, and unless the 
claims of all such persona have been satisfied by the lesaee, the Magistrate shall have 
authority to satisfy the claims out of the deposit made by the lessee under Rule 8. 

Rule 22.—The lessee shall furnish to any police officer or other person empowered by 
the Magistrate, all information in his power regarding suspicious persons or classes of 
persons who may have been, or may come to be, ferried over.. 

Rule 23.—the lessee shall be bound to furnish such returns of traffic as may from time 
to time be called for by an order in writing by the Magistrate, and for this purpose he shall 
keep up a register of traffic in the form to be prescribed by the Magistrate. 

Rule 24.—If the lessee desires to establish communication across the ferry by means 
nf a bridge of any kind, he shall first obtain the sanction in writing of the Magistrate, and 
shall, on obtaining such sanction, carry out any orders which the Magistrate may make 
regarding the opening of such bridge for the through passage of vessels and rafts. Such 
bridge shall on no account obstruct the free passage of the stream. 

Rule 2b. —The Magistrate may at any time require the lessee to repair or replace any 
boat which he considers to be in a dangerous state of disrepair, and the lessee shall there* 
upon he bound to repair or replace it as directed. And if the lessee fails to carry out the 
work, the Magistrate may cause the same to be done and recover the cost in the same manner 
as other public demands. 

Rule 20.—Police officers will report at once to the Magistrate of the district any instance 
of mismanaecment of a public ferry, the insecurity of the boats, Ianding>stages, slopes of 
approaches, and any other defect in the working of the ferry which may come to their notice. 

Rule 27, —The ferry boats belonging to any public ferry shall not be plied when the 
current, wind or state of the weather is such as to render the crossing unsafe and endanger 
the lives of the passengers. * 

Rule 28.—A register in tho following form, showing the demand and collection on 
account of rents payable for tolls of public ferries, shall be kept up by the Magistrate :—

But if at any time before the expiry of the period for which the ferry has been leased to me, 

I be removed therefrom for any breach of the terras and conditions of the lease, or for 
any wilful breach of any of the rules under section 15 of the Act, I shall bo liable to pay 
rent up to and including the instalment due next after my removal, 

8. If the rates of toll are reduced during the currency of my lease, or the exemptions 
from the payment of it are extended, this agreement is to be modified accordingly, I shall 
be given a fair opportunity of satisfying the Magistrate as to the effect of the change, and if 
the terms proposed by him thereafter arc not such as I can reasonably accept, I will, accord¬ 
ing to the law, immediately carry into effect the order reducing the rates of toll, or extending 
the exemption from payment of it, but will at the same time state the amount of rent 
I may be willing to pay under the altered circumstances of the case.

Tlie, Bill adopts the provisions of that Act 
with respect to false trade dc.scriptioiis and recasts on the, lines of that Act that part of 
the Indian Penal Code which relates to trade marks and property marks and that part of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878, which relates to the prohibition of the importation into British 
India of goods bearing false descriptions or marks.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of the first section of the accompanying Bill is to remove all room for doubt 
as to the validity of those clauses of the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 18S9, and 
the City of Bombay Municipal Act, 1888, which, as creating in Presidency-towns tribunals 
having authority to make final orders, might be Iicld to be in derogation of the jurisdiction of 
the High Courts of Judicature at Fort William and at Bombay respectively. 

The other sections of the Bill invest the High Court .at Bombay, as a Court of Refer¬ 
ence and Appeal, with certain jurisdiction which can certainly be conferred by the Cover- 
nor-Ceneral in Council, but the conferment of which by the Governor of Bombay in Coun¬ 
cil might possibly be called in question.

FOR THE YEAR 1887-88.

* This excellent report, submitted on a new plan, is a great improvement 
over its predecessors. It is divided into throe parts, the first of whicli contains 
a general review of the management of estates in tho whole province; the 
second furnishes an account for tho year of report of importaai estates with a 
rent-roll of Rs. 60,000 and upwards ; and the third part gives special notices of 
estates taken in charge or released during tho year. By this method of treat¬ 
ment, and the exclusion of all superfluous matter, the intore.st of the report 
has been enhanced, while its bulk has been materially diminished. 

• 2 . The balances of revenue and cesses due t) Croverrnneut at tlie close of 
■ , the year show some reduction. It is satisfactory to 

Demand, oolloctLon and balances, observe that the large arrears (Rs. 67 , 422 ) duo from 

the Sultangacha estate have been paid since the close of the year, and that the 
property has been released from attachment. Tho collections of rent and 
cesses due to estates under the Court of Wards amount to 97’4 per cent, on the 
earrent demand. This is a larger percentage than has been attained for many 
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years past. The following comparative statement shows the demand and 
collections during the past three years:— 
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The c«)llection8 wore satisfactory in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, 
in portions of the Bhasralpcllre and Bajshahye Divisions, and in the districfls of 
Chittagong and Noakholly. The result is worst in the Chota Nagpore Division, 
where the failure to collect is conspicuous in several of the estates under 
management. 

3. The large increase in the arrear demand of the year is due to the 
assumption of chaise of the Bhowanipore i Boroda Prosad Roy’s) estate with a 
balance of over 27 lakhs of rupees, of which more than 25 lakhs arc practically* 
irrecoverable. 'I’he circumstances of this estate afford, as the Board remark, 
another striking illustration of the manner in which zemindari accounts are 
generally kept in Bengal. The current demand of rent and cesses in this 
property is only one and a half lakh of rupees. The accumulated balances 
amount to eighteen times the current demand; and although nearly the whole 
of them are irrecoverable, they have not been struck off. The Manager has 
,now been directed to take measures for their early adjustment, and to apply 
for remission after careful enquiry. The Srinagar e.-<tate is another property 
which shows balances considerably in excess of the current demand. The 
demand of this estate is Rs. 2,62.239 ; and notwithstancUng that over 10 lakhs 
of rupees of arrears, which were due from the time of the old proprietor, were 
remitted in 18S4-85, the recorded balances still amount to Rs. 7,42,645- It is 
reported by the Settlement Officer that these arrears consist for the most part 
of rents of land long ago relinquished or abandoned, and axe therefore un¬ 
realizable ; hut that until the settlement of each separate village ia taken in 
hand, full particulars for remission cannot bo supplied. 

4. Tlie current rent and cess demand of the Burdwan Raj estate was 
Ba. 45,64,664, and the arrears amounted to Rs. 39,07,569. The collections 
were Ks. 45,28,233, or 99'2 per cent, on the current demand, against 97‘9 and 
98 2 per cent, in the two previous years. The greater portion of the estate is 
let in putnii, and the colloctions are therefore made without moeh difficulty. 
In Koojung, which is managed directly under the Collector of Cuttack, the' 
demand is Rs. 1,19,167 and the collections Rs. 93,704, or 76'6 per cent.; while 
in Soojamoota, also under direct management, in the district of Midnapore, 
where the demand is Rs. 93,663, the collections amounted to only Rs. 9,206, or 
9’8 per cent. 'J’he Board explain that the extremely unsatisfactory result in 
8oojamoota is due to the fact that the teuahts have taken advantage of the 
dispute between the Dowager Maharani and the Court of Wards to evade pay¬ 
ment of their rents to anyone. Subsequently they raised objectioos'to the 
demand, as shown in the books of the Raj, on the ground that it included illegal 
cesses. The abwahs included in thdv^i^oojiawoota rent-roll ace 28 in number. 
Of these, 9, which were incorporated^ with the rent 18 yecffs a^o> areboth 
equitably and legally payable, and they wHl in future be shown in the rent 
receipts, not as cesses, out as part of the which in fact they really ara The 
claim to the remaiaing 19 Ofsees, including z'SQiindari d5k cess and Company’s 
batta, has been abandoned. Since the close of the year it has been necessary 
to entertain a special establishment for the reco very of more than Rs. 2>25»090 
of arrears which were about to be barred by lunitation. The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the Collector wUl, by the exercise of his personal influGuce 
on the spot, be able to save the tenantry from th«3 execution of the. greater 
number of certificates which have been made. 

6. In the Tikari estate, where the current dei^a^d of rent and cesses is 
Bjs. 6,85,485 and the arrear demand ]^. 4,12,200, tl^o collections amounted 
only to Ks. 6,26,684, or 01 per cent, on the current dW^nd. it is explained 
that the managenmnt was hampered by the difficulties i^ideot to the tEanution 
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from a sYstam of farming leases to- oae qf direct management. The fertility 
of the^ian^ largely depends, on the maiatenanee of the village emhanJcment 
aTid irrigation works, which have beeD. greatly neglected by the thikadaw. But 
mawng all allowanee for these difftcultiesi, the results are not satisfactory. In 
the Dighapnttea estate, with a cnrr«-nt demand of Rs. 4;,74,5l& on acoonnt of 
the property of the elder w4rd, the, collections amounted to Rs. 4 , 73 , 36 ( 0 , ok 
99 per cent. In the Naahipore estate the collections were 111 per cent, on the 
current demand, and in the Cossim Bazar estate 115 per cent. In theSrinagar 
estate the collections were 96 per cent, j in Nnrhan9l-6 per cent. only. Amoitg 
qthe^ large properties, the collections were very satisfactory in tho Syedpore, 
Chanchal, Nuddea, Mai war, Raj Krishna Banerjca and Qourjon estates- In 
the Dhankoora estate the difhcultiea of management proved too great for the 
Manager, who resigned. The collections were only 78 per cent on the current 
demand. It is hoped that the present Manner, Baboo Troylokya Nath Lahiri, 
who brings a favourable reputation with him from his administration of the 
Burdhankoti estate, in Rungpore, will bq able to show better results. Tbo 
Kanika estate, ia Cuttack, which wa-s slowly recovering from the severe damage 
caused by the cyclone and storni'Wave qf September 1885, again suffered 
considerable injury from the cyclone of May 1887, and it was found necessary 
to remit cqUectious in the area affected, The recoveries amounted to 88 per 
cent, qn the current demand, against 82 and 75 per cent, in the two previous 
years, The Collector reports that rents throughout the estate are fair and 
moderate, but complaints have been made of illegal exactions by the mustugirs 
and village headmen, and it has been necessary to issue orders prohibiting the 
collection of unauthorized ceases. 

6 . The whole question of the survey and record of rights in wards’ 
6W«JS and leoord af rights'. ostatos has been under discussion during the year, 

and full reports on the subject have been received 
from^ the Board and from the Director of Land Records. After the amplest 
consideration, the principle has beqn established that surveys shall only be 
undertaken in those estates in which funds are available, and which have no 
proper rent-roll upon which a certificate of arrears 00*014 bo based. Tho 
proposals of the Director were therefore considerably modified, and, ia 
accordance with the suggestionsi of the Board of Revenue, tho programme has 
been revised so as to inolude the following estates only

7 . Although the scheme now sanctioned appears to bo meagre in 
eomparison with the more ambitious proposals put forward by the Director, 
the Lieutenant-Governor considers tliat a programme which comprises the 
professional survey, the record of rights in, and tho settlement of, eight or ten 
large wards’ estates, comprising more than n million acres, is really a large 
undekaking, and quite as much as the Court of Wards is justified in attempting 
at iwesent. His Honour entirely agrees with the Hoard of Revenue that the 
procedure‘under the Tenancy Act, which is calculated to produce very beneficial 
results where disorder prevails, should not be extended to other estates merely 
because they are large, or solvent, or valuable. It is also very important that

itailable should be borne in mind. It is always advisable that the proprietors 
)f estates should have some niom*y in hapd when their estates are released. 

\ very large amount is' indeed likely to be a fatal gift. But some money is 
iecessary for inaugurating a new regime and for the expenses which a lar^e 
andlord, just out of his tutelage, is bound by the pressure of those around him 
;o undergo. 

8. In regard to the first four estates above mentioned, action has already 
seen taken. A party has been supplied • by the Survey Department for the 
rraverse and cadastral survey of the Srinagar estate. The settlement operations 
have been placed under Mr. Collin. The work commenced in December 18s7, 
and it is calculated that it will be completed by the Slst December 1890. The 
Siinkerporo and Maldwar surveys are also being conducted by a professional 
party, but in the Chooramon estate the measurement has been done by non- 
professiogal agency. 'J'ho Lieutenant Governor is aware that these operations 
are receiving the *01080 attention of the Board and of the Director of Land 
Records, but he observes with some anxiety that in the Sunkerpore estate, 
where the proceedings are approaching completion, the expense incurred is 
much larger than was anticipated. 'I’he proceedings now in hand are neces* 
sarily experimental in clinracter, and may therefore be expected to be more 
expensive than they will ultimately become when greater experience has been 
gained. It is unsati.''faetory to observe the small proportion of the expense 
which had been recovered from the co-sharers, both in the Srinagar and 
Sunkerpore estates. The account given by the Board of the ('honramon 
settlement is not creditable to the Court of Wards’ administration. The survey 
has been completed, but, through the neglect of the Manager, who appears to 
be too infirm for his work, the settlement has been deft untouched, and it 
lias been found necessary to appoint a special Settlement Officer to undertake 
duties which should properly liave boon discharged without any additional 
expense to the estate. The Commissioner writes of this property:— 

“ The financial position of the estate is not good, thou'jjh it is under no liabilities, owing 
to heavy expenditure inenrred on account of the survey and settlement of the estate. The 
collections have become bad, and the balances are mounting up. All the Goveriiment 
securities have been expended, and tbo Manager reports that it will be difficult to realize 
suHioient rent to pay up expenses before the collection of the new year 1295B.S. - is 
oommenced. Besides, the ward’s house is in a dilapidated condition and ought to he rebuilt, 
but the Collector fears that it will ho impossible to do so in the present oopditioa of 
the estate.” 


The Lieutenant-Governor understands that the Board have already taken 
serious notice of the state of things described, and that no further orders of 
Government are required. It is noccs.sary that the unremitting attention of 
all officers concerned should bo devoted to the improvement of the property 
during the short period which remains before its proprietor will attain his 
majority, _ . _ 

It is reported that the putwaries of the Srinagar estate are being trained 
in survey work to enable them to correct the maps and maintain the records 
in future, and that similar attempts are being made in Dinagepore, out have 
not proved very successful, as only 35 men have received certificates of 
efficiency. These efforts should be persevered with, although the Lieutenant- 
Governor is not very sanguine of their success. It is important to enlist local 
co-operation as much as possible in all these proceedings. 

9. In addition to these operations, which are being carried on under the 
supervision of the Director, the survey and settlement of the estates of Raj 
Krishna Banerjec and l azal Ali Khan, in the Chittagong district, have also 
been effected. The result, in these cases appears to be very successful from" the 
financial point of view, and is creditable to the general Manager, Baboo Koilas 
Chunder Das, and Assistant Manager, Baboo Jogendro Kumar Bose, by -whom 
the work has been done. The Lieutenant-Governor'acknowledges also the 
valuable service rendered by Mr. Slack in his capacity of special Settlement 
Officer of wards’ and encumbered estates in the Chota Nagpore Division. 

10. The account given by the Board of the condition of the tenantry in 

,, wards’ estates and of the education of wards is 

isce aneous. generally satisfactory. The contribution in aid of 

schools and dispensaries during the year shows an increase: it amounts to» 
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Rfl. 98,209. Agricultural ezperimenta hare been conducted in aeveral eetaitea, 

M usual, and occaBionally with success. The Board have, since the close of the 
year, issued orders to all Commissioners that, witliin the limits and uqder th$ 
conditions already laid down by Government, such encouragement as is practi¬ 
cable may be given to the progress of agricultural improvements in the pro¬ 
perties under the charge of the Court of Wards. A sum of lis. 1,000 has boon 
sanctioned from the resources of the Cossim Bazar estate, as a contribution to 
the fund whicli is being locally realized, by merchants and zemindars who are 
interested in the silk industry, for experiments which, it is believed, will prove 
Yflfry valuable in improving the breed of silk-worms. 

■ 11. It is unnecessary to follow the Board’s report throughout the detailed 

- account furnished of the more important estates 

Bnrdwan aj o» a . under management, or of those wbicli were released 

during the year. The information given is complete, and will be useful for 
reference. But the Lieutenant-Governor considers it desirable to reproduce in 
this resolution the following remarks, which are recorded by the Cbllector of 
Burdwan, regarding the claims of the Dowager Maharani up to date:— 

“ In July 1887, when His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor paid a visit to Burdwan, the 
Dowager Maharani requested him to pass orders for the payment of her increased allowance 
and delivery of the minor landed properties to her and settlement of hor claims to the 
jewellery. In regard to the making over of the minor properties and payment of tho increased 
allowance. His Honour laid down the following conditions:— 

“ (a) That the papors of Koojung and Soojamoota should be first fuUy delivered 
by her. 

“ (6) That the hoarded coin and jewels should be counted and catalogued, and tho . 
jewels valued. 

“ In the November following I reported that the first condition, viz., the surrender of 
papers, had been fulfilled by her as far as lay in her power, though the Managers were 
divided in their opinion on this point. 

Tho hoarded coin was counted and catalogued in August 1887, but the general catalogue 
of tho jewels is not yet finished. This work was begun in October by Mr. McIntosh, Assis¬ 
tant Collector, and subsequently placed by me in the hands of Mr. Taylor, the Joint-Magistrate. 
On his appointment as District Judge of Burdwan, on tho 21st January last, the inventory 
work was stopped for some time. In March it was resumed by Mr. McIntosh, Assistant 
Collector, then by Mr. Brown, Assistant Collector, and on his transfer by Mr. McIntosh 
again. He was relieved by Deputy Collector Baboo Shyamadhaba Koy, specially deputed for 
this purpose. As the Dowager Maharani was not responsible for the delay in drawing up the 
catalogue, she was reported to have earned tho fulfilment of His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s promise, and the Hoard directed the immediate surrender to her of tho minor landed 
properties, which were accordingly made over to hor on tho 2(ith March last. With regard to 
tho payment of hor inoreasod allowance, the Board directed that this payment should be made 
as soon as the 160 items of jewellery included in schedule P were identified and catalogued, as 
this identification was a necessary preliminary to the settlement of her claim. The Dowager 
Maharani, however, refused to admit that the payment of tho allowances could be delayed for 
the identification of the 160 items of jewellery. Meanwhile a dispute liad arisen between 
her and the Managers, the latter claiming the right to catalogue the valuables in her apart¬ 
ments, while she refused to admit that these valuables belonged to the estate. She protested 
against any delay in the payment of the allowances on this account. Finally, she agreed 
to abide by the arbitration of Mr. Pugh as regards tho 160 iloms of jewellery, e.ud to accept 
the valuation of them by Messrs. Cooke and Kelvey of Calcutta. She also consoutod to 
execute the deed of compromise as settled by Mr. Pugh. Tho Board therefore directed me, 
on the 16th May 1888, to pay hor allowance in future at the increased rate, ond to arrange 
for the payment of the arrears of her increased allowance from the 28th September 1880 at 
. once. These orders have since been carried out. Moreover, at the request of tho Dowager 
Maharani, the draft deed of compromise has boon drawn up by the Goverumont Solicitor 
of by the Government Pleader of Burdwan. The conclusion of the compromise now 
only awaits the arbitration of Mr. Pugh, and meanwliilo all its oondilions, about which 
no dispute remained—Giat is, all but tho terms regarding tho jewellery—have been carried 
out.” 

■ The arbitration is over, but the Board report that the award has not yet 
been, given, and that the terms of the deed of compromise have not boon finally 
settled. An allowance of Rs. 9,000 a month, with arrears, with retrospective 
efiect from the 28th September 1886, is now paid to the Dowager Maharani 
by the estate. 

12. In July 1887 the Lieutenant-Governor gave liis sanction to the 
adoption by the late minor Maharani Benodeyi Debi of Lai a Bijon Behari 
Kapur, son of Lala Ban Behari Kapur, as a son to her husband, the late 
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Maharajah Aftab Chand Bahadur. It was with great regret that His Honour 
heard of the death of the Maharani on the 13th of May last. The young 
Maharaj Kumar, to whom the name has Keen given of Bijoy Chand Mahtab 
Bahadoor, is reported to bo well behaved and very intelligent. His guardians 
are Lala Ban Bchary Kapur, his natural father, and Lala Lachmi Narain 
Khanna, father of the late Maharani Benodeyi Debi. Since the close of the 
year a suit has been instituted in the High Court by the Dowager Maharani 
to set aside the adoption and to obtain possession of the Raj estate. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice the services of the Com¬ 
missioners and Collectors, who are commended by 
Services of officers. Board for their work in the Wards’ Depart¬ 

ment. The Board’s observations will, as usual, be communicated to the 
Appointment Department. The following Managers are named by the Board

14. The high estimation in which the Court of Wards’ management is 
deservedly held in these provinces cannot fail to be amply sustained by 
the results which are shown in this report; and although in one or two 
instances, owing to the inefficiency of local agents, there may have boon a 
comparative failure in administration, tho general result is highly satisfactory 
and honourablo to the Court of Wards. This success is largely duo to the 
special knowledge and ability which Mr. Reynolds has displayed in presiding 
over this important department.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. *33RG. 
dated the 22nd September, 1888, submitting a report from the Collector of 
Burdwan, dated the 16tb September, 1888, on the recent inundation of the 
Adjai and Damudar rivers in bis district. 

2. The action taken by Mr. Oldham and his Sub-divisional Officers is 
approved by Government, and the further report promised is awaited. I am 
to request that no time may be lost in submitting the full reports which have 
been called for from the other districts of your division, and especially from 
Midnapore, where the injury from floods appears to have been greatest. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is confident that in any cases where it may have been 
found necessary to afford relief to the suffering population, action has been at 
once taken. 

3. The question of the Damudar embankments has repeatedly been 
under the consideration of Government in the Public Works Department, 
and, with reference to the present inundation, is being again considered. 
But the restoration of these embankments has always been condemned by 
Engineers, who have, on previous occasions, enquired into the matter, and 
the reasons for the rejection of the proposal are fully stated in Colonel 
McNeile’s letter No. 452J, dated 12th March, 1885, to which the Collector 
refers in his report. These reasons still hold good, and therefore sufficient cause 
has not been found for modifying to any extent the orders on the subject. 

4. The injuries caused by floods divide themselves into three classes,—(1) 
the deposit of sand, causing deterioration and even destruction (for the 
time being at least) to the soil, (2) the destruction of crops and villages 
by the erosive action of the floods, and (3) their destruction by excessive 
flooding. The first two classes can no doubt be remedied at a comparatively 
moderate cost. The floods of the Damudar have been under observation sinco 
the orders of the 12th March, 1885, were issued, and there appears to be'some 
grounds for believing that it may be advisable to make certain arrangements 
at the main breach, (the Jankooli), in order that the discharge through it may 
be to some extent restrained. It is very doubtful, however, whether a gradual 
raising of the area injured temporarily by sand deposit will not in the end be 
extremely beneficial, and the results of the floods of the present season will possi¬ 
bly give an answer to the question whether the floods should be in any way res- 
trained. As regards the third class of injuries, the objections mentioned in 
Colonel McNeile’s letter to the closing of these breaches, acting as escapes, are 
as strong as ever, wiilst the soil in most instances is greatly benefited by the 
fertilising silt deposited by the floods. Such benefit is, however, in some 
cases counterbalanced by the retention of the water on the flooded area for 
too long a time, and this is due to the want of a proper outfall. It is just 
as iqpoBsible’ now as ever to entertain either of the proposals hitherto 
put forward for the remeuy of this state of affairs, viz, the retention of 
the floods'of the Damudar within its own embankments down to the Hooghly, 
or fhe diversion of the flood spill into any other lines than those through 
which it now gradually finds its way into the Hooghly ; but, in connection 
with the floods in the Cossyo and Selye rivers, it appears necessary to investi¬ 
gate the possibility of improving the outfall of the Boopnarain river, and the 
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improvement of the latter would possibly affect beneficially the outfall of 
the Damudar flood spill. It is understood that a proposal for carrying out the 
investigation just mentioned is under the consideration of the Public Works 
Department of this Government, though* grave doubts are expressed as to the 
feasibility df iuoteh^ihg the bipacity of* the l^oopnftftiin rivet at sill.

WITH reference to your No. 3119—125Fam. of the 13th instant, I have 
the honour to submit copy of a furtlier report. No. 124i6G of the 16th idem, from 
the Collector of Burdwan, on the effects of the late floods cau.sed by the over¬ 
flow of the rivers Adjai and Damudar.

Is reply to your No. 177EQ-, dated 10th September 1888, cilling for a report on the 
eiT'.’cts of the recent floods in the town of Cutwa and the Outwa sub-division, and to.yoar 
endorsement No. 61RG, dated 14th September 188S, on Ooyernmmt letter No, 3053—llSFam., 
dated 8tb September lK88, enqairiog about the resalts of the floods from tbo Damudar, 1 have 
the honour to furnish the following provisional report on the floods in the Burdwan district on 
ttie last week of ISiiS. 

2. It has been Ascertained thtft there has been no loss either of human life Or df dAttle 
from the floods. There has ht'en oonsiderable l08B,amoantingin many villages to total destrao- 
tioD, of the standing crops, and a vely great number of huts have fallen down, though so far 
1 cannot learn that any of tbo good mud houses of the ordinary kind to he found in a rural 
village have been seriously injured. Tnongh 1 hold a balance of about Rs. 2,000 in my local 
Famine Belief Fund available for tbo relief of emergeat cases, abd there is a similar private 
fund held by private trustees in the town of Burdwan, no applications for such relief have 
yet been made, and no oases requiring it have been reported. The only applications Which 
have been the direct outcome of the floods have been for the restoration oonStrubtion 
of certain embankments. 


S. From the information now available, which 1 believe to be complete, I estimate 
the area of serious damage to orqps, that is, in which the standing crops have either totally, 
or to the extent of three-fourths of them, been destroyed, to be 120 square miles. This area 

may be generally described as the margin of the Adjai for a 
lo ^ ^ ~ 60 depth of li miles on each side of its course through the 

20 X 60 Cutwa sub-division; of a similar margin on the right 

bank of the Bhagiruthi fur a distance of 20 ‘ miles in the 
same sob-division including the peninsulas; and in the head-quarters sub-division of a 
20 X 30 similar margin on the right bank of the. Damudar from 

'— opposite Burdwan to Gotan in the south east extremity of the 

district about 20 miles. The floods of course penetrated very 
much further, hut in large areas their incursion has been solely beneficial, and the extent of Idss 
between t hose areas and the maVgin described varies. 


4. Thu effects of the floods in the differeht localities inundated will be Very different. 
Floods from the Bhagiruthi, when so local os those* now reported on are, have always been 
found to more than ooinpensate for the immediate damage* they cause. The same wit^ some 
qualification may be said of vhe Adjai floods, though they sometimes leave long narrow stretches 
of sand. In this district the Damudar floods have been uhvays most beneficial to tbo country 
in wbioh they but sightly afleot .the standing crops by their depositing the silt, while they have 
been disastrqus to the tract in Wbfqh their‘tush has entirely destroyed the standing cfbpB bb 
they leave it coated with thick ^ahd. 

5. lily inforniAiion about the GiitfWa siib-divlsion has been drawn from the diaries just 
received of the experienced Sub-divisional'Officer Baboo Ja'du Nath Bdse, Who has been vitiling 
the inundated tracts. The floods in the town of Cutwa repor^d to you under my endorse¬ 
ment No. llllG, dated 8tst August 1888, had no further effect beyond causing the extreme 
inconvenience and alarm and damage to some habitations described in that correspohdenee, 
and ho further report regarding them is necessary. The most serious damage done ia'any oue 
hpot Fas been the destruction of the zdmindari'embatikinent at Fatebpore on the Adjai, Whrioh 
'v^B constructed only in May last at a botft of about Rs. 8,000 raised by subseription. , Though 
the Sub-divisional Officor found the Bbagiratfai I'peninsulas oompletely suboserged, and the 
bouses standing out of the water u if on pitea, while the'women and chijdren bad' been sent 
to the mainland for safety, .the male population were either busy fishing or amusing 
Ihemsclves in their enforced idleness. The main products of these tracts are their splendid 
cold-weather crops, lu the Sub-divisional Officer's ppititon the floods 'were far more 
"exfehsive and severe in the Niiddca district than oh the right bank df the Bhagiruthi. 
The 'Adjai flood rias the'highest iritbiu memory. The'>wUrt>6t-damage'must hate been oausbd 
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%jr its osvryiiig awsy the Fateupose etnbankmeQt, and resfarding this I will report again. Toe 
greater part of the country on its lefi^ hank, which I visited in Etibruary last, has been left 
kunonltivated for years, partly beoansa of its expuanre to innndation and partly because the 
land has been spoiled by previous floods. , 

6. As regards the Daniudar floods, the chief reference is the correspondence which 
closed with the orders of Oovernment conveyed in Colonel McNeile’s letter No. 4521 , 

'dated 12th March lH85, on the subject of the Jankooli embankment. It has been noticed 
in my successive Ijand Revenue and Annual Administration Renorts that the agitation 
regarding this Jankooli case has never ceased to be maintained, chiefly by Baboo Chakan Lall 
Roy of Chakdighi and his brother taliiqdars. They are at this moment pressing Govern- 
meet to re-open the case, which has been frequently noticed by the Press, both English and 
Ndfive, thronghoiit the year. The present floods of course have afforded oapiial for this 
agitation, and though, as far as 1 have ascertained, they have not been so immediately destruc- 
ti^ie as those from the Adjai, the notice of them by the Press, which has taken no notice of 
the floods in Cntwa, is accounted fur by the asitntion regarding the Jankooli case. As these 
results were to be predicted wiih certainty, I bad been very carefully wa<ching the Damudar 
floods from the first, and as soon as they subsided, sent the Excise Deputy Collector ou nn 
excise tour through the south Damudar tract with orders to ascertain quietly what the 
result of the inundation had been. He returned yesterday, and the information, which I 
have provisionally given was obtained from his verbal report. Meanwhile the senior Sub- 
Deputy Collector bas been sent out to hold a public enquiry, and I have arranged to spend 
four or five days in the flooded tract myself this week. 

7. Meanwhile 1 am in a position to meet any cases requiring relief either in Cutwa or on 
the Damudar. As regards the means for preventing those calamities in future, the case of the 
south Damudar country is in the hands of Government, and I have nothing to add to the 
information which has been given in the correspondence regarding the Jankooli embankment 
and breach. As regards the fl'iods from the Adjii, I cannot report till 1 have received further 
information from Cutwa, and till I have visited the localities myself; but in this case, too, I 
believe that no preventive measures can be adopted except those which are sugge.sted and 
approved by tlie professional advisers of Government. The present case of the Fatehpnre 
embankment adds confirmation to the instance afforded by tne embankment whiuii 
Mr. L'irminie constructed at Jankooli in 1882 at a cost of Rs, 11,000, which was absolutely 
effaced within a mniith of its construciiou {vide the corrusponduiico ending with this uffiue 
No. 2114G, dated 26ib February 1885).

I AM desired by the Lieutouant-Governor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 110, dated 19th December last, on the subject of a breach in the Janculi embankment on 
the right bank of the Damooda, and the damage caused by the spill of flood-water at and 
near that place, and in reply to make the following remarks. 

, 2. As noted in your letter, the restoration of the embankments on that bank of the 

river has been pronounced objectionable by the engineers who have thoroughly investigated 
•the question, but it will be well here to explain briotty the reasons for this objection. 

From calculations of tlio slope of bed and of the waterway of the river it is known that 
the total possible discharge between the embankments below the great bend of tha river east 
of Bnrdwan is (approximately) 150,000 cubic feet per second, while the volume brought down 
by the rivet dming a heavy flood is about 350,000 cubic foet, and there is consequently a 
spill over the honk of about two lakhs of cubio foot per second escaping at various points 
below Sangatghola (a few miles above and on the opposite side to Jeojooty). 

It 18 quite clear, then, closing the breaches at and below this point with anything like 
really effective embankments would only oanse worse and possibly more disastrous broaches 
lofVer down. The water cannot be kept within bank or embankment limits down to the 
mouth of the river. It was to reduce the average depth of the flood passing over the 
country that the removal of 20 miles of embankments was ordered in 185(i-59, and the same 
(tfguraent is equally valid now. 

3. Turning next to your suggestion to proride outlet channels, you will see that this 
would involve the construction of a new river capable of carrying in extreme flood 200,000 
oubio feet per second, or larger than tho actually existing channel of the Damooda itself. To 
prevent the risk of an excess of water passing down this channel, and to send tho required 
amount down it to relieve the Damooda, a very o.'ctensive regulator would be necessary at the 
hifuiyiation, ani the new channel must be oarried down to the Hooghly, as neither the 
Damooda itself lower down, nor the Hoopnatain could carry off such an additional volume: 
’.the new' ohaimei or river would therefore have to bo some 69 miles in length. 

. • All this woTild involve an outlay in work and land which it is not worthwhile attempting 
' to ' astiihate, and it must bo rocolleoted that in the case of any partially remedial measures, 

• tiieia would certainly in some year or years be loss oansed where there is none now, or where 

• it cannot be laid to the ohargs of any speoiflo work. As soon as ever there was on excuse for 
charging any Government channel, or embankment, or want of embankment, demands for 
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oompensation would pour in, and it ia impossible to guess even what Government might be 
compelled to pay on this account. 

4. It is not denied that the existing floods cause some dan^age, nor is it argued that 
such a spill as is undor consideration cvor ocours, without in some oases serious flooding and 
loss of crop, but the floods are not wholly detrimental. 'The flow of water is in some years 
and in some places such as to drown or even wash away portions of the crops; but if this 
occurs early m the year, a second crop is successfully grown, and in any case a large quantity. 
of fertilizing silt is spread over miles of country beyond the special tracts in which devastating 
floods are now complained of, and a gradual and very important and beneficial raising of the 
‘level of the country is in progress. 

6. On a full consideration of all the facts of the case, the Lieutenant-Governor is of 
opinion that it is more than doubtful whether any practicable measures in the direction of 
partial remedy of the flooding complained of would not result in more harm than good; that 
nothing at all could be -done except at great expense, for which there would be no return, 
while the entire outlay would have to be borne by Government; and that it is certain that 
any Tvorks executed would undoubtedly give rise to complaints elsewhere, quite as loud as 
these now made, and possibly more valid, llis Honor is therefore unable to reconsider the 
orders passed on tl^e subject of non-reconstruction of the Janculi and other embankments on 
the right bunk of the Domoodu, or to entertain proposals for any drainage works to carry off 
the flood spill into other lines than those through which it now gradually finds its way down 
to the Ilooghly.

I HAVE tho honour to forward, for tho information of His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor, copy of a report by tho Collector of Midnapore on the 
effect of the recent floods in his district. I gather that they might have been 
prevented by a more eflBcient system of embankment; and it is for His Honour 
to consider whether estimates should be prepared of tho cost of what is 
required. Respecting present distress, I think that Mr. Vowell is fully sensible 
of tho gravity of the situation, and may be trusted to report promptly if relief 
is required. Beyond the injury done to their dwellings, I doubt whether 
much distress will be felt by the cultivators until the period when they might 
have expected a return from their winter crop. I believe there was not much 
in store which they could lose, and the labour market of Calcutta and its 
Suburbs is so easily accessible that the means of subsistence can be earned 
'without difficulty. It is gratifying to Icam that the Deputy Magistrate in 
diarge of the sub-division of Gha^, Baboo Kumad Nath Mukerji, has been 
doing his. duty in the emergency.

I HAVE the honour to state that I have visited Ghattal with tho Executive Fwgtneer for 
the .purpose of se^g the effect of the recent floods. ^ 

2. The heavy rams of the 23rd and 24th ultimo brought down all the rivers from the 
west and_ north-west in heavy flood, and the various oironR embankments under the Execu¬ 
tive Eixgineer of Midnapore were breached in 137 places, being in many inafp ni njffl 
topped. 
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3. The tract of oountry most severely affected, rather more than 100 square miles, is 

comprised in thanas Daspore and Ghattal; the former thana is bounded on the north by the 
Selye and on the east by tfie Rupnarain rivers. Ghattal is bounded on the south by the 
Selye and on the east by the Darkeshwar. , ^ 

4. With the exception of a few patches in the north-west of Daspore, the whole crop 
has, in that thana and in about 40 square miles of thana Ghattal, been swept away, and the 
fields are still under water. Great damage has been done to the mud huts of the villagers, 
which have fallen down in all directions. There has fortunately been very little loss of life, 
only four persons having been reported drowned, and the loss of cattle is also stated to have 
been small. 

5. The Sub-divisional Officer, Baboo Kumad Nath Mukerji, showed great promptness in 
af once starting ofi himself and sending his canoongo and police in other directions, in order 
to relievo the worst cases of distress. The cost has been met from a fund raised on a previous 
. occasion to meet such disasters. The people of Daspore thana have been very unfortuate of 
late years with their winter crop. 

6 . In 1885 it was swept away by flood, and again in 1887, while in 1886 the crop was 
a poor one. When these floods occur, the custom is to sow boro paddy over the tract, ond it is 
irrigated by bunds thrown across the Selye and Oossye rivers by the zemindars. • 

7 . The Sub-divisional Officer has considerable engineering knovdedge, and I have 
requested him to see that these bunds are put up wherever necessary, and properly constructed. 
He has also been directed to report on the necessity of making loans to the cultivators under 
Act No. XII of 1884. 

8 . This crop, however, is not reaped until February or March, and the Sub-divisional 
Officer apprehends some distress among the labouring olasses. For the present, paddy was 
coming plentifully into the market, and the price of rice had actually fallen, at Ghattal. 

9. There is cheap and easy communication for the people of this sub-division with 
Calcutta, and the custom of going away to find labour for a part of year is already common 
among large numbers. 

10. It is therefore possible they may tide over the internal without assistance. I have, 
however, directed the Sub-divisional Officer to carefully watch the condition of the villages, 
and I shall myself be out on tour there within a month or two. 

11. Considerable loss'has also been caused in the other sub-divisions. From Contai 
I have not yet received detailed accounts; but the tract in Fataspore and Bhugwanpore 
thanas, which is sufiering from want of drainage, is certain to be in a worse condition tnan 
last year. 

12. In Tumlook the oountry to the east of the Cossye was swamped by a breach a short 
way below Panohkura. It was similarly flooded last year, but boro can bo grown there. 

13. In the'heod-quarter’s sub-division damage has been done about Sabong, Pingla and 
Moyna on the south of the canal, but its extent cannot be at present gauged. 

14. On the other hand, there is no doubt the abundant rain has done much good in 
parts where the crop hod been previously very backward. This was especially the case in the 
strip of Contai along the sea coast.

2. It is satisfactory to find that with a seasonable rainfall the condition ofi>- 
the people has considerably improved. But the Lieutenetnt-Governor notices as> 
an evidence of the real scarcity of food .that while the'works at Angutl, when 
the labourers' '(^ere paid in cash, failed to attraetTnore than some 300 labourers a 
day, the number rose at once to about 1,500 as soon.as the tehsildar began to 
pay them in grain at the dail}’^ rate of three quarters of a seer per man. It may 
bo hoped, however, that with cheaper prices, improved prospects and the measures 
of relief which have been set on foot, all grounds for serious anxiety will soon 
pass away. 

3. The liieutenant Governor has nothing further to add to the observa¬ 
tions of the Commissioner, which appear sound and judicious.

In acoordorioe with paragraph 9 of the Bengal Famine Code, I have the 

honour to submit copies of repoits, noted in margin, 
from the Collector of Fooree and ihe Suh-riivi- 
sional Oflicer of Klioorda, regarding the adminis¬ 
tration of relief in Klioordn sub-division during 
the fortnitibt ending 31 st Augu8t*l888. 

2. No material change has occurred in respect of area and population 
affected, number of relief circles, and officers in charge; but the crops have 
been greatly benefited by good rain and favourable weather, and the condition 
of the people generally has improved. 

3. A detailed list of the public works which are being carried out is 
given in the Sub-divisional Officer’s report (paragraph 8). The total number 
is Il5, of which— 


4 are road works under the District Board, 
i is the Cuttack-Ganjam road work under the Public Works 
Department, 

no are Government khas ciehal improvement wqrks. 

The Collector has been unable to supply figures showing the expenditure 
incurred and the numbers employed on works ‘under the District Board and 
Public Works Department. The average daily number of persons employed on 
Estates Improvement works was 944, viz. 687 men, 64 women and 203 phildren, 
at a cost of hs. 2,839. The numbers seem to have varied a good deal from day 
to day, probably according to the greater or less demand in each locality for 
labour in the fields. 

4. The daily average number of persona receiving gratuitous relief is 
shown to have been 1,524, viz. 315 men, 366 women and 824 children. This 
number appears disproportionately large as compared with the number employed 
on village woiks. As to the excess over the.preceding fortnight’s figures, it is 
reasonable to believe that, as the working of the relief circles beoanfe more 
thorough and minute, many new cases of destitution would have been brought 
to light. But though this explanation is quite satisfactory up to a certain 
point, I earnestly hope and expect that, with improved prospects of crops, 
cheaper food-grains, and the substantial, assistance afforded by relief mpasuVes, 
the expenditure on gratuitious relief will be found to have decreased consider¬ 
ably during the present month. 

*5. Tuccayi advances, amounting to Rs. 69,853-8, Were made to 20,724 
cultivators during the month of August, the amount advanced durino* the 
fortnight under review having been Rs 18,944-8. ° 

6 . The stock of lood-^rains in the sub-division is reported to be sufficient, 
and mabajans in some places have begun to resume, their business of lending 
grain. Prices of food-grains have become fairly easy, the price of common 
rice ranging from 16f- to 21 seers, and moong and kullhi selling at .much the 
same rates. 


7. In the 7th paragraph of his report, the Sub-divisional Officer refers to 
the opening, as a relief measure, of paddy godowns at Kchkuli and Baligurh 
in the Western Circle No. Ill, and also of another suoli godown at Jeififia in 
the Ramtswar Circle No. IV. As. the purchases of grain seem to hake been 
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6 . ^rom the .Sogtli Ciiilke treota the Inepectnr reporta that heerjr rain beg;an to fall 
from fh'e SOtb, and tli'e people have taken advantage of tliia rainfall to go in for tranaplanta* 
tipn* The orops here will no doubt suffer eevereljr, as they have, more or less, for the last 
three years ( but, as pointed out last April,, the people residing in this neighhourhood are not 
dependent on their fields for a living. They have salt work, fishing, and other soureea of 
enhsistenoe, and tbungh more clamorous for relief than anywhere lose in the district, they are 
not really reduced to a state approachiog starvation. A report from the District Superinten* 
dent, who baa been inspecting the outp ists in that neighbourhood, corroborates the views 
expressed above. 

6 . The number of public works open in or near the sifei ted tracts within the sub¬ 
division are detailed by Mr. Taylor in paragraph 3 of hi« report. In addition to these woi ks, 
two small tanks have been excavated at Nathpur and Satpara to relieve the distress south of 
the Chilka under the supervision of the Salt Inapeccor. 

7. The daily average numbers in receipt of gratuitous relief in the sub-division are given 
in paragraph 4 of Mr. Taylor’s repoit. In Satpara the expenditure during the fortnight has 
been only Bs. 13*7. 

8 . Mr. Taylor gives the daily averages of men, women, and children employed on works 
in paragraph 5 ol his report, but these figur- s apply only to those employed on workssdescihed 
in 3(d). (a) To these should be added 9G0 or 64 persons a day employed id the South Ohilka 
tracts. For (a and 6) works no accurate figures have been supplied me either by the Executive 
or the District Engiucer. 

9 . As regards clauses (61, (7), and (8) of Chapter I, I have little tiaud to Mr. Taylor’s 
report, except to point out that though advances have been freely given, yet the amount so 
given is probably not 85 per cent, of the amount applied for. In the Sudder sub-divtsion 
a number of apidicatioris for advances wiis made during the fortnight, but they were refused 
by ms in every case, as I was sati>fied that they were not legitimate demands for aiisi»tanoe, 
but merely attempts to obtain lunds for paying tent, or for other ol'jects than those 
represented in these applications. In Sntpara the expenditure dining the fortnight on wo'ks 
and gratuitous relief has been Bs. 214-7-8. The balance in band was Rs. 33-13-1, and Hs. lUO 
has been sent afterwards. 

10 . It will also appear, from Mr. Taylor’s report, that the instructions conveyed in the 
remaining chapters of the Famine Code have been carried oat so far as has been practicable, 
considering the peculiar couditions of this distress, which has been felt in all its intensity by 
only the poorest classes over a large area, though no doubt tiie numbers affected would have 
heeu much larger but for the timely assistance given, chiefly in the form of advances under 
the Agriculturists Loans Act. 

11 . I need only add that, in accordance with paragraph 6 of your No. 16h7R of the 
28th iillimo to dhe -Government oi. Bengal, 1 issued instructions to the Sub-divisional Officer 
on the 30tb ultimo (as reported to you in niy No. 881 of that date) to restrict the grant 
of advances in future to residents »f villages, where there had been failure lust year of at 
least half the crop, and to issue instructions to all circle officers that gratnttuiis relief should 
in future be confined strictly to those who cannot work for their living. This lias now been 
done. 

18. Though the numbers who have been relieved gratuitously during the past fortnight 
exceed those that were so treated in the preceding one, I am not prepared to admit that such 
relief has been granted hitherto too freely. From » pcrmal of the diaries and nominal rolls, 
it appears that Circle Inspectors have, us a rule, been exercising great care in this matter. 
The only case where I am inclined to thiu^ that the Circle Inspector has been perhaps too 
generous, especially to Brahmins and other respectable Hindus, is in the Banpur Circle. I 
propose going there very shortly, and wfH test the work done in this circle, and if “I find 
my Buspieiiina ate confirmed, will measures to prevent a cnniihutmce of this ill-juoged 

liberality. Meanwhile, very stringent orders have bee" sent bv Mr. Taylor forbidding the 
granftof gratuitous relief, except where jg actually indisp'^nsable.

Chapter /, section 9, Famine Code. —In accordance with section 9, Chapter I of the 
Famine Co'le, 1 have the honour to submit a report for the fortnight ending on the 31st 
August 1888. 

1. The area of distress during the fortnight under report, the portion of the population 
afflicted, and the number of lelief circles, remain much the same as was given in my last report. 
The only difference as regards circles is that I have placed Bahoo Darpamirain Das in charge 
of zillab Balbhadvupur in addition to Banpur, as Baboo Gugan Chandra Das bad more than he 
could do in zillab Bumeswar and Kahmi. 

2. ' Section 9, clause 2.—The general state of the affected tracts has improved daring 
the fortnight) owing to the good rainfall, opening of BO many works, and the improved state 
of tihe crops. 

For the north-east circle Baboo Nadia Chand Dutt reports that “ the state of the rice 
crop tbronghout is encouraging. The mandia crop at places, and chiefly on the side of 
Bhargavi and Dayah rivets, is excellent, and will be gathered within a fortnight. 'The beali 
prop on the hanks of Bhargavi and Dayah rivers is very good, but unfortunately this crop 
is limited'’in zillahs Khoorda and Tapung. The rice otop in zilluh Dandimal will be 

gathered within the 15th of the oujrrent month. 
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“ The rainfall is good at present. A statement for the fortnight obtained from the 
Eorester of Dandimal is given below :— , 
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“ During the fortiiight under report the condition of the people is improving, and that 
no death from starvatiun will occur if tho relief operations continue up to the end of the 
current month.” 

Foi*the North-West Circle, Moonshi Dadar Buksh reports that “the state and prospects 
of crops at present are not very promisin'; everywhere. 

*' The rainfall in the first fortnight wau 6'85 inches, and second fortnight 8'76. 

“The condition of the distressed people in general is gradually improving. The cause of 
this may he aitributed to the adult members being able to get field and other works, and 
their condition will be more so if some more works be started here and there. 

“On the 20ih ultimo, while I was returning from Funiara, I heard from a passenger 
at Makund Prosad that one old woman was lying on the road at Fadanpur and was about 
to expire. On this I immediately sent my peon with some cAura and sugar. The peon 
went to the spot and fed her and informed me of the matter. As there was heavy shower that 
evening, I sent a cart and brought her here, h ire was made, and she was warmed and fed 
with milk for several davs together. She is now improving, and there is no fear for loss of 
her life. Had not the matter been brought to my notice immediately, she would have most 
probably breathed her Inst on the road. She is under my care. This day a cloth worth 
annas 7^ has been given to her. 

“ This old womau is now quite well and declines to go home.” 

It is reported by Canooiigo Netranund Puinaik that one named Dina Barik of Kuaput in 
Haldia died of starvation. The zemindar of Haldia is to blame for this death, as he did not 
himself take proper care of the poor man, nor did he inform me of his distressed condition.” 

Baboo Hbaghut Nand, fur the western circle, reports that *' the copious and continued 
rainfall from 2oth to 23id ultimo, and the occasional showers since fallen^ have enabled the 
ryots to puddle all the lauds; but at the rain came too late, and as the plants were previously 
attacked with nu>oK, the outturn of the paddy crop will'be very poor. 

“ Heretofore man was rendering great assistance to the people, but after puddling it has 
totally disappeared. The people are now managing with the wages they get for weeding, doing 
work on roads, bunds, &c., executed from the Estates Improvement Fund and the gratuitous 
relief distriliuted among them. After 8 or 10 days the grain from weeding will be discon¬ 
tinued. Mandia has been grown on a limited scale in this circle for want of sufficient 
surplus waste lauds, and no material ass^tance can be expected from this source. 

“As reported before, 4 annas of the total population hove no property whatever and live 
by day labour. Three annas of these will have to be kept up by supply of labour, and the 
remaining one anna, physically unfit to do work, by gratuitous relief at least up to end of 
November. 

“ The only case of death from starvation that came to my notice is that of Madhub Oura 
of Haibnat. The sarbarakar repoited his death to have resulted from starvation. I visited the 
place on the 24ch ultimo, and after enquiry came to know that Madhub had been to Caloutta 
and returned home, being attacked with dysentery. He suffered from the disease for two 
months, and was improving when this scarcity of food.grains appeared. He was compelled 
to take man which aggravated his illness, and he died on the 12th ultimo.” 

For Rameswar Circle Baboo Oagan Cbundra Das reports that “the prospect of the crop 
is yet uncertain. Tho weeding is in progress in most fields. Generally speaking, it .may 
be said that tiie prospect of crop—mean paddy—^is good from Nalsing and Barpakharia 
to the north and Kuhuri to the south, and in other parts not very encouraging. The large 
tracts of land from Sarpani to Siko, and from Siko to Gur Mantir, and to the south and 
west of it, hold out a very bad prospect, and I believe there will be more or lers oomplete 
failure of the crop; bat I must say it is yet in a state when it is difficult to speak with certainty 
the one way or the other. 

“Therewas good rainfall on 17th, 24tb, and 25ib Augnat 1888, and sprinkling of it on 
•everal other days. . ^ 

“ The lower rates at which the construction of improvement works has bedn given to 
piece-workers do not attract the people, and 1 am glad to note this has not interfered much 
with the field work. At present the people are engaged in weeding the paddy-fields, bat in 
a few days the weeding will be over, and they will be thrown oat of employment, and ifill 
be helped by the work in these roads and ddms wa are coiistracting for tiding over the 
present difficulty. There is some'work on the Fiiblio Worka Department road, and tba oon* 
tractors complain of the difficulty of getting coolies now. 
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made locally, and no oompotition with gprain*dealers is allowed, the measuresi 
^in my opinion, are free from objection. 

8. The instructions issued by^ the Collector to the Sub-divisional OlBcer 

for restricting the grant of advanct's, and to all circle officers for confining 
grataitous relief strictly ,to those who cannot work for their living (vide 
paragraph 11 of the Collector’s report), were confirmed by me without delay, 
it is most desirable that, having enabled the cultivators by the grant of neces¬ 
sary advances to tide over a period of sharp pressure, we should Gradually 
withdraw and make way for the revival of customary transactions between 
them and the mahajans, wherever the latter are willing or may appear prepared 
tti take our place. Our policy now should be, as 1 have impressed on the 
Collector, not to maintain fully and continuously the system which we have 
hitherto been compelled to apply, but to contract or suspend operations from 
time to time by the light of daily experience and observation, and again, if 
necessary, to renew them. • 

9. The Sub-divisional Officer has observed, in paragraph 9 of his report, 
that “ anyhow a further sum of Rs. 10,000 should he sanctioned for gratuitous 
relief.” The Collector has left the remark unnoticed, and I am disposed to 
think that it is unnecessary at present to ask for any additional specific sum. 
Before accepting any estimate in this matter, it will be best to await the results 
or the instructions lately given by the Collector. Any reasonable amount that 
may in the meantime be urgently needed I will myself sanction in arjticipation 
of the approval of Government. But at present 1 really tail to see how, if the 
prospects of crops have greatly improved, if grain he fairly cheap and employ¬ 
ment everywhere available, and if the Circle Inspectors have nearly gauged tho 
full extent of helpless destitution, we can be justified in apprehending a conti¬ 
nuance or increase of such distress. The interests of distressed persons them¬ 
selves, and of the public alike, require that the administration of gratuitous 
relief in villages, which is specially open to abuse and injurious in its tendencies, 
should be firmly restricted or discontinued at the very earliest opportunity. 

10. I again regret to note that a few deaths (8) have been reported as 
being more or less due to starvation. Of these, not more than one (if oven 
one) can be proved to have resulted from starvation alone. Sad as such occur¬ 
rences are, 1 fear that they are not peculiar to Khoorda, but are common in 
most years to all thickly-populated countries and districts. At the present 
time each such occurrence is reported with an avidity that is unknown in 
ordinary years, when it would probably be ascribed to tho disease most 
prevalent for the time being. I am convinced that all reasonable precautions 
have been taken for the saving of life, and that the circle officers can in no 
way be held responsible for such isolated cases of death as have been specially 
brought to notice. 

11. In paragraphs 6—9 of his report, the Collector has furnished, a few 
details regarding the administration of relief in the South Chilka tracts. The 
necessary assistance has been rendered quietly, efficiently and economically. 

. 12. I now proceed to make a few remarks regarding the condition of 
Banki, Angul, and the Tributary State of Baiainba. 

13. The special enquiries that were being made in Banki at the time of 
submission of the last fortnightly report (28th August) have shown that, with 
the exception of a very few villages in the extreme south-western corner of 
the estate, viz. Kalaputhur and other adjacent villages, there is no such 
pressure as is likely to require measures of relief propirly so-called. But 
within the last two days Mr. Besgratoulet, the District Engineer, who has been 
on tour in that neighbourhood, has reported instances of individual distress, 
which lead the Collector and myself to think that some special assistance may 
be necessary. As a precautiouary measure, therefore, we have resolved to 
open.some additional small improvement works in the affected tract, and to 
place them under the charge of the Distiict Engineer, who will also be supplied 
with a moderate sum of money for the relief of any destitute families which 
may come under bis notice. The affected area adjoins the most distressed 
circle (N,o. HI; of Khoorda sub-division. Jn another portion of the estate, 
where some pressure is felt, tuooavi . advances and district works will in aill 
probability afford the requisite assistance. 

14. In Angul district there has been a steady improvement during 
the present month, and I expect that all cause for anxiety will shortly 
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^stfifUBar. For a time there iraa a great scarcity of srain, futd the Fstatses 
Improvement vorks failed to attract more than some 31)0 lahourers A. 
day. But when the ehsildar lately imported 500 obaunds of rice from 
Taloher State, and began to pay the lahonrers in >grain at tbo daily rate of three- 
fourth seer per man, the number at once rose to about 1,500. Employmeat 
is nov available in the fields, and fairly good crops of maize and marutt Me 
being harvested. These will shortly be followed by the beali rice harvest, 

' .which da expected to be good. The late or sarad rice crop also promises well. 
1 am happy to state that the ryots of the affected trac' (the western half of 
Angul) have to a man declined to take tuccavi advances when limited to onet* 
fourth of the small rents which they pay, a proportion which I considered 
sufficiently high under all circumstances, and that the sanctioned sum of 
Us. 800 remains intact. The measures already adopted, viz. the remission by 
Government of Us. 4,917 arrears of rent, the relaxation ol Forest hules, the 
opening of Estates Improvement works, and the judiejnus distribution of small 
sums in the shape of charitable relief, have enabled the distressed classes to 
weather the difficulties caused by the almost unparallebd failure of the rains 
in June and July, and by the partial loss of crops in 1887. I consider that the 
tehsildar. Baboo Narain Ghundra Naik, has shown firmness and resourceful 
capacity in d- aling with the recent state of things in Angul. 

15. Copies of the reports submitted by Baboo xSanda Kishore Das, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals, after his visits to the States 
of Baramba and Narsingpore (now under direct management) were forwarded to 
the Chief Secretary witli my letters Nos. 1072P.W. and 1080P.W,, dated 3rd 
and 6th September 1888 respectively. I need only here mention that, on the 
facts reported, I increased the amount sanctioned for tuccavi advances in 
Baramba State from Rs, 2,000 to Rs. 4,000, and approved of advances being 
made up to an aggregate sum of Rs. 1,000 to petty dealers for tho importation 
of grain, and that 1 considered it unnecessary to make any grant for tuccavi 
advances in Narsingpore. 1 may add that in consequence of the improved 
position in Angul, and of bis services being required for work of another kind. 
Baboo Nanda Kishore Das Avas not deputed to visit that district. 

16. Several of the Chief s in the south-western half of the Tributary Mehals 
have been obliged this season to give exceptional aid to their tenants, but 
owing to the comparatively scanty population of these States, the distress in 
no case could have been so severe aa in Khoorda. 

17. I must apologise for my delay in submitting these reports, which has 
been due to my being engaged in holding sessions in Dhenkanal State.

I of the Famine Code for the fortnight ending Slst ultimo, together with a copy of ths 
Sub-divisional Offiuer’a report, No. 531 of the 8th instant. ' 

2. According to Mr. Taylor,'‘the area of distress during the fortnight under renort 
the portion of the population nffected, and the number of relief circles, remain much the same 
as was given in his last report •” but “ the general state of the affected traots has improved 
during the fortnight owing to the good rainfall, opening of so many works, and tho improved 
state of the orop.-.” 

3. The conuiiion of each eirole in detail is given in the extracts from the reports of 

Circle Inspectors, quoted in paragraph 2 of Mr. Taylor's report, ^ 

4. The views expressed by the Sub-divisionul Officer are confirmed by the daily reports 

submitted to me by the police officers in charge of every tbanna, and outpost tbrou»hout 
the district, and also by my own observations. I was touring about the snb-division '’from 
the 16ih to the 25th ultimo, and was up in the western oir.cle when the heavy rainftH 
(which was general all over the sub-division) oommenced on the 20t.h. Speaking generally^ 
there is no lack of water now for the paddy-fields, which have been puddled and weeded and! 
where necessary, transplanted. The latter operation is still going on, and that and weediiig 
has afforded great relief to the landless day labourers, who‘have all along been the 
sufferers from the prevailing distress. ^ 

It must be remembered, however, that the paddy erop is not yet out of danger 
Tbe late rains have rendered it safe for the present, but it ia backward in a greater part of 
every circle, and a cessation of rain later in the season may still cause a oongideraUe iailare 
and consequently a renewal of severe distress. As the Inspector of Rameswar Circle remarks* 
“ there is for the present a lull iu the distress, yet the relief operations must oontinge f« soiyie 
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** Five deaths from starvation were reported during the fortnight, bat 1 have not keen 
able to ascertain the trath,of the report, apditmaet be received with caution. At the same 
time I think the deaths may be due wholly or partially to deficient nourishment. In faict, 

1 think many deaths will ensue when the .crops will first become cheap and available, as 
tha starving people will eat more than they can dig^t. 

'** For the present, 1 should say there is a lull in the dietresf, yet the relief operations must 
continue for some time. The nature and extent of the dietreea should not be considered very 
light in consideration of the paucity of deaths, as the time of death is not yet over, and there 
may be many more deaths in a few days if the relief operations are closed soon.’' 

For Banpur Circle^ Baboo Durpouarain Oas reports that “ the state of crop in this oiDole 
appears on the whole prosperous and ftiir j but the paddy plants sown in May and June on some 
lowlands in Simas, Chatragur, Kanlhimal, Fanchupalli, Sunakhalla and Ninruna haviog been 
covered over by tuan grass have to a great extent been rotten after they were puddled. The 
ryots have, however, now recultivated a i>ortioo of such lands and tcansplanted them with 
freab plants, and there remsin still nsore lands for transplantation. 

There had been sufficient rain dutiag the month under notice, and no rain is wanted for 
a fortnight.”

8,137-6 wna made over 
to the circle inspectors for administration of relief up to 31st August 1888, and Rs. 1,!)80 was 
advanced for purchase of paddy and rice for sale at places where not procurable. This amount 
will, as far as possible, be recouped, excluding Rs. 150 worth of paddy which was given away 
gratuitously by Mounshi Padar Bux in hie circle. 

During the current month the expenditure will be, I think, heavier than that during 
August, as we are Hnding severe distress in places where it was not expected. Anyhow a 
further sam of Rs. 10,000 should be sanctioned, as the Rs, 4,832-10 in hand will not last beyond 
the 18th instant. 

The expenditure daring the fortnight was Rs. 3,840.13-10, and 24,389 persons were tempo¬ 
rarily relieved during the same peril d or 16 days. 

The average per head therefore comes to 2 annas 6 pies, or to less than one pice each pi r diem.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY 
THE 28th of SEPTEMBER 1888. 

At the close of the previous week the inrush of monsoon winds following in the rear 
of the severe oyclonio storm which had passed through Orissa on tho 16th still continued to 
flow over Bengal. The monsoon winds were, however, gradually diminishing in force, and 
for the first, two or three days of the week only, weather in Bengal and over the Bay 
remained of very light south-west monsoon character. Pressure commenced to fall from 
tihe 23rd, the fall being generally moderately rapid at the stations on tho Arakan and Pegu 
coasts, and on the 24th and 25th suspicious weather obtained in the east of tho Bay, but this 
tendency to the formation of a barometric depression passed away, and woathor again became 
fine. The westerly element iu the wind directions then commouood to increase in strength, 
and in some cases winds became even north-westerly, and gradually tho -easterly and south¬ 
easterly winds which had set in on the 24th. were driven back, and rainfall gradually 
became lighter and more local in character from the middle of tho week, and tliough 
on the 23rd a oonsidorable amount of rain fell, on Friday, tho 24th, only a fcw showers 
were reported. At tho end of the week, therefore, conditions were clearly those which usually 
obtain at tho close of the rainy season in Bengal. Pressure was fairly uniform over the 

{ )rovinoe; temperature had risen rather rapidly, and was about 2° above tho normal; mca-e or 
ess westerly, and in some oases even north-westerly, winds were reported at all except the 
extreme eastern stations. Humidity had decreased moderately at the western and central 
stations in the province, and tine weather generally was reported, rain showers being very 
few in number, and generally light in amount. 

Preaaure —Has been above tho normal for tbs greater part of the week, though at its 
close it had become nearly normal, and the mean pressure has been in excess by amounts 
which range up to about a tenth of an inch at some of the western stations, the excess at 
Cuttaok equalling 0 113 inch and at Hazaribagh O'llO inch. The general mean pressure of 
the province has been above the normal by about 0 07 inch to 0 08 inch. In Assam pressure 
has been in excess of the normal by 0 043 inch. 

Temperature. —Owing to the comparative lightness of the rainfall dnrlng the week, 
temperature has generally been in excess of tho normal. The moan temperature of the whole 
province for the week has been l-o° above the normal, and in Orissa tho exoess has equalled 
2’5°, and in South-West Bengal and North Bengal the excess has been 2°. In Assam a slight 
excess of O-i® only is reported. 

liainfall —As previously stated, has been comparatively light during the week. The 
heaviest falls have occurred in North Bengal, tho stations in which have averaged 1-32 inches, 
whioli is, however, more than two inches in defect of the normal. In East bengal a fall of PiO 
inches has been received which is again nearly two inches loss than tho usual amount. Orissa 
and South-West, Bengal have received falls, which average rather loss thau an inch, an<l both are 
about an inch and a quarter in defect of the normal. North Behar has only received a fall 
of about half an inch or two and a half inches less than tho usual fall at this period; 
while South Behar and (’hutia N agpur have received falls vhicli average about a quarter of 
an inch, and these districts are one and two-thirds inches in defect. The falls generally over 
the province have therefore not equalled more than about 30 per cent of the normal. 

Tho following districts have, however, received fairly good falls during the week Nuddoo, 
Rajshahye, Rungpore, Darjeeling, and Singbhoom; while on the other hand tho falls in Bogra, 
Mozufferpur, Durbhunga, Sarun, Shahabad, and Gya have bei n partioularly srjanty. _

I HAVE the honour to submit herewith a mepaorial presented to His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor by some Catholic Missionaries, regarding the 
distressed condition of the people in the southern portion of the 24-Fergunnah8 
owing to the recent floods. A copy of letter No. 55IG, dated the 19th inptent, 
from the Collector of the 24rPergunnabs, reporting on the above memorial, is 
also submitted herewith for the information of the Government. 
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2. I agree with the Collector in thinking tlmt no aid is now required, 
and, from knowledge of the resources of the locality concerned, I do not think 
it likely any will be required when the floods subside. 

3. The further reports promised, and the result cf the examination with 
the Executive Engineer of the embankment, with a view to the provision of 
sluices where needed, will be submittt^d when received.

I HAVE the honour to submit the following report on the memorial* regarding the recent 
. Herewith returned. 8"«thern portion of this district, sub.pitted to His 

Honour the Lieutenant-Governor by certain Roman Catholic 
Missionaries, which was forwarded to me with your memorandum No. l40t.M.G., dated the 8th 
instant. , 

2, I had intended, before the receipt of the memoriHl, to travel to Diamond Harbour by 
road and return by train, in order to obtain a general idea of the extent ol damage done by the 
floods, and had not started earlier because it would have been usel-ss to do so while the crops 
were completely submerged. The actual damage done could only be aseertuined after the 
subsidence of the water, when the proportion of the crops wliioh had survived the long 
immersion couU be seen. I accordingly proceeded to Diamond Harbour by road ou the lUh 
instant. The road passes through low and comparatively high couiury, and a fair indieation 
of the effects of the floods in the Diamond Harbour sub-divMon may be obtained from the 
state of tracts traversed. As far as Bistupnr, 12 niiles from Alipore, 1 found that the crops had 
suffered to some extent, but not very badly, while in places they were looking extremely well. 
At BUtupur itself great damage had been done, and I was infurmed that some villages to the 
north-east were equally bad. Between Bistupur and Rajaihat some villages had lost the 
greater pait of their crops, while others had suffered less. Kiorn Rajai hat to Sarisha, how¬ 
ever, the destruction appeared general, the whole country being finder water j hut n small por¬ 
tion of the crops might even here survive on further subsidence of the water. Fr m Sarisha to 
Diamond Hijrbonr the crops lookid well, though lack ward, the countiy being high on account 
of its proximity tb the river. In the neighbourhood of Diamond Huroour itself there was a very 
large expanse of green crops. On my journey ba<k hy rail, I fount! the comitiy under water 
from about two miles out of Diamond Harbour to Mograhar. North of Mo<;rahat.for four 
or five miles, there was much water in parts, but after that the chuiury pieseuted the ordinary 
aspect at this season of the year, and the crops looked well. 'Ihe portion of the sub-division 
which has suffered most from the floods is, therefore, the tract Iving between two parallel lines 
from JBajarbat to Sarisha, running in a direction between east and south-east as far 
as the Snnderbuns. What the precise extent of the destruction in this tract has been it is 
still impossible to say, but I fear that hardly one-fourth of the crop has escaped. Until the 
water has subsided another foot or more no correct estimate of the loss can be formed, and 
I propose accordingly to have another local enquiry made at the end of this month, and 'shall 
then submit a further report. After that, again, another enquiry will be made when the 
rains have completely ceased, ill order to estimate finally the probable outturn ot the crops. 
Although outside the above tract there are excellent oiops, I was struck by the backward 
condition of the plants, and 1 fear that unless the ruins are later than usual, even these crops 
will not yield a good outturn, owing to the delay in the bicaking of the rains and the 
short fall for some weeks after the plants wero transplanted late, and they are not as far 
advanced as usual at this‘time of the year. Their ■buckwardness has no doubt also rendered 
them less able to bear the long immersion following the heavy rain which brought about 
the floods. Transplantation could also not be completeii in many villages until after the heavy 
rain, and it may be even now going on in a few places. Good rain in the last week of this 
month, and even in the first week of October, is thus needed to ensure the bealihy growth 
of these crops until tbe ear begins to form. I was glad to find in many of the villages 
submerged that there were still seedlings available, and that they were being transplanted 
wherever practicable. The extent of land thus cultivated will, however, be very small. 

3. For enquiry in connection with the memorial, I deputed the Sudder Sub-Deputy 
Collector to visit the villages in the Sudder sub-division, and the Diamond Harbour Sub.I)..puiy 
Collector to visit those in that sub-division. The former inspected the crops of 35 villages 
which lie north-east of Bistupur between Arogacbi and Bonhughly, and he estimates that only 
four annas of the amatt crop has survived, while the ant crops, owing to damage bv the floods 
will not yield mi re than a three-anna outturn. I am inclined to think that this estimate 
lor both crops is loo low. The villages visited by the Diamond Harbour Sub-Deputy Collector 
lie immediately to tbe south of Mograhat, embracing an area of about six miles in lenoth by 
four in breadth. The whole of this area he found under water, the crops being entirely 
tubmerged, except about 400 bighas in one village. The crops are, be fears, eniirelj lost in 
this tract. After every olloWanra for possible exaggeration and for crops which may yrt 
appear alive above the water, it- is quite clear that the damage done in the villag, s visited, bv 
tins officer has been vwy extensive, and that the people will be very badly "off for some 
lime to come. Taking the snb-division as a whole, however, the Sub-divisional Officer 
thinks, and 1 do not beiieve his estimate to be too sanguine, that there will be a six-anna 
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crop. In other pans of the district, notwithstanding some destruction here and there, there 
will, i think, be a fairly good orop. I do not therefore anrieinate any want of food, althnnsh 
prices may rise. As regards the 'villages where the gro .test damage has been done, I see 
no necessity at present for any relief measure. The destruction of the aman crop will be felt 
by the people later, when they would in the ordinary course have reaped the produce. In 
any case they would not at this season have been gathering in a fre.-<h stock of food. The 
missionaries state that they are actually sutfering becau.<e, having no crop in prospect, they 
cannot procure advances from the money and grein-lendcs. This is doubtless to some extent 
true ; but these advances cannot be lung withheld from them, and friends and relations will 
give temporary ss.'iBtance in grain or money to those who require it. In any case it is 
impossible at this season to undertake relief by mad work-., ns the state of the Oountry will 
not admit of the construction of roads, and cash advauces are altogether undesirable as a 
form ot relief. As regards the hshermen to whom the missionaries refer, it should be stated 
that they have resumed their occupation and are likely to gain rather than lose from the 
accumulation of water, 

4. On full consideration, I think that no oGHiial action is at present required for the 
assistance of the people in the flooded tract, and I am hopeful that none will be requireil 
later. Equally destructive floods have occurred elsewhere from time to time without relief 
being undertaken by the State, and it is reasonable to expect that in this c&se also the perale, 
though suffering a good deal, will pass through the calamity without the need of relief. It is 
satisfactory to note that in almost every petition which has been presented to roe in connection 
with these floods, the only deflnite request made is that the zemindars may be desired 
not to press for rents, and in (lovernment estates that the collection of rents may be kept 
in abeyance. The people themselves apparently do not anticipate that they will bo in' want of 
food. It is impossible to suggest ofiiciaily to the zemindars that they should abstain from the 
collection of rents, unless toe (iovernmenc is prepared to suspend at the same time the collection 
of the land revenue—a measure which I could not advocaie in this case. I am, moreover, dis¬ 
posed to think that the zemindars will not, under the circumstances, be wanting in considera¬ 
tion to their tenants. In I be G .veriimeiit estates leniency will be shown in the collections 
according to the condition of each tenant, and it may be necessary later to recommend 
remissions. 

5. A furl her report a^ to the state of the inundat-d tract will be submitted to you after 
the end of this month, and a fuller report after the Ibtti O tober. The severity of these floods 
and (heir long continuance are attrilmted by the people to the blocking up of the drainage by 
roads, embank.i.cots and croas dams across certain iiatur.il outlets, and there appears to be 
much truth in this view. The insertion of sluice gates in suitable places would, no doubt, be 
a great boon to the country : bur. the zemindars and their tenants have hitherto shown no 
readiness t» provide the funds, and the works have been deferred from year to year. If still 
in charge t f the district during tne next cold weather, I propose visiting the wtiole line of 
cmf aukii.ents with Exeootive Engineer, selecting sues for sluice gates, and making a strong 
etforc to get the landlords and ryots of nil villages to be lienefitt.d to subscribe. If the sites 
of the sluice gates be selected so as to serve the largeso numiier of villages, the pr.ipnrtionato 
cost to each village would he reduced, and the prouabtliiy of obtaining the co-operation of the 
landlords and ryots would be greater. 


To tbe Hon’blb Sin Steuabt Colvin Batley, Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 

Youa Honour— 

"We the undirsigned Catholic Chaplains residing in the villages situated south oCCulcutta, 
beg to solicit Your Honour's kind consideration and tbe assistance of Government on behalf 
of the distressed population of the whole district in which we labour, in consequence of 
tbe late storm and the complete ruin of their crops. 

We respectfully represent that, in mure than forty villages over which our ministrations 
extend, the poor inhabitants, Christians as well as Hindoos, are left without any hope of a 
harvest this year, and owing to tbe abundauoe of water canuot have recourse to Ashing 
which is their means of sunsistence at this time of the year. 

\Ve have liberally spent what scanty means we bad for the. relief of their misery; 
but the magnitude of the calamity forces us to apply to Government for aid. 

'What makes the situation of our poor villagers quite helpless is that they cannot, as 
in other years, live by small loans of paddy which they borrow on the secuiiry of tbe coming 
harvest. 

Living, as wo do, for a great number of years in the very midst of the?e poor people, 
we think that we are best able to point out their real wants and to see that the assistance 
re.icbes the truly needy. This is what prompted us to submit the present memorial, and to 
entreat Your Honour to give it your favourable consideration.

2. It vrill be seen that the injury to crops has been greatest in the 
Sudder sub-division. 

• 3. The enquiries I have made satisfy me that there neither is any severe 

distress, nor is there any likely. The discomfort will pass away with the 
subsidence of the water, which has alreaciy fallen. 

4. The flood of 1885 followed on two years of drought, and found the 
cultivators in some- difficulty at the commencement. It was followed by 
inordinately good cold-weatlier crops, and the two intermediate years have 
been years of good harvest. The ryots are thus well set up, and meet the 
present calamity with the advantage thus given. 

6. It was feared in 1885 that sickness might attend the drying qp of 
the floods, but none came, and it is to be hoped tnat none may come this 
year. 

6. Some sickness then appeared among cattle, owing, it was believed, to 
the use of the fre.sh vegemrion as food. If this should occur, some help in the 
shape of veterinary doctors may be needed to meet it. Actioti, however, may 
wait till it is seen if the aid is needed or not, 

7. 1 do not anticipate that any other aid will be needed. One result 
of the floods is to increase the demand for labour. Road damages have to be 
Jrepaired. Cold-weather crops, especially wheat, will be sown on a larger 
scale than usual, and the larger area needs more labour. Flood injuries to 
the houses of the well-to-do have also to be put right. All this affords 
labour to those who need it. The loans under the Agricultural Loans Act, 
for which budget provision exists, will permit of aid where needed to the culti¬ 
vators themselves, and I agree with the Collector in thinking it unlikely the 
whole sum available will be wanted.

I HAVE the honour to submit a statement showing the estimated outturn of the aus and 
amun rice crops in this district in the present year. The holding off of the ruins till nearly the 
end of June, and excersive rainfall in July and August, have been unfavourable to the rice 
crops, and a very large quantity of the aus on the ehur lands has been lost. 

2. The floods of the Bhgairathi have been unusually high in the Sudder sub-division 
(thannas Kaligunge and Nakasipara), and the spills of.the Jellinghee andCburni were also ipore 
severe than usual m the Obupra and Hanskhali thannas. There has been much discomfort in 
the riparian villages, where flood-water has risen higher than in ordinary years on the village 
sites. 

3. 1 do not think that there is any severe distress, nor do I anticipate that there will be. 
One or two applications only for loans under the Agricultural Loans Act have been presented 
to me, which are now being enquired into. I have an allotment of Es. 12,000 for advances 
under the Agricultural Loans Act, and I do not expect that I shall have to spend nearly .the 
whole alloiment. The Sudder canoongoe is enquiring as to the necessity of making advances 
in thannas Nakashipara and Kaligunge in the Sudder sub-division, which appear to nave 
suffered most from the inundation. 

4. I have also ashed the Sudder Local Board to begin road works in the thannas last 
named, as early as possible, in order that the labouring classes may be able to get work before 
the harvests. 
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10 square miles were waste...Ine «rea a£fecited by the Fatehoore breach is IS square 
inilesi of which five sqnar,^ miUs vnere waste* There was another isolated area on the 
right bank nearer Cutfwa.^whert tha Adjai overfihw joined a marsh which overflowed. The 
area of damage from this was five square mjles,'though it, too, will'be eom'pSnsated for 
•-by the Sow or April rice cultivation, which will be carried on in the marsh. So far as 
• is fcaowrt,'there has beeh no extensive sand coating from these fltjoda; and, as alrchdy reported, 
th^re was. no loss of life er cattle. It seems I was mistHken in sayin? the Adjai floofl 
Wis the'hi'i^h'eat ever known. The Assistant Engineer informs me that hy his readiogs 
near the Bhedia Ruilway-etaticn (I^oop Line, East Indian Railway), the flood of 1885 wte 
three feet higher. At Cutwa town, however, where the mouth of the Adjai, as is nsual 
with these rivers, is choked, the floOd was the highest ever known. Its duration, too, was 
unexampled. 

II.-THE DAMTJDAR FLOODS. 

4. These were by nearly a foot the highest on record. As .regards their effect 
and the communication made bv Ambica Churn Gupt.i to Government regarding them 
(received under .tour No. 59BG of 7th September 188S), whioh I bear herewith to 
return, I cannot do letter than attach a copy (extract) nf a letter, which 1 wrpte to Lain 
Ban Bihary Kapur, who bad addressed me on benalf of certain msmorialis's, and. the 
public concerned, regarding the Jahkooli breach, on the subject. Every village in the 
tract affected was visited either by myself or the Excise Deputy Collector, or the senior 
Soil-Deputy Collector. In my first report 1 estimated the area of total loss and serious 
damage at 80 square miles on the basis of a continuous marginal belt.. On visiting this 
belt myself, I found that it was by no means contiuuous, .and I have reduced my estim-ate 
to 20 square miles, Ilf which 15 square miles were affected by tbe Jankooli breach. Of the 
damage done by it, a considerable portion has been the work of previous years. No applica¬ 
tion for relief in any form, even* by loans under the two Agriculturists Loans Acts, has been 
made from this south Damudar tract, either to myself or to my subordinates while on tour, 
or at my office here. In this connection it is worth mentioning that a private relief fund, 
held by native mutr'oers, gentlemen of good position, which was first raised in 1885 to meet 
distress following on the inundation of that year, exists in Hurdwan. When the disastrous 
fire at Culna took place in -Vlarch 1887, this fund contrihmed liberally to the reliof that 
was then required. I enquired if tbe managers intended to tiike any steps with regard to 
the recent floods, and was informed that tnere wus absolutely no occasion for doing so, bs all 
that the people hud suffered from was the fright and temporary inconvenience inseparable 
from such an occasion. 

5. With regard to the Jankooli breach, I promised to bring tbe state of affairs to the notice 

of Government, though I believe Government must be acquainted with the subject from cnquiiics 
made in the Public VVorks Dep irtment on the many meinurials which have been presented direct. 
The last orders communicated to this office were those conveved in Colonel McNeil's No. 452j, 
dated 12tb March l>85.and the subsequent orders received with your otiice No. 4t2, dated tlic 
18th March 1886, by which the Collector «f this distriot was forbidden to tike proceedings for 
theclosurc of this breach. The aspect of the country at and from Jankooli is indeed deplorable. 
As far as the eye can see, it is covered with a barren coating of sand, or a rank growth 
pf grass, a product wliich is almost absolutely useless. The once flourishing village of 

Jankooli is reduced to nine houses, occupied by labonrers, and in. alt its urea there is not, as 
far as I could see (for I could not distinguish silt from sand in the prevailing slush) a 
single rood of cultivable land. The taluqdur of it, and the neighbouring village of Kalar.i, 
has lost all income from his taluq. This state of things has prevailed ever since tho 
zemindaii embankment at Jankooli was first breached in 1881; but what continues to cause 
alarm,, and to keep up the agitation on the subject, is the uncertainty as to how fur 
tbe volume of sand which each flood carries through this breach will be borne and deposited. 
A map showing the area destroyed by sand was prepared iu 1885, and the Assitt mt Engineer 
informs me that another is now under preparation. Of course, in view of ifie deiisious on the 
subject already given, it is impossible for me to suggest a remedy. I have only to say that, 
after a careful consideration of the terms and o-nsiquences of the agreement entered into in 
1805 by G-overnment with the Rajuh of Burdwan, I think that any remedy which m iy bo 
thouglu practicable should be nndoriakeii by Government and not left to the p mple themselves. 

6. In my letter to Lula Ban BihJri Kapur I have referred to the comparative safety of the 
country south aud west of the Damndur; and though this involves au engineering question, I beg 
permission to say a few words regarding it. The most casual observer, who walks, as I did, 
along both banks of the Damudur, cannot fail to be struck with the difference in^tlio country on 
each side. I believe that a prominent motive lor ihe order which was passed in 1855 for the removal 
of some of ihe embankments on the right bank was to aff..>rd relief to the left bank embankment. 
The wisdom of that order, as regards the country on the right bank, has been pnwed tiy the 
stquel, for it has risen to a height which will soon secure it tiom any inundation. Ii, thcrefoiv, 
presents a solid barrier to tbe floods, which flow far above not only the fields, but tiie habit¬ 
ations on the left bank. The relief which tbe removal of the right bank embankmenis has 
been giving must soon ceu.se tn operate, and it is impossible to shut one’s eyes to the uatas- 
trophe wliich in each successive rains must threaten the people and houses and crops and 
important publiu works—the Edm Cunai^if not the Kailway—•which at present ate only 
guarded by the frail protections of the left embankment.

. With reference to jour No. 1260G of the 16th instant, askinz if any relief is wanted for 
the people of the inundated liacte, 1 have the honour to'state that up to the moment.of.writin^ 
this report, no emergent cases of distress have come to my notice. 

2. 1 have visited almost the whole of the inundated tract, except the portion south of 
Eetngram, and it appears to me that time is yet required to develop any distress should it 
hereafter occur. 

8. The damages done hy the inundation have not yet been fully ascertained, all the lands 
not having yet emerged out of the flood, and the information in connection with it being still 
in course < f collection. 

4. Tiie only relief asked by the people themselves as yet is in the shape of agricultural 
loans under the Act, of the aggregate amount of Us. 647, by about 62 ryots, of char Siijapore, 
liongram, and Narsingpore, in the Sujapore portion of the flooded tract. 

5. In Agradipa, which is comparatively lower than the Sujapore tract, the damage appears 
to be somewhat heavier. The zemindar informed me that be bad relieved some urgent cases of 
distresB, . 

6. Agradipa is peculiaily situated, and the zemindar would suffer by desertion of his ryots 
if he did nut interest himself in protecting them. The people of the Dhanras or Buna ham« 
lets only asked some relief work tn be started after the subsidal of the flood, as they would 
soon be in want of work. 1 shall report again should any actual necessity for relief work 
hereafter arise. 

7. There can be no doubt that the inundation will leave a rich silt by which the ryots 
will largely profit. The silt in tho Sujapore ebur bad, I ascertained, in places been about 
nine inches or even a foot deep. The lands remained under water for about three weeks ; people 
say the inundation has been of the longest duration known for some years. The layer of silt 
deposited must therefore have been oomparatively thicker, 1 think we would nut be much out 
of the mark to estimate the averagp thickness at four to six inches. 

8. The ryots were frank enough to tell me that under favourable circumstances they 
looked forward to a splendid rali crop. The only difficulty in prospect was to tide over the 
intervening period before the ripening of the crop. 

9. The ryots of Sujapore alone told me that the silt of the Bhagirathi was not so good 
as that of the Adjai and the Babla; that it contained a large mixture of sand, from which 
some of the lands would suffer. Their statements may only be partially true, but there can 
be no doubt as to the net result of the inundation in leaving a rich silt behind. 

10. A Very large extent of land, compared with that of other years, is expected to be 
sown with rabi this year. Time has not arrived in my opinion for asking for any pecuniary 
relief. I would only ask that fifteen maunds of Buxar wheat seed, in addition to that which 
I have already asked Lr, and fur which I have promised to pay, may bo sent as soon as possible, 
to be advanced to the must needy of the ryots, if necessary free of cost. 

11. 1 expect more applications for agricultural loans, and I think these loans to the limit 
of, say, Rb. 1,0U0 may be advanced. If this recommendation is approved, I beg that a 
canoongoe may be temporarily deputed to bold the usual preliminary enquiries necessary 
to the advance of these loans. 


Extract paragraph \2 of a letter, dated the i>2nd September 1888, from the Collector of 

Burdmn to Lala Ban Bihabi Kafub. 

12. The sum is that, though the Damudar floods of the 27th and 28th August last 
were the highest on record, not a human life nor a single head of cattle baa been lost in 
them; the damage done by them has been strictly local ; ay Deputy Collector and myself 
have not yet been able to report a single case requiring charitable relief; except in the 
damaged area, ihe crops in the country affected by them is the finest that it has 
borne for years; and even including the damaged area, the average crup is the finest since 
1886. But the chief result to notice it the extent to which the level of the country has 
been raised, and security against damage in the future been already attained. Tbe immense 
difference between the height of the country on tbe right and left banks can be seen by any 
one who walks, as I did, along both banka for some miles. Tbe cultivators on the left bank 
already envy the finer crops and superior soil of their brethren on the other side ; and though 
they nave been protected hitherto by the embankment from the river, which in flood flows far 
above their heads, they have only too much reason to envy their opposite neighbours for 
having at length attained a position independent of any such frail protection. In brief, 
though the floods of August 1888 have been ibe highest ever known, and notwithstanding the 
natural alarm and the great inconvenience which they created at the time of their prevalence, 
it can be affirmed that there never have been floods in tbe Damudar, which have caused so 
little real damage to the country on its right bank. On the other hand, the recent floods 
have brought inestimable beuefiiB to .that country, by renewing the fertility ol its soil, and by 
raising still further its level.

Ik continuation of my No. 33RG of the21st instant, I have the honour 
•to submit herewith copy of a letter No. 1320G of the 27tb instant, with its 
enclosures, from the Collector of Burdwan, reportingon the eileots of the recent 
floods in his district by the overflow of the rivers Adjai and Damudar. I am 
satisfied that Mr. Oldham, with whom 1 am in daily communication, has 
correctly estimated the amount of damage done. I make no remark on the 
engineering questions raised, which must be settled by professional engineers.

In continuation of my No, 124GG, dated the 18th instant, I have the bononr to furnish 
the final report on tbe effects of the floods of the last week of August 1888 in this district 
The total area, in which crops were lost or very seriously damaged by them, is 50 square miles. 

I.—THE ADJAI AND BHAGIEUTDI FLOODS, CUTWA SUB-DIVISION. 

2. In my previous report, tbe area of total loss of, or very serious damage to, crops from these 
floods was estimated, on the details therein given, at 90 square miles. From the more accurate 
information now obtained, and a rough map furnished by the Sub-divisional OfReer of Cutwa, 
this estimate must be reduced to SI) square miles. I have eliuuinuted the loss from tbe Bbagiruthi 
floods, which were calculated to have affected an area of 30 square miles altogether. Though 
the lands were entirely submerged, and tbe rice crops on them entirely destroyed, tbe lands 
themselves are all chur, on which rico is cultivated to provide for the event of the rivers not 
rising, but by far its most remuuerativo crops are wheat and other winter and spring crops, 
and these are most remunerative after a flood which has drowned the lic?. It would be mir- 
leading, therefore, to reck< n the recent loss of the rice on these tracts as Serious damage, even if 
it is damage at all. The Sub-divisional Officer’s letter No. 448G,‘dated 22nd instant, a copy of 
which 1 beg to annex, shows this very clearly. Tne great duration of the recent floods, while im- 
])roviugthe silt deposits, very much enhanced the immediate inconvenience, and the damage to 
iiuts ordinarily done by a flood with prolonged wet weather; and in view of these facts, I have 
written for the Buxarwhea’, which theSu.b-divisional Officer wishes to distribute,and will entertain 
tbe applications for tbe advances under the Loans Act to which he refers. Tbo only special reason 
ior considering the latter is that rent collections mu«t stop till the winter crops are harvested, 
when they will be paid with interest. The only request the people themselves have made to 
me is to induce tbe taluqdar to stay his ordinary collections till they get iu their ra(» crops 
when, they say, they will pay him iu full. 

A My estimate of the area of total loss or serious damage from tbe Adjai floods was 60 
square miles. But from the Sub-divisional Officer’s map, I fiud that, instead of covering a 
continuous belt of country one-and-a-half miles broad on each side of tbe river throughout 
its course in the sub-division, as I first gathered from bis diaries, tbe belt which they did 
cover is interrupted. Along the right bank it only runs for 10 miles in the extreme west 
of the sub-division. This was from the breach in the zemindari embankment at Fatehpere 
and was the scene cf the heaviest damage done by the recent floods anywhere in the district. 
But even this tract includes a large area of waste land. The next belt of seriously damaged 
country is on the kft bank of the Aojai from opposite Cutwa town, where the Bbagiruthi 
water joined the flood westward for 11 miles to the border of the Beerbhoom district. This 
tract of country hns always been exposed to the combined Adjai and Bhagiiuthi spill, and 
large siretohes of it have been coveied for yeais with coarse grass, and the cultivation in it 
is not continuous and is always ptccariuus. The area is about 25 squure miles, of which fully

2. I accept Mr. Toynbee’s views, and think it satisfactory that a half return 
inay eventually be expected from later crops on the flooded land, and that the 
present distress is confined to want of accommodation. 

3. I have in a demi-official letter authorised Mr. Toynbee to spend, in 
anticipation of sanction, such money as he may find necessary for immediate 
needs.

In reply to yonr circular No. 59 K.(t., dated 7th September 1888, and circular 
No 61I1.G, dated 14th .instant, I have the honour to forward herewith copy of a report, 
No. 266, dated 19th Soptombor 1888, from the Sub-divisional Officer of Jehanabad, on the 
damage done by the floods in his sub-division. Although this officer has only recently 
joined, he was in Ghatal in 1885-86, and has a good knowledge of the ciroumstanoos of the 
people in the south-west of the district. The Sub-Deputy i^olleotor, who has visited the 
flooded tracts, has a thorough knowledge of the flooded tracts in which the Government khas 
mehals lie. 

2. I agree with the Sub-divisional Officer in thinking that no soarolty of food is to he 
apprehended, but that the people have suffered, and will have to suffer, considorahle privation 
before they can rebuild their houses, and that the poorest of them may require some help in 
this respect. The*damage done seems to bo very similar in choraotor and extent to that 
done by the floods of 1885-8 r>, on which occasion the i.'aloiitta Kelief Committee-gave 
Bs. 2,000 and Government Rs. 1,000 (excluding Rs. .500 for Howrah), besides an advance 
of Rs. 2,000 under the Agricultural Loans Act. Of the first sum of Rs. 2,000 all was 
expended, of the second only Bs. 488, and of the third Rs. 1,900 was expended; in all 
Ra 4,388, viz., gratuitously Ba 2,488 and as loans Rs. l,90o. I would a-k therefore 
that for the present a grant of Rs. 1,000 may be made for gratuitous relief in tl>e way 
of rebuilding houses and Rs. 1,000 as advances under the Agricultural Loans Aot. This 
will, I believe, meet all urgent cases, and the Sub-Deputy Oolleotor may be employed in its 
distribution where actually needed. 

3. The prevention of similar calamities in future is not a matter on which I can venture 
to give an opinion, as it is entirely an engineering question. As the west embankment of 
the Damoodar has been definitely abandoned, I fear there is no remedy. It should be 
remembered that ruhboe crops are grown over the greater part of the flooded area, and that 
most of the people q,re connected with Caloutta and are fairly well off in spite of the annual 
inundations.

The inoeesant do^pour of the heavy rains in the latter part of Anffost the 
overflow of the Damoodax, Bupnarain, Darkeasur, and of Ae eariout khatt aiw. liTuleta 
which join with the rivers. The eastern portion of the enb^visunit consisting of the ] uzisdio* 
tions of Singute sndFursurah outposts, was thus overflooded by theDamoodarand itsltfanohes, 
and the southern portion mostly by the overflow of the Knpnaiain and partly by the 
Darkessur. It is a known fact that these portions, especially the eastern part of the sub* 
division, are ihore or less affected by the floods every year; but the last floods rose very high 
twioe, and a great portion of the country still lies under water. The Sub-Deputy Oolleotor 
learnt on enquiry that the highest flood this year rose about 18 indhes above those of the 
previous 20 years, and his opinion is confirmed by the oldest men of the flood-affected 
tracts. 

3. The last floods have done considerable damage to crops. Before the floods, trans¬ 
plantation of paddy was complete in the affected tracts. The young paddy, both aghani and 
auB, thus lying for a considerable period under water, was totwy d^royed. The enquiry 
made by the Sub-Deputy Collector shows that the crops of nearly the whole of the jurisdio* 
tions of Fursurah and ISingute outposts, and of tbana Khanacool with the exception of three 
or four villages, have been totally destroyed.* In some places whence the floods have 

•Whilo*tho of thana Johan* Bubsided, retrausplantation has been commeuc^^^^ 
atnii, excluding' Pursurah, have not Seedlings could be procuTed With muoh ditfaculty and costs;

nco-p ucuigaroa. - exceed 5 por cent, of the damaged portion. The difficulty 

of producing seedlings at this portion of tho year is a great obstacle to any extensive scale of 
retransplantation. 

4. You are aware perhaps that the Damoodar floods annually leave a large extent of 
land without paddy crops. The extraordiuory rise of water this year has doubled the extent 
of such damaged area. It is estimated that nearly the half or a little less of the total area 
(the crops of which have been destroyed this year) will produce rubbee, boro and other orope, 
leaving tlie other half without any produoo. Thus, taking 100 Us the unit of the area 
damaged, I may make the following calculations 

5 per cent, retransplanted paddy. 

45 „ rubbte bon and other crops. 

50 „ producing crops. 

50 „ net loss. 

100 

5. Taking these figures into consideration, and the excellent crops which the jurisdiction 
of thana Q-oghat and the unaffected portion of Jehanabad are expected to yield, I do not 
thiuk there is at present any reasonable cause of apprehension of a famine or scarcity visiting 
the sub-division on account of tho loss of crops caused by the floods. 

6‘. Hut I must note here that the last floods have not only destroyed the crops, but 
have rendered many homeless. The mud-walled houses which are made in this part oould 
not stand against the incessant heavy rains and tne rise of the floods above the ordinary 
level, and the result was that a good many houses in the flood-affeoted tracts especially gave 
way, thus rendering many almost homeless. It is to this only that a majority of the people 
now suffer, and their sufferings may continue or even take a serious shape if &ey oomd not 
prepare their necessary sheds before the cold weather sots in. Tho Sub-Deputy Collector, 
who visited the flood-affeoted tract, reports that many poor cultivators, widows and beggars 
have become entirely destitute of homos or sheds, and they have been very sparingly aooom- 
modated in the houses of some neighbours who may have one or two sheds of their own. 
Of course those who have means have alreadv begun to rebuild some temporary shed, hut 
tho poor classes suffer oonsiderahly from want of sufficient accommodation. To alleviate the 
Bufferings of those classes who have no moans to make new houses within a reasonable time, 
the Sub-Deputy Oolleotor proposes that some aid may be given to them for the recon¬ 
struction of small sheds wherein they may live; and I, agreeing with this view, would 
request you to obtain a grant of Es. 2,000 for the relief of those who have no means left to 
build houses before the severity of the cold weather tells upon their health and’ constitution, 
t Total number of Tiiiagee ...

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park-street Obseiratory). The barotnetor i.s about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore -003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipore, and the mean temperature apparently equal; and finally, the 
thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Survcyor-Oeneral’s Office during 
20 years and upwards is found to read 0-6 higher than the Kew standard thermometer, which is the 
standard of reference at the present Observatory.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, 
THE 6th of OCTOBER la88. 

Thb 'sfreather conditions of the past week displayed opposite characteristics at the begin¬ 
ning and at the close of the j eriod. For tlie first two days westerly and even north-westerly 
winds of light or moderate force prevailed fairly generally throughout the province, any rainfall 
was slight and scattered, and a moderately settied appearance was the general characteristio of 
the weather. On the first there were indications of a change; the wind drew into North and 
North-West in South-West Bengal and Orissa, into North-East in Assam .and Northern 
Bengal, and into South-East in East Bengal, and though the weather remained fine, it hooamo 
evident that a fresh inrush of monsoon winds preceded by a barometric storm was imminent. 
By the morning of the -Ith tlie haromotrio depression hod assumed a well-defined shape and 
position, the centre lying midway between False Point and Diamond Island. The wind 
mroulation throughout the wijolo of Bengal was influenced by this depression, and was every¬ 
where cyclonic ; hut owing to the increasing dryness of the atmosphere, due to the larger 
changes of the weather, tho weather remained generally fair, and, except in Orissa, very little 
rain was experienced. 

Pressure —Was unsteady during tho week. It wos decreasing on the 29th of September, 
increasing generally hetwootj the -‘30ih and the 4th of October, and decreasing everywhere on 
the 5th. It lias been about the normal for the week, though at the close it was generally 
falling below the average. 

Temperature .—Owing to the continued absence of general rain, temperature remained 
high. Tho excess was greatest (2'0'’i in North Bengal, and was considerable in Orissa, 
South-West and East Bengal, North Behar and Assam, while it was slight in South Behar 
and Chutia N agpur. The maxima have ranged between 93” and, 97”, which is rather high 
for the time of year. 

Rainfall—tlus continued light. In North Behar there has been no rain, and in North 
Bengtd only an insignificant amount. On the other hand, in South-West Bengal, the week’s 
deficiency has been slight, and nearly the normal amount of rainfall has been received.

They aro exposed under a thatched shod open at the sides, and are suspended four fe( 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No. 86, formerl 
at tho Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hvgroraetric elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed f 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Regnault’s modifioations of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are token from the trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

During the year under review there were two important administrative 
changes, (1) the increase of the duty on all kinds of salt from Rs. 2 to Rs. 2-8 
per maund, and (2) the extension of the Indian Salt Act Xll of 1882 to the 
districts of the Orissa Division, and the formal transfer of tho control of the Salt 
Department to the Commissioner of Salt Revenue, Madras. Tho result of 
the increase in duty, which took effect from the 19th of January last, on the 
consumption of salt, was not discernible, the Board report, during the year 
under review, but it should be noticed in reporting on the administration of 
the current year.

The results of the year under review, as compared with the previous year, 
show a decrease of Rs. ]0,60,62y, or 5’3 per cent, in tho receipts, and of 
Rs. 2,179, or '9 per cent, in the charges. There was a decrease under all tho 
heads of receipts ; that under the head of Duty was due to smaller clearances, 
and that under tho head of Rent of warehouses to the reduction of tho rate of 
rent from Rs. 5 to Rs. 3 per 1,000 maunds. Tho deciease in tho charges was 
nominal. 

3. The total quantity of salt in stock at the commencement of the year 
was 10,14,529 maunds: of this 8,49,348 maunds had been imported, and the 
remainder was excise salt. During the year 99,86,076 maunds were imported, 
and 1,03,559 maunds were manufactured, asjainst 1,03,79,688 maunds and 
66,483 maunds, the corresponding figures for last year. The stock in hand at 
the close of tho year was 11,75,347 maunds. Importation of salt was confined 
during the year to the ports of Calcutta and Chittagong. There was a decrease 
of 3,93,349 maunds as compared with the total quantity imported in the pre¬ 
vious year. Salt was imported chiefly from the United Kingdom, Bombay, 
Arabian and Persian Gulfs, and Aden. The trade with Italy, which was 
formerly only second in importance to that with tho United Kingdom, ceased 
entirely this year, owing, it is said, to the growth of transactions with Aden 
and other Arabian ports. The receipts from the Arabian and Persian Gulfs 
and Aden are increasing rapidly, but the absence of imports from India, and 
tho recent development of Penm as a coaling station, are likely to interfere 
with the facilities for exporting salt from the latter port. Tho clearances 
of salt from ship-board showed a decrease of 4,35,806 maunds, or 6'5 percent., 
‘in Calcutta, and an increase of 23,197 maunds, or 28 per cent., in Chittagong. 
The total quantity cleared from bond in all ports amounted to 17,59,788 
maunds, against 18,09,213 maunds in 1886-87, and realized a duty of 
Rs. 36,75,377, against Rs. 36,18,426. 

4. Salt was manufactured under the Excise Rules in Orissa alone. Com¬ 
pared with the previous year, the quantity of salt manufactured in Cuttack 
diminished by 12,626 maunds, owing partly to the reduction in the number of 
aurungs, and partly to the loss sustained during the heavy rains of June and 
July 1887. In Balasore the decrease, amounting to 32,532 maunds, was caused 
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by large importations of Liverpool salt; while in Pooreo there was an 
increase of 82,134 niaunds, due to the resumption of business by the manufac¬ 
turers, who, being apprehensive of the Madras Rules, had given up the industry 
in the previous year. The sales of excise salt decreased from 2,35,6r)7 maunds 
to 1,82,800 maunds in quantity, and the amount of duty realized fell from 
Rs. 4,71,315 to 118.3,82,854. 'I'he decrease is attributed to the importation 
of salt from Ganjam and Liverpool, and to the cessation of the manufacture 
of Punga salt. 

6. The consumption of salt in the saliferous districts fell off from 
10,68,515 maunds in 1886-87 to 10,62,402 maunds in the past year. The 
decrease occurred in all the districts except Chittagong and Balasore, where there 
were small increases of 571 maunds and 851 maunds respectively. There was 
an increase of 80, or 22 2 per cent., in the number of seizures, while there was 
a decrease of 1,123 maunds, or 69 per cent., in the quantity of salt attached, 
and of .025 maunds, or 91-4 per cent., in the quantity of salt confiscated. The 
number of cases instituted for offences against the Salt laws.incrcascd from 
425 in 1886-87 to 501 in the present year. The amounts realized as fines and 
disbursed as rewards were Rs. 2,300 and Rs. 1,307, against Rs. 2,327 and 
Rs. 1,904, ro.spoctively, in the previous year. 

6. The following table compares the despatches of salt into the interior 
by the dilferent water routes and railways during the past two years— 
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From the figures given above, it appears that there was a decrease of 
1,33,712 maunds in the quantity of salt conveyed by water, and an increase of 
3,984 maunds in the despatches by rail 

7. The quantity of salt bonded during 1887-88 was 21,53,021 maunds, 
against 21,01.423 maunds in the previous year. The increase occurred entirely 
in the bonding of Liverpool salt, and may be ascribed to the reduction in the 
rate of rent which came into operation at the beginning of the year. The 
quantity remaining in store at the end of the year was 10,37,324 maunds, 
against 8,08,374 maunds at the commencement.

FINANCIAL DEFAETMENT EXCISE. 

Darjeeling, fhe IZlh October ISSh. 

EESOLUTION. 

When the outstill system was generally introduced in these Provinces, one 
of the tracts excluded from its operation was the Revenue district of Hooghly, 
including Howrah.- Subsequently the 8ub*division of Jehanabad, which was 
under the outstill system, was transferred from tho jurisdiction of Bnrdwan to 
that of Hooghly. The shops in the excluded tracts wei:e supplied from five 
distilleries (Bhastara, Radhanagore, Mohiari, Hooghly and Serampore), of which 
the first three were situated at some distance from district or sub-divisional bead- 
quarters. One of the recommendations of the Excise Commission was that the 
Bhastara and Radhanagore distilleries should bo closed, and that the Mohiari 
distillery should be removed to the head-quarters of the Uluberia sub-division. 
The Board of Revenue, on examining the question in communication with the 
local officers, came to the conclusion that a preferable measure would be the 
extension of the outstill system to the whole area hitherto supplied with liquor 
from these distilleries. It was pointed out that the fees realized from Bhastara 
and Radhanagore did not even cover the expenses of the repairs of the buildings, 
much less the cost of tho establishment maintained at the distilleries. The fees 
paid in 1886-86 were Rs. 106-14, against establishment charges only of Rs. 1,900. 
And there were clear indications that the requirements of liquor-consumers were 
to a great extent supplied by smuggling from the adjoining outstill tract. The 
proposed distillery at Uluberia, on the other hand, would have had to supply a 
tract separated by river only from the outstill jurisdiction of the 24-Pergunnah8 
on one side and Midnapore on the other, and there was evidence that smuggling 
of outstill liquor was rife in this part of the Howrati district. The Board 
accordingly, infiuenced by the strong representations of the local officers, 
recommended, in preference to the proposals of the Excise Commission, the 
extension of the outstill system to the whole of the Hooghly Revenue district, 
with the exception of a densely populated suburban area extending from Mugra 
to tho southern limit of the Howrah Municipality. This proposal was accepted 
by Sir Rivers Thompson in Government orders . No. 2071T—E, dated 3rd 
November 1886, as well as the Board’s proposal to appoint a specially qualified 
Excise Deputy Collector to supervise the arrangements connected with the change 
of system. As was observed in Government Resolution, dated 6th December 
1887, the result was the reduction of the number of distillery shops from 139 to 
47, while the number of outstills in tho district was only increased from 30 to 62. 
In November 1887, the Lieutenant-Governor received from the Secretary to the 
Indium Association a letter in which it was declared that, under tho new system, 
facilities for obtaining liquor had been provided; that the price of liquor had 
been largely reduced; and that crime, immorality and drunkenness had 
increased. The Association supplied statements put forward by its agents, aud 
Sir Steuart Baylcy, deeming it right to cause such definite allegations to be 
thoroughly investigated, deputed to this duty Mr. E. V. Westmacott, Magis¬ 
trate of Howrah. 

2. Before Mr. Westmacott’s report was submitted, it was decided, at the 
instance of the Government of India, to depute a special officer to Madras and 
Bombay to study the systems of Excise in force in those Presidencies, and since 
tliat time the Secretary of State has requested that the comparative merits of 
ihe outstill and other systems may be carefully examined in their application 
to Excise Administration in Bengal. These enquiries are still under consider¬ 
ation. A copy of Mr. Westmacott’s report was, however, unofficially supplied 
to the Board of Revenue some time ago, and the Lieutenant-Governor is anxious 
that the recommendations which it contains may bo carefully considered in all 
districts belore the ensuing Excise settlements for 1889-90. The changes of 
system indicated in Mr. Buckland’s report are of such a nature as to require very 
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long and careful consideration, and would take a considerable time to mature^ 
even should they be eventually approved. Meanwhile, it is expedient to reform 
the defects discovered in our existing machinery, and from this point of view 
Sir Steuart Bayley deems it advisable to review briefly the conclusions at which 
Mr. Westmacott has arrived on the representations of the Indian Association. 

3. At the outset, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his acknow¬ 
ledgments of the public service rendered by the Association in examining 
the subject of the outstill administration in Hooghly and Howrah, and laying 
before Government the allegations of its agents and correspondents. Those 
allegations have been fully and patiently investigated by Mr. Westmacott; and 
though some of them have not borne the test of enquiry, the scrutiny to which 
they have been subjected has had the result of making manifest several defects, 
which it is both the duty and the interest of Government to remedy. Notwith¬ 
standing that the recommendations of the Excise Commission in regard 
to the capacity of stills and fermenting vats have been nominally introduced, 
it has been found that the effect o^ these measures has bfeen practically 
neutralized, and the consumption of intoxicating drink increased, by the 
selection of inappropriate sites for shops, by an unduly low rate of duty 
being fixed on the estimated consumption in calculating the upset price of 
the stills, and by the capacity of stills and vats originally fixed being 
“ afterwards increased in proportion to the fees the abkars were willing to pay 
for their licenses,” thus giving rise to an undue cheapening of liquor and 
offering improper facilities for its sale in the interior and its- introduction 
surreptitiously into the urban and suburban areas under the fixed duty system. 
It is not too much to say that the safeguards which the Excise Commission 
considered absolutely essential to justify the continued existence of the outstill 
system have in this tract been so little kept in view that the system became 
scarcely distinguishable from that which in paragraph 102 received the severe 
condemnation of the Commission as being likely to foster the very evils which 
Mr. Westmacott’s report has brought to light. On this point the Commission 
say, in comparing the sudder distillery with the outstill system :— 

“ There is no difference in principle between the two systenris, provided care be taken to 
limit the producing capacity of the ontstills, and to make the revenue paid on each propor¬ 
tionate to its capacity. On the other hand, there is a radical difference between any system 
under which stills are taxed according to their producing power, or a duty is levied on the 
amount produced, and any system under which the distiller obtains the privilege of making 
as much spirit as he can on payment of a sum fixed without reference either to the amount 
actually produced by him or his naeans of production. The Commission have no hesitation 
in condemning the latter for all times and places, whether it takes the form of outsiills 
without limit of producing power, or farms, or any similar arrangement.” 

The Lieutenant-Governor accepts generally the views contained in the 
whole of this paragraph, and whatever may he his decision ultimately as to the 
possibility, under proper safeguards, of so working the outstill system as to free 
it fre-m the reproach of artificially stimulating the sale of an unnecessarily 
cheap liquor, he is confident that in this instance those safeguards have not 
been carefully applied, and the reproach above indicated has been incurred 
because the system, to which alone the Commission gave its approval, has 
not been properly, and with all its necessary restrictions, introduced. Its 
introduction at all into this tract was an exception to the general policy 
adopted, and it was therefore specially desirable that there should be no 
relaxation in the safeguards which were recommended. It is probable tliat 
in other parts of Bengal the errors brought to light by Mr. Westmacott may 
equally obtain; and without attempting to decide, without further experience, 
whether the outstill system, as safeguarded by the recommendations of the 
Commission, can ultimately be maintained, the practical matter for immediate 
consideration is the reform of errors in the administration of the system actually 
in force over the greater part of Bengal. 

4. It is unnecessary for the Lieutenant-Governor to discuss in detail 
each individual statement of personal experience which the informants of the 
Indian Association have brought forward. These have been examined by 
Mr. Westmacott. It will be more profitable to consider the general issues 
arising out of the representation which has been subinitted to Government. 

6. The first point which Mr. Westmacott’s enquiry has established, is the 
extremely objectionable position in which most of the outs tills have been 
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placed. Of the eight outetilla referred to Bpecially by the Indian Association, 
and reported upon in detail by Mi* Westmaoott (Singiir, Kristonu^ger, Amta, 
Haripal, Sripore, Chanditolla, Jhapurda and Juggutbulluhpore), every one ia 
descTibed as occupying an objectionable site. It is shown that they are situated 
on the public roads, in the middle of villages, or close to schools, or at the 
junction of great lines of communication. It is impossible to avoid the 
conclusion that, in selecting these sites, the Special Deputy Collector failed to 
have regard to some of the most important considerations of Excise Policy, 
and that his proceedings were insufficiently controlled by the local authorities. 
On this point Mr. Westmacott observes:—“Tne outstills generally occupy the 
sites of previously licensed shops, but the fact ttiat liquor is now drunk on the 
premises to a much greater extent that before, added to the smell inseparable 
from the process of cistillation, renders the outstill a far greater public nuisance 
than the shop ever was.” It is also to be observed that those shops were very 
much.more nurnerous than the outstills, and the concentration of drinkers 
at the outstills called for increased care in the selection of their sites. The 
circumstance, to be presently referred to, that liquor h.as been much cheapened 
under the out still system is another cause of the increased consumption on the 
spot, thereby bringing into greater prominence the prevalence of intoxication. 
It is Mr. Westmacoit’s opinion that much of the feeling against the outstills in 
Hooghly has arisen fr )m their objectionable positions: and he recommends 
that no outstill should bo permitted within at least one furlong of any town or 
market-place, or any road leading to it. He al-o recommends that, where the 
dealer cannot procure an obji-ctionahle site, or is unwilling to sink his money 
in a temporary venture, the Government should take up the land required and 
let it out to the outstill licensee. This is a question on which the Lieutenant- 
Governor would be elad to have the Board’s opinion. There are obvious 
objections to the Government being more closely connected than it is at present 
with the direct manufacture and sale of spirits ; but from the point of view of 
increased control and better supervision the proposal has much to recommend 
it. It is clear tiiat spirit cannot he manufactured after the country method, in 
the midst of a populous bazar, without grave inconvenience to the comfort and 
health of the inhabitants, and without offering patent and needless facilities for 
intoxication. The existing arrangements must be thoroughly revised before the 
next settlements. Having regard, however, to the density of the population in 
parts of the tract in question, and particularly of the villages referred to by the 
Indian Association, the Lieutenant-Governor would wish the Board to consider 
whether it might not be advisable in some cases to apply the system adopted, 
on the recommendation of the Excise Commission, for towns in which the 
establishment of central di>tilleries is not desirable. Liquor is manufactured 
outside the inhabited portion of the village, and ia sold at retail shops 
in selected t'laces. Whatever may be the decision on this point, the retention 
of most of the existing sites referred to by Mr. Westmacott cannot clearly be 
permitted. 

6. It is alleged by the Indian Association that, while the position of the 
outstills has facilitated the suprdy of liquor and presented temptations to drinking, 
the lowering of the price of liquor has largely stimulated its consumption, 
Mr. Westraaoott’s enquiry has shown how seriously the price of liquor has been 
lowered, and how little restriction has been placed on tite abkai’s natural desire 
to extend his manufacture and his sale of the cheapened liquor. He admits, 
too, that these causes have necessarily led to au increase of consumption, 
though the conclusiun he draws as to actual increase in druukenness among the 
drinking class, or the spread of habits of drinkiug to classes previously free 
from them, is aifferent. Mr. Westmacott rightly draw’s attention to a mis¬ 
leading form of expression employed both by the Indian Association and by 
other bodies and persons who have discussed the questiou of Excise Adminis¬ 
tration in this country. The words “sobriety” and “drunkenness” are 
frequently used to indicate habits and conditions very different from those 
suggested by the use of these terms ia countries where no class of society can be 
described as total atistainers from the use of intoxicants. By the term a “ sober ” 
man is represented, not a ratin who preserves his sobriety, though ho may use 
Stimulants in moderation, but a man who rigidly abstains from their uso ; bv the 
term a “drunkard” is understood, not a man who drinks to intoxication, but a 
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maa who drinks at all. This confusion of terms has undoubtedly caused 
much misapprehension, and led to the acceptance and promulgation of very 
exaggerated views of the extent and intensity of tlie evils caused by errors 
in Excise Administration. That the price of liquor has, however, been 
seriously reduced under the outstill system in Hooghfy there can be no question 
whatever: tlio remedy will he discussed further on. Mr, Westmacott's enquiry 
has shown that in this particular tract it is not the case, as is generally 
supposed, that outstill liquor is weaker than that supplied from the central 
distilleries. An interesting table given by him shows that, especially atoutstills 
iii the vicinity of the sudder distillery area, liquor has been manufactured of 
a strength considerably exceeding that of liquor formerly supplied from the 
distilleries, while it is nevertheless sold at a much lower price. At Sarenga, for 
instance, in the head-quarters sub-division of Howrah, the strength of the liquor 
was found to vary from 18° to 15° under proof, and the prico from 6 annas to 
10 annas per bottle ; while the three shops which this outstill h^s replaced sold, 
in 1886-87, liquor not stronger than 28° under proof at one rupee per bottle. 
Generally he finds that in the Hooghly sub-division and in Sorampore there is no 
material difft-rence between the strength of distillery and that of outstill liquor. 
In the Howrah sub-division outstill liquor is considerably stronger than the 
distillery liquor, but the outstills probably distil strong liquor to be smuggled 
into the urban areas of Howrah and Calcutta. The fact, however, that the 
. cheaper liquor of the outstills is yet as strong as the old liquor of the sudder 
distillery is an undoubted element in producing increased consumption. 

The evidence which Mr. Westmacott has obtained appears to support his 
conclusion that “ the cheapening of liquor has not induced its use among classes 
who previously abstained from it; and in the classes which previously drank, the 
number of individuals who use liquor has not been proved to have greatly 
increased : still less is it proved that there is more drunkenness.” He does not 
find that the allegations that habits of drinking have spread among women, 
among schoolboys, among persons of the higher classes, or among land-holding 
peasants, are accurate ; and his view is supported both by the statements of 
local witnesses and by the opinions of oilicials of experience. Nor docs he find 
that, even among landless labourers, the increase in drinking at all represents 
an equal increase in drunkenness. It is clear, however, that such a result must 
follow if the reduction in the price of liquor were to be maintained; while 
nothing can be more obvious than that the revenue has suffered grievously by 
the very cause which promotes the consumption of spirits, and threatens 
the spread of intemperance. The Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs iu 
Mr. Westmacott’s recommendations for the imposition, by raising the upset 
prico of tlie outstills, of a graduated scale of duty, beginning, on the border of 
the urban area, with a rate very little less than that levied at the sudder 
distilleries. His recommendations on the subject of limiting the capacity 
of stills are not equally clear and convincing. Apparently he thinks that a 
strict limitation will be met on the part of the abkars by liaving recourse to a 
shorter period of fermentation and using a thicker wash, which is found 
in distillation to produce a large amount of fusel oil, rendering the liquor 
unwhoh some. He would therefore forego the attempt to limit the size of the 
stills and vats. In this view, the Lieutenant-Governor cannot concur. Unless 
the experiment of limiting their capacity, or, in other words, of rcstricung the 
amount of proof spirit to be distilled in a month in each outstill, can bo 
successfully carried out, Sir Steuart Bayley is unable to sec how the outstill 
system can fail to degenerate into one under which the outstill-boldor becomes 
a farmer pure and simple, with full power and every inducement to cheapen 
his liquor and increase the consumption thereof to the utmost possible extent. 
The mere raising of his upset price will not remedy this. It will diminish his 
profits in the first instance, but this will only push him, by every device, 
legitimate and illegitimate, to seek more customers. The attempt, through the 
medium of an upset price, to assimilate the duty paid by the outstill bolder on 
every gallon of liquor manufactured by him, witli the siill-liead duty paid at the 
sudder distillery, is manifestly nullified when the oulstill-holdcr has it in his 
power to increase his outturn ad libitum, and thereby reduce the duty paid on 
each gallon; and under Mr. Westmacott’s proposal he would have this power to 
an extent unrestricted by anything but the limits within which his capital and 
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enterprise \rould enable Mm to push his sales. In fact, the system approximates 
peril^sly to that which the Excise Commission specially condemned and 
desired to exterminate. The Lieutenant-Governor is not blind to the dangers 
pointed out by Mr. 'Westmacott, as well a3 by the Commission, but he must 
insist on the safeguards of limited capacity in the stills, and a similar, though, 
in proportion, a somewhat less restricted, capacity in the vats, so as to avoid the 
temptation to too short fermentation, being given a full and fair trial, for it is 
his present opinion that, unless by this or some other means the outturn of 
liquor from an outstill can in practice be restricted, it will be exceedingly 
difficult, if not impossible, to justify the continued retention of the system. 

The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Mr. Westmacott in his views as to 
the expediency of fixing a more adequate minimum price also. The Board will 
be asked to give careful attention to these suggestions before the next settle¬ 
ments, and to report upon the suggestion, which at first sight does not com¬ 
mend it'self to tjie Lieutenant-Governor, that tlie excise .detective establishments 
should be plaoed under the regular Police Administration of the district. 

7. As has been stated above, tiio Lieutenant-Governor is not at present 
prepared to pronounce finally upon the system or systems to be adopted in 
Bengal; but with the removal of outstills from objectionable sites, a re il and 
practical limitation in the supply of liquor, an increase in its cost by the 
imposition of higher rates of fees, and an increase in the minimum price to be 
charged, it may confidently be hoped that the grounds of complaint, which have 
been most reasonably put forward in Hoogbly and Howrah, will cease to exist. 
Mr. Westmacott’s enquiry, however, indicates distinctly, in the interests both 
of public morality and of the State revenue, the need of examining the 
administration of the outstill system in other districts in the light of the 
conclusions which he has established. He remarks :—“ Consumption has been 
allowed to increase, while excise revenue has been sacrificed by the policy 
of dealing with each district separately, and by permitting unnecessary 
differences in the incidence of duty on liquor in adjoining tracts.” The whole 
scope of his report tends to support the opinion, which is held by many 
high authorities, that the administration of Excise in Bengal should, as in 
other Provinces, be placed under the charge of a special officer, whose duty 
would bo to visit every district, and examine and direct the operations of the 
department in personal communication with the local officers. This question is 
under reference to the Government of India in connection with Mr. Buckland’s 
report of his enquiry in Madras and Bombay. Meanwhile, Mr. Westmacott, on 
being, relieved of his present appointment of Commissioner of the Burdwan 
Division, will be placed on special duty under the Board of Revenue, and 
charged with the supervision of the approaching Excise settlements. 

8. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Mr. Westmacott 
for the thoroughness and impartiality of his enquiry, and for the lucid and well- 
oonsidered report in which he has embodied its results.

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FLOODS IN THE DISTBIOT OF MIDNAFORE.

In continuation of my No. 28EG of the Ilth ultimo, I have the honour 
to forward copy of Mr. Vowell’s report (his No. 3476G of the 29th September 
1888) on the floods in the district of Midnapore, and to draw special attention 
to the part of it relating to the Contai sub-division. The engineering ques¬ 
tions, and the eventual result of the loss of crops, may be loft for future consi¬ 
deration ; the immediate question is that of providing shelter and food for 
those who have been rendered houseless. Respecting this, I telegraphed to 
Mr. Vow ell for further information, and he replies— 

“ Houseless, sheltered in remaining houses or in sheds or embankments, 
feed themselves by loans if poor.” The prices of rice, which Mr. Vowell 
quotes, do not indicate any scarcity of food, so long as the people have where¬ 
withal to buy it. I am telegraphing to Mr. Vowell to spend whatever is 
necessary to provide shelter and food for those who cannot provide for them¬ 
selves, and to hire the boats he finds necessary for the officers deputed on 
enquiry. I approve of the measures he has taken, and request that the two 
Sub-Inspectors of Police whom he has deputed may be relieved by other officers 
deputed to perform their ordinary police duties. 

I intend to visit the Contai sub-division shortly.

With reference to the telegram noted on the margin, received from the Secretary to the 
Dated 22 nd initant Government of Bengal, I liave the honour to forward a report 

on the recent floods oumplete for the whole district, my last. 
No. 1818 of the 8th instant, having dealt principally with the Qhattal snb-divisi»u which I 
had then just visited. 

2. 1 have now been over the worst parts of the Contai sub-division in company with 

t'be Sub-divisional Officer, and returned through the centre of the head-quarters sub-division, 
which also lies under water. 

8. The flooded tracts are— 


(1) In Ghattal the Daspore thana and part of Ghattal tbana, rather more than 100 square 

miles flooded iiy the Silye and Cossye. 

(2) In Tumlook nearly the whole of Kossijora pergunnah flooded by the Cossye, 

63,000 acres. 

(8) In the head-quarters, part of Sobong thana and almost the whole of its ontpost 
Mainah, 106 square miles. 

This area was flooded partly from the Kaliaghai river bursting a zemind.ary embankment, 
and partly by water from the north breaking a tuocuvi embankment on the Buxi kbal, 

(4) In Contai— 

(a) The Duhda basin flooded partly by water being jammed back across the canal, the 
outlets to the east having silted up, 30—50 rq 'ure miles. 

(4)'Large poitions of the Bbagwanpore and PataBUnore thanas, rather more than 150 
square miles, flooded through defective druiuuge. 

In the whole of these areas there has been very little iuimediate loss either of Iniman life 
or of cattle, but the destruction of mud huts has been great, and deaths by suako-biti and of 
children from drowning are common. The cattle, as far as I saw, were not badly off, as 
there was plenty of fodder lo be found among the roofij of fallen boutoe. 
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4. Ar regards Gbattal, tbe thana of Uespore has been unfortnnate in losing its crops in 
1885 and again in 18H7, and having bad only a poor one in 18'^6. It has, however, the 
compensating advantage of being able to grocv a bor» crop by damming up some of the 
rivers. 

The flooded area bos been nlo'ted ont into-'charges by the Suh.divisional Officer, who 
receives regular reports on the condition of the people ; and as the sub-divisiitn is in close com* 
mnnication with Cdciitta, and the labouring claaeea are in the cona'ant practice of going 
there to work, 1 do not apprehend canse of anxiety. The Sub-divisional Officer received 
Rs. 200 from a former flood fund, and distributed a part of it in rice, when the first rush of the 
water rendered it difficult to obtain provisiona. The la-t advicea from him continue favourable. 
The haimonto was being resown where possible, boro planted for seedlings, and labourers, 
going away in large bodies f"r woik. 

5. In Tumlouk, the Rassijora perirnnnah suffered the heaviest loss, but in other parts 
damage was also done. In Kassijora boro can be resown. Tae pergunnah was badly flooded 
last year, but afterwards reaped a good boro crop. 

A ('ommittee to relieve distress has been started and a small subscription raised. The 
Sub-divisional Officer reports that some applications for loans under the Agricultural Lrans 
Aot have been made. The p >puIation of the sub-ilivisi >n is fairly well-to-do, and many of 
the labourers emigrate every year for work during the cold season. The case of this enb* 
division will be sufficiently met by private charity and by loans under the Acr. 

6. Ill the Subong thana uf the head-quarters sub-division ibe flo ids arc said to have 
risen 1| feet above previous recoid, and it is marvellous there was no loss <if life. Even now, 
after it has fallen 7 feet, the water is high on the villagi S. The cattle driven on to the tops 
of the embankments were said in places to have been standing belly deep in water. Tae loss 
of bouses here, it is needless to say, is zreat. 

The Mainah perguniiah is a very fertile one, and in n report on the last, flood in 1885, it 
is stated that, the people say of it, one crop in five is sufficient to support the population. 
Previous to 18''5 there had been a luiinber of good seasons. The water will run off in 
October as the Kaliagbai falls; nnd I have requested the Executive Enaineer to make 
further cuts in the embankmoat without cnllinsj f.ir security in order to facilitate this. 
Boro can be grown to a small extent and winter crops, such as onions, kalai-bhaunt and til on 
the homestead piitcltes. 

The OanoongOK has been engaged during the WJek in receiving applieaMons and making 
the nec 'S-tary enquiries nniler tlie Agrieiiltiiral Loans Act, and 400 petiti ms for loans have ’ 
already been put. in j the embankments have been extensively iireached, and the expenditure 
on them must be largo. Tae work is done by local labour, and I have asked the Executive 
Engineer to start repairs as soon as possible. 

The people were already repairing their houses with mud, which had to be transported 
from distan'es in boats. 

The nart of the sub-division will, for the present, bo watched by Baboo Bissessiir Banerjee, 
Deputy Collector, who has a thorough knowledge of the d'striet, and by the Canoongoe ; but I 
do not thii'k anything beyond private charitable relief will be neces-ary. 

7. In C intai we have first the Ouoda basin. Litt.Ie need be said of it except to express 

a hope that a remidy may bo f.mnd, as the sluices through the canal intended for its protection 
have only aggravated the mischief. The entire crop has bean destroyed, and the water is 

still statidin'jr. Boro cannot be grown here, but there was a good crop last, year, and there 

have been no floods for the previous ten. R -lief will not therefore be necessary. 

8. The most serious case is that of the Buugwanpore and Pattaspore thanas of this 
sub-divi'<ion. Here there is a lake of water as fit as the eye can reach. Even the homestead 
pate! es are submerged, and the houses are in many cases either fallen nr half under water. 

A good deal of the land in held by the ryotd of estates at present under Government 
management, and you are aware from previuns rep >rts how this area has be n long snifering 
from destruction of its drainage cbannils consequent on the silting back of the rivers. Large 
tracts of the land have borne no cr p for three or four years, and are becoming covered with rushes 
and water wo •(!, showing that the water stands throughout the year. The rim of the basin 

has this year been much extended by the heavy rains which found no outlet, and the water has 

deepened so considerably as to destroy houses even on elevated sites. 

There is no prospect of any crop, nor of any earthwork in the immediate neighbourhood, 
and the mahaj'ans arc naturally enough withholding loans, there being no visible scemity or 
prospect of any. Harvesting in other districts will not commence till O.'ceraber, nor can much 
be done on roads or embankments locally before the middle of November at earli. st. 

9. Tne prospect, therefo e, is serious; and if the Engineering Department find no imme¬ 
diate remedv, and the people do not emigrate en masse, widespread measures of relief will 
shortly bec'me necessary. The Sub-divisional Officer, as you are aware, proposed to spend 
Ka. 18,<'00 a month on gr.tuit ms relief, ihe only form possible, basing his calculation on 90 
villages with a population of 16,000 requiring maintenance. 

Af er going over the ground with him, I do not think this expenditure to be immediately 
necessary. The people are of oour.«e much deoresaed by the outlook, but there were no signs 
of lack of food, and the villages sejmed to contain the ordinary proportion of well-nourished 
perBiins. The children indeed seemed rather above than b low the average. They have been 
selling their cattle largely at low prices, as it is impossible to keep them under the circum- 
sta >c s. Those that remained were in fai' oondition. 
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Th«ra was no general cry for food, although people crowded round petitioning to have 
the water drained away. 

We met the Agent of theContai Relief Committee. Only a small sum hud been given 
bim, and he had distributed some 20 maunds of rice. We saw the Paitaspore zemindar and 
respectable persons of the neighbourhood. From none > f these did I gather that relief was 
argent. I had also plaoed R«i. 200 in the hands of the Sub-divisional Otficcr, but up to data 
nothing had been expended. The pinch, if it oomes, will be from the end of October till the 
middle of December. 


When urged to go away to seek work, the reply of the men was that they cpuld not leave 
their families now without any roof to cover their heads. But in the end, the destruction of 
the houses may turn out to be rathpr fortunate than otherwise, as having no funds to rebniid 
it may compel them to move olT in search of a kindlier soil, instead of lingering on in a state 
of semi-starvation. 

When charity or relief comes, I would, tlerofore, deprecate its application to the 
rebuilding of any dwellings in this submerged country. 

10. For the present, I have placed the Sub-Deputy Collector in immediate charge of this 
area. He will be assisted by two Sub-Managers of the Khas Tehsil Department aud by two 
Sub-Iu'^pectors of Police. I would request your sanction to the immediate employment of 
two other Sub-Inspeutora to carry on the ordinary tbana work. I propose these tiffioers, 
because they know and are known to the people. They will therefore obtain reliable 
information more easily, and their presence will not lead to any general cry for assistance. 

My instructions have been to them to move constantly about, making unobtrusive 
enquiries into the condition of the poorer cWssee, and noting where ri-lief is likely to be first 
required^ and advising the people to move off in search of work. They have also to find out 
where any boro can be grown, and, if necessary, offer Government loans under the Ajt, aud to 
assist traders in transporting grain for sale to outlying villages. 

Three boats will be necessary for this staff at a cost of Rs. 70 a month, and I also request 
authority to spend up to Rs. 5,000 in anticipation of sanction in ease any urgent and unforeseen 
necrssity may arise. I shall myself again visit this pait in a month, and the Sub-dirisioual 
Officer will go there shortly before me. 

11. In conclusion, I have to report that the crops, where not damaged by floods, promised 
to be good over the whole district. 

Prices rose about 2 seers the rupee in the flooded tracts the week after the flood, but fell 

again almost immediately. They now stand 
as noted in the magin, and grain is being 
exported to Calcutta. As you will remem¬ 
ber, prices were very low during the cold 
Weather, and the ryots hold hack their stocks 
waiting fur a rise. 

With the exception of the Oontai sub¬ 
division, tb" bimlth of the people has not yet . 
suffered. In Cuntai fever has been and is 
very bad, but this is not primarily dus to the 
floods under report. Special supplies, of febii* 
fuge have houn asked for. 

The District Board has been asked to 
and I request that simiLt instruct Lous may 
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start earthwork at os early a date as possible ; 
be given t<> the Public Works Department as regards the embankments 
A iiieetiiig will bo held ub the 3rd proximo to ob ain subscriptions.

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Mot^orolo^ical Report of the Province c 
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summary of the meteorological and rainfall observations 
BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
taken in ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1888. 

Thb weather conditioua in Bengal during September are generally similar to those 
of the previous monsoon months. The south-west monsoon continues to bring up large 
amounts of aqueous vapour, and during the earlier "Veeks of the month the rainfall, morq 
especially in the western districts, is partly due to the Bombay branch of the monsooji 
current though the greater part of the rainfall is undoubtedly brought up by the current 
blowing from the Bay of Bengal. The Bombay branch, however, gives way earlier than that 
from the Bay of Bengal, and from the second or the third week it ceases to influence Bengal. 

> The Bay of Bengal branch also weakens during Scptembei; particularly during the latter 
half of the month, and at its close it almost withdraws from the province, and thus the 
rainfall in September in Bengal is decidedly smaller than in July and August, and the 
decrease is also greater in the western districts than elsewhere, from the cessation of the 
Bombay monsoon current.comparatively early in the mon^th, , 

The intermittent character of the mousoon rainfall has been frequently pointed out in 
previous summaries. Each heavy burst of rainfall appears to exhaust for the time being the 
supplies of aqueous vapour available for condensation. Hence, after each such burst, the 
moni 50 on current falls off, and appears to die away in and near its normal limits. Local 
variable winds set in over the Gangetic plain and extend eastwards. This goes on until the 
moisture current in the rear accumulates fresh supplies of aqueous vapour and renewed 
energy, when it again advances and gives general rain. The majority of these advances 
accompany a certain amount of atmospheric disturbance, which frequently takes the form of 
small moving depressions or cyclonic circulations or storms. These usually occur near 
the front of the increasing monsoon current, or near its limits of retreat. Hence these 
depressions may originate cither over tho land or the sea, according to the strength 
and other conditions of the monsoon current at the time. The chief meteorological 
features of the month are usually tho depressions which introduce and accompany tho 
bursts of rain. Their place of formation, the rapidity with which they follow one another, 
and the total amount of rain they give, depend mainly upon the strength of the monsoon 
current itself, whilst the directions which the depressions pursue, and the local distribution 
of rainfall, arc determined by the local meteorological conditions prevalent during their 

formation and existence. . - • - „ 

Normal dmrilmtion of rahtfall.—’lh.e average distnbution of rainfall for the month of 
September depends mainly upon the geographical relations of the province to the Bay of 
Bengal monsoon current, which are similar to those of the preceding month. The with¬ 
drawal of the Bombay branch westward deprives a portion of the province (chiefly tho 
western districts) of one of its sources of rainfall, and also somewhat alters the conditions 
and relation of the province to the other branch. Hence the average distribution of the 
month of September differs, more especially in the western districts, considerably from that 
of tho two preceding months of J uly and August. 

The average rainfall of the month exceeds 20 inches in the districts at the foot of the 
bills in North Bengal. Between this area and a line running west and east through 
Bagdogra, and also in a small area in East Bengal, including Fenny and Noakholly, the mean 
rainfalf varies between 15 and 20 inches. Between these areas and a curved line defined by 
the stations of Bettiah, Durhhunga, Bhagulpore, Godda, Berhampore, Goalundo, Manick- 
gunge, Bagirhat, Diamond Harbour, Keudrapara and Pooree, and thus including the greater 
part’of North-East and South-West Bengal and the northern districts of North Behar, the 
average rain is from 10 to 15 inches. In the area to the south and west of this lino, includ¬ 
ing the whole of Behar, except the most northern portions, the northern and central districts 
of South-West Bengal, the Sonthal Pergunnahs, Chutia Nagpur, and the western districts 
of Orissa, the average rainfall is less than 10 inches, and ranges between G and 10 inches. 
The greater part of South-West Beng.^1 and Chutia Nagpur, within this area, has an 
average varying from 8 to 10 inches. The average rainfall of the month is least in the 
Patna, Gya and Shahabad districts of South Behar, and in a small area in South-West 
Bengal, including the stations of Magoorah, Bongong, lianaghat, Krishnaghur and Culna. 
In these districts the average rainfall very slightly exceeds 6 inches, and ranges between 6 and 
7 inches. 

Meteorology of the month,~-li will be remembered that during August the weather was 
very disturbed, the variations of pressure daring that month were large, and cyclonic storms 
of very considerable intensity were experienced at different times during the month. These 
conditions ceased with August, and during September the weather was much flner and more 
settled. Small storms, however, such aa are usually formed over the Bay during the preva¬ 
lence of the south-west monsoon, occurred on two oocasions, and there occurred a storm which, 
to all appearance, was formed outside the Indian area in the Gulf of Tonquin, and which 
subsequently passed across the Siam Peninsula and entered the Andaman Sea. 

The past month has been characterised by moderate general rainfall. In North Bengal 
and North Behar, indeed, there was some considerable dcficienoy, the total rainfall of the 
month in those two districts amounting to only 55 per cent, and 65 per ctfnt. respectively of 
the normal fall, but in the other districts the fall was larger, varying between 70 percent, and 
89 per cent, of the usual amount received. The deficiency of rainfall though slight, and, as 
has been shown, generally unimportant, has been remarkably general. Throughout the whole 
province, only four stations exhibit an excess, and of these Midnapore is the only one where 
the excess is of any importance. All the other stations throughout Bengal show a deficieucy 
raueinie; from as much as 18 inches at Julpigoree to less than half au inch at Manbhoom. 
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influence on the winds at any station beyond those in its immediate neighbourhood. Mode* 
rate rain accompanied it, and the weather was very cloudy. On the 2nd the depression still 
occupied the same position, and the winds and weather in its neighbourhood were unaltered. 

It passed inland on the 3rd and filled up. 

Depression of 5<A io 7th .—On the 5th, pressure was falling fast in the north-east 
corner of the Bay, and an area of relatively low pressure existed between Akyab and the 
mouth of the Megna. Rain was falling on the eastern side of the Bay from Chittagong 
southwards, while in Bengal and on the west side of the Bay (due to the northerly winds on 
the western side of the depression) the weather was fine. By the morning of the Och the 
depression had intensified considerably, and had at the same time travelled westward towards 
the Orissa coast. The barometer had fallen slightly around the head and west of the Bay, 
while it had risen rather briskly in the east. A fairly well-marked cyclonic circulation of 
the winds existed around the centre of depression, and moderate rain was falling in Orissa 
and South-West Bengal. By the next morning, the 7th, the storm had passed inland, the 
barometer had risen, and the weather had assumed its normal monsoon characteristics. 
Balasore reported inches, Dacca 2^ inches, and Puri inch of rain. 

Depression of the 12fA to \Qth .—The final, and by far the most important, storm of the 
month was much more interesting and more extensive than cither of the two preoeding^ones, 
which were of the ordinary monsoon type. On the lOtb and 11th the rextorts showed a 
steadily falling barometer over Tenasserim and the Gulf of Martaban, and a steady north¬ 
westerly wind over Burma. On the 12th the wind had shifted to north-east at Moulmein and 
Bangoon, and a slight depression was shown around Tavoy. On the following day a very 
rapid barometric fall occurred over Tenasserim and Lower Burma, and it appeared that a 
depression was crossing the Eastern Peninsula from the Gulf of Siam. This storm travelled 
quickly across the Gulf of Martaban, so far as can be judged, developing quickly as it did so. 
On the morning of the 14th the centre lay to the north of Diamond Island, and a gale of 
wind prevailed over Lower Burma. On the 16th the centre probably lay in about lat. 18° 

N and long 90° E. It was advancing quickly west-north-west, but as only the coast obser¬ 
vations are at present available, it is difficult to locate the centre exactly. The observations 
of the succeeding day showed that the storm must have crossed the Bay at a rate of about 
20 miles per hour. Its centre crossed the Orissa coast near Puri, where at 8 a.m., some time 
probably after the actual moment of passage, the barometer was as low as 29 34 iuohes. 
Heavy rain was experienced all around the head of the Bay. 

This storm subsequently travelled west-north-west and north-west as far as North-Western 
India, and gave exceedingly heavy rain to a very large part of Northern India. The storm 
was an exceedingly interesting one, not only on account of the exceptional rapidity with which 
it crossed the Bay, and the length of time during which it existed after it crossed the coast, but 
more particularly on account of its apparent place of origin. The existing evidence tends 
to show that the storm originated in the Gulf of Tonquiu and crossed the narrow peninsula 
separating that Gulf from the Andaman Sea. If such be the case, it is the first recorded 
instance of the kind. 

Prmnre —Though considerably reduced daring the passage across the Bay of the 
abovementioned depression, has been generally somewhat above the normal average of the 
month. During the first week of the mouth, pressure over Bengal and the Bay was subject 
to both local and general irregular oscillations, but the final result showed an excess for the 
whole of Bengal and for Assam. During the first three days of the following week, viz., the 
8th, 9th and IQtb, the barometer continued to indicate an excess of pressure, but on Tuesday, 
the lltb, a fall set in which continued briskly, and by Friday, the 14tb, brought pressure 
below the normal of the time of year. This depression of the barometer lasted until the 
cyclonic storm (noticed above) reached the land, after which pressure rose fast and was above 
the average until near the close of the month, when it fell again to about the normal. 

Temperature .—During the present month the rainfall of Northern Bengal having been 
.slightly deficient, temperature has been slightly in excess. Elsewhere the variation j of the 
mean temperature from the normal have been slight and unimportant. Tho temperature 
all over the province and over Assam has been very uniform, the* range (excluding Chutia 
Nagpur) being only slightly more than 1°. Assam had the highest maximum. North Bengal 
the lowest minimum during the month. 

Raitfall .—Speaking generally, the greater part of tho rainfall of the past month fell 
during the first half of the month, the latter part, atter the passage of the concliuM Dg cyclone, 
having been fairly fine over the greater part of the province. Fairly general rain fell over 
the whole province on the first day of the month, but consequent on the .appearance of 
northerly winds due to tho fcoble storm in the north of the Bay, there was a partial break 
in the rains between the 2nd and 5th. Subsequentlv as the storm passed wcstw.ard, and south¬ 
erly and south-westerly monsoon winds again established thenasclves throughout the province, 
rather heavy rain recommenced and fell during the 6th and 7tb. Between the 8th and 14th 
there occurred a partial cessation in the rains. All districts, e.\nept North Belnir, reported 
a defect during this week, but the weather was showery, and several heavy local falls were 
reported. Falls of 5 inches were reported during the week from Mymensingh and Dhubri, 
and of from 2 to 2^ inches from East and North Bengal. Duiin.g the ne.x? seven days, the 
16th to 2l8t, the rainfall was in excess of the average in Orissa and South-West Bongal, and 
slightly deficient elsewhere. In Orissa the fall was exceptionally heavy. Daring the 
remainder of the month the weather, undisturbed by any depressions from the Bay, was 
fine, and the rainfall throughout the province comparatively slight. ' 

The following table, which includes the above figures, gives a comparison between the 
actual monthly and total rainfall, and the normal rainfall of the province up to the end 
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condensed summary of the rainfall data of the present year for each meteorological division. 
The first nine columcs give the pcrceutage amount of rainfall received in each month, 
and the last column the percentage rainfall of the whole period from the 1st of January to 
the end of September:— 
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Prom this table it will be seen that for six of the meteorological divisions the actual 
rainfall of the first nine months of the present year equals or exceeds the normal average, 
and that at one only, viz., North Bengal, is there any deficiency. In Orissa, where the rains 
in the early monsoon were so deficient, there is now only a deficiency of 13 per cent, for 
the five months May to September. 

The following table gives full data for the comparison of the actual and the normal 
rainfall of tho month of September in ail districts of the province. The figures are 
derived in the manner explained in preceding monthly summaries. The first column 
gives the average district rainfall as determined from tho rainfall obseivatious of the past 
15 years. The second column gives the actual district rainfall as determined trom the 
weighted actual rainfalls of the month at the reporting stations in the district. The third 
column expresses the ratio of the actual district rainfall to the normal district rainfall 
expressed as a percentage. The fourth column gives the same information as the third 
column in a slightly different form. It states by what percentage the actual rainfall varied 
in excess (+) or in defect (—) from tho normal rainfall:—

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDlAY. 
the i2TH OF OCTOBER lasS. 

Tub meteorological changos of the past week have been very important. Not only has 
a largish depression advanced from the Bay over Bengal and given very unsettled weather to 
a very considerable part of the province, but following on the disappearance of this depression 
there has occurred a barometric increase, the distribution of which has been such as to entirely 
change the conditions prevailing over Bengal and the Bay, and to produce stronely marked 
cold weather conditions. So long as pressure is relatively low in the Gangetic Valley, and 
relatively high in the south of the Bay, air from the Bay passes into Bengal in the shape of 
southerly winds, and so long as those conditions exist, cyclonic storms and rain travelling in 
the sanie direction are always liable to occur ; but as soon as these conditions of pressure are 
reversed, arid readings become relatively high in Bengal and low over the Bay, the wind 
chatnges to liorth and north-east, and the probability of storms or rain becomes very small. 

The report of the 6th showed that the cyclonic storm, ■noticed in last week’s summaary, 
was approaching the coast on a uorth-east course, and that at 10 a.m. the centre l^y to the east 
of Saugor Island; northerly to north-westerly winds prevailed over the whole of the western 
districts of the jirovinoe; easterly winds in East Bengal, and south-easterly winds at 
Chittagong and Coirimilla. The winds were rather strong at the head of the Bay. During 
the night of the 6th the storm crossed the coast, and at 10 a m. on the 7th the centre lay a 
little to the north-east of Dacca. The wind had shifted to west over the greater part 
of the province, but an irregular cyclonic circulation existed around the centre of the storm. 
Heavy rain had fallen in its path. On the 8th there was a general recovery of pressure, 
and conditions assumed their normal monsoon appearance, but this oonditiou did not hold, 
as pressure rose steadily at the more northern stations, and only slightly in the south; hence 
the area of highest pressure was gradually developed along the foot of the hills, arid 
northerly and north-easterly winds slowly extended over the province with fine weather 
and a steadily decreasing humidity. 

P} rsmrc —Was almost everywhere below the normal average on the first day of the 
week. The defect was greatest (over OT inch) at Saugor Island and Calcutta, hut was oon- 
sidorahle everywhere. Ou the 7th, owing to the passage inland of the storm noticed above, 
the relative distribution of pressure changed. In Orissa there was some little excess as 
compared with the normal, while the greatest defect, instead of being shown near Calcutta, was 
reported from the neighbourhood of Dacca and from Assam. On the 8th pressure was still 
below the normal average at most stations, hut the defect was decreasing, and by the succeed¬ 
ing morning had been changed into an excess in the majority of districts. This excess 
became universal and largo, and lasted until the close of the week. 

Temperature. —The variations of temperature from the normal were irregular on the first 
day of the week, but during that day a general fall occurred, as the report of the following 
inoming showed a large ahuormal coolness throughout the whole province. During the 8th, 
9th and 10th this defect of temperature hold steadily, hut at the close of the week the 
thermometer rose; and though the mean temperature did not exceed the normal average except 
at a few stations, the large defect previously noticed more or loss disappeared. The greatest 
'mean defect was in Orissa and South-West Bengal, 

Winds —Were eyclonio at the oommenoement of the week. They subsequently became 
very variable, and at the close of the period there were strong indioations of the setting in 
of tho north-easterly current which is oharaoteristio of the cold season. 

Ediu/all.—No rain fell during the week in Ghutia Nagpur, and none of any importance 
in Behar or Orissa. Elsewhere rain was fairly general during the first two days of tho 
week, hut after the 7th the fall praotioally ceased, and only slight local showers 
were expeirionoed. The heaviest rainfall occurred in tho path of the storm, arid the only 
district reporting an excess is East Bengal. The following are the'more important falls:—

Humidity and chud .—^The humidity and oloud proportion were high at the commence¬ 
ment of the week, biit with the disappearance of eyclonio conditions the sky cleared. 

Weather .—In the more western districts of the province tlie weather has been fine 
throughout. In the east the first two days were very unsettled, hut as tho barometer rose, 
and the storm broke up, the weather improved, and by tho close of the week had assumed a 
settled appearance, with seemingly a promise of on early cold weather.

Ih accordance with paragraph 9 of the Bengal Famine Code, I have 

fcom Collector ef Poorec to the honour to «ubmit copies of report^3, in 

CommiMioner, No, iT~R, dated margin, from the Collector of Poorce ana tne oud- 

Officer, divisioual 9fficer of Khoorda on tho administration 
Xhoords. to Collector of Pooree, of relief in Khoorda sub-division for tne lort- 
No. 662. dated 16th September, 1888. night ending 16th September, 1888. _ , 

2. The most important items of information contained in the Collector s 
report are (1) that “there is at last a fair prospect of a permanent improvement 
in the condition of the poorer classes over the distressed area, bm (2) that 
“ in the onrreut fortnight the whole of the Banpore Circle (No. ^“*1 the 
exception perhaps of a small area near Kuhuri (about which the OollMtor is 
not yet quite satisfied), will be removed from the famine area. u w also 

satisfactory to find that the amount advanced for charitable relief in Khoora.a 

sub-divisioa during the fortnight under report had not exceeaed Ks. 2,991-13-4. 
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I fully share the Collector’s expectation that, if the weather continues favour¬ 
able, the funds in hand, with some small additional grant for gratuitous relief, 
will prove sufiBcient for all requirements. 

3. I think tliat what has been called **the lull in the distress ” may 
fairly be considered a distinct diminution of distress, and that there is now no 
more ground than in ordinary years at this season to anticipate an early 
cessation of the rains. 

4. I agree with the Collector that the storm of the 16th instant will be 
found to have done less harm than was at first apprehended., In Dhenkanal 
State, where the storm was probably as violent as in Khoorda, and whore more 
than five inches of rain fell, the heali rice crop in many places was beaten 
down tq the ground, but it was so nearly ready lor cutting that the cultivators 
had no fears for its safety. 

6, The local reports are not quite so full as usual, and it seems unneces¬ 
sary for me to .summarise their contents. 

6. I notice with satisfaction that Maharani Suryamoni Patmahadie, of 
Pooree, has subscribed one thousand rupees in aid of relief measures.

I HAVE the honour to submit the report required hy the Famine Code for Ihe fortnight 
eudinor on tue 15tii instant, together with a copy ot the Sub-divisional Offioer’s No. 562 of the 
I6th idem. 

2. As I am in camp at a considerable distance from head-quarters, where former reports 
have been left, I fear that the information now given may not be sufficicinly complete; but 
1 will not delay the submission of this report, as 1 desire to give the earliest intimation 
possible that there is at Inst a fair prospect of a permanent improvement in the condition of 
the poorer classes over the distressed area. Mr. Taylor himself admits that there is a distinct 
lull in the distress ^ and though during the fortnight under report there has not been any 
change in the alfeeted area, or in the numbers of relief circles and of officers in charge, yet 
sn attempt has been made to restrict relief operations, and in the current fortnight the whole 
of the Banpore Circle, witii the exception, peibaps, of a small area near Kuhuri (about wbioh I 
am not yet quite satisfied) will be removed from the famine area. 

3. Owing to the ruins having provided additional field work, orders were issued to the 
Sub-divisional Officer early in the fortnight to cease giving advances, except in particular 
eases (which were to be specially repoited), in all villaires which had not lost at least half the 
crop last season, and to impiesB upon all the Circle Inspectors that gratuitous relief must 
now be given with the greniest caution and only in the most urgent cases. These orders were 
approved of by you, and on the 11th instant I paid ii flying viott to Xhuorda in order to im¬ 
press on Mr. Taylor the necessity for restricting relief operations now as much as possible, 
even though we might bo forced later in the season to resume them. 

4. General ttate of the affected tracts, i^c.—On the 13ih, I started for a tour o( inspection 
of all the relief cireles, beginning with the South Chilka tracts, where I found that the Salt 
Inspector, Baboo Beni Madhiib Mookerjee, who has been kindly assisting me in this area, 
had, ns 1 anticipated from his weekly reports, been adininistcriij,<» relief cfiFectually and at 
tlie same lime very economically. All this area, comprising the perguiinalis of Munikpatna, 
Satpara, Andhari, Parikud, Malud and Badgarkoot, is a difficult country to deal with. The 
soil for the most part is poor and sandy, and winter paddy, the staple crop of these pergunnahs, 
generally fails, more or less, over a great part of this area every year. Total or partial remis- 
sions of rent have been frequent and the residente have become utterly demoralised. Pointing 
to their stunted crops, they uelight in posing as paupers, utterly ignoring numerous other 
sources of income, such us salt manufacture, fishing, carrying, &c. Of this area the crops 
look worst in Manikpatna, though backward all over the South Chilka tracts. The wages 
earned from salt manufacture and embankment works this year are af least lls. 18,000 in 
excess of the amount so gained in the previous year, and there is but little actual distress; but 
relief measures on a very small scale must be still continued in the neighbourhood of Satpara 
for some tiipe longer. 

5. In Parikud, where there was a good harvest last year, prospects of a good outturn are 
promising. In Mulud and Badgarcuot the crops, though backward, look still better, and the 
mandia, m \v ripe for harvest, is a splendid crop, but unfortunately it is grown oyer a compara¬ 
tively small area. No relief measures have been undertaken, nor are they now required, over 
these tlireo pergunnahs ; but it must be remembered that, should the tains cease prematurely, 
the crops, which now look so promising, will never ripen, and there may be serious distress 
later in the season. 

6. In the Banpore Circle there is a marked improvement. Mandia is being harvested, 
and the paddy, though backward, is very promising. Prices are still high, but relief oper¬ 
ations may now Ic discontinued over nearly the whole of this circle. 
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7. So far I have been.able to apeak from the reports of local ofEcers corroborated.by my 
.own observations. As regards the other circles, I must refer to Mr. Taylor’s report, which 

I regret, not so full and complete as the previous ones submitted by him. The course of the 
recent storm was fortunately much narrower then ho anticinntedi and the injurv done by the 
wind is confined to a far smaller area than he imuirinetl, judijing from the devastation caused in 
Ehoorda and its immediate neighbourhood. On the whole the rain which accompanied the 
storm has done^more (rood than harm, and prospects generally over the remaining circles are 
improved. Still the lull in the distress may be only temporary, and in any case there must be 
a continuance of relief operations, at any rate for the present, over all the circles except that of 
Ban pore. 

8. Numhtr of Public Works, The works under this head are, I believe, the same as 
previously reported, except tliat the heading 3 (d) is no longer blank, the Rani of Pooree 
having, at my request, taken measures to relieve her poorer ryots in the assigned villages in 
Kameswar circle. Her relieving officer is acting under Mr. Taylor’s instructions, and Ks. 900 
are being expended on small works of improvement in this area. 

9. I have received no figures showing the daily average numbers in receipt of gratuitous 
relief. As reported last fortnight, such relief has been (I believe) given judiciously, and not 
too liberallv, except iu the Banpore Circle, The recent diaries of the Inspector of tbe'Banpore 
Circle appeared to show tliat he was becoming too lavish in the distribution of this form of 
relief. Immediate orders were issued )iy Mr. Taylor and reiterated by myself, and yesterday 
I inspected his office at Barkul, where he had l>een directed to meet me. There is, 1 fear, 
no doubt that in the early part of tin’s month he ceased to follow implicitly the instructions 
given him; but his ill-judged generosity was cheeked by the Snh-divisional Officer as soon as 
it was discovered. Operations in this circle have now been closed. The Circle Inspector has 
been sent back to his regular work as income-tax assessor, and the Police Inspector, who 
did excellent work in the Western Circle, and is now in tbi.s neighbourhood, has been directed 
to watch the effect of these orders and to report if it be necessary to give any further 
relief in this circle. 

10. As regards columns 5 and 6 of section 9 of the Famine Code, I can give no further 
information, nor have I witn me in camp figures for column 7. South of the Cliilka I 
found paddy selling at 32 katak seers {i.e. 42 ordinary seer.-s) fur the rupee, and coarse rice 
at 12 {i.e. 15J seers) for the rupee. The same figure.s were given me yesterday in the large 
market of Balugaun in this circle.' Prices there were said to liave risen within the last tea 
days, and that the rates in the early part, of the fortnight under report were in 80 tola seers, 
paddy 524, rii-e I 84 , and MiUrtt/irt 314 seers for tho rupee. However, I am not sure that the 
information furnished raa was correct, as every attempt is now being made to get more money 
out of Government by exaggerating the present distresi*. 

11. Toe figures for column 8 are, as regards Klioorda, given in paragraph 8 of 
Mr. Taylor’s report. For Satpara I had advanced lls. 400 up to the close of the previous 
fcrinight, and of that only .a balance of Its. 35-13 was then left. During the pretent fortnight 
I gave a further advance of Ks. 100 to the In.spector, and the total expenditure was Ks. 135-13, 
chiefly on the two works at Nathapore and Satpara, which (by the way) I inspected on the 
15tli instant. The balance in bund was ml. A further sum of Its. 200 has now been 
advanced. 

12. As regards future requirements, I cannot apeak with any certainty till I have com¬ 
pleted the round of the relief circles and Lad further consultation with Mr. Taylor. Unless the 
paddy crop should, after all, prove a failure—and this is a possible contingency that I mud dwell 
upon, for the rains have been so eccentric this year that it is impossible to forecast what may 
happen—the balance in hand for tuccavi advances, over Ks. 18,000, and that for improvement 
works, over Rs. 14,000, should prove sufficient. Mr. Taylor asks for Rs. 10,000 for grntuiions 
relief in addition to the Ks. 1,890 now in hand. Some additional grant fur gratuitous rtdief 
must, I fear, be given ; but I trust that we may be able to manage with less than the amount 
now asked for. However, I hope to speak more definitely after seeing Mr. Taylor at Khoorda, 
where I expect to arrive on the 25th instant. 

13. Owing to the illness of Kumar Girindra Narain Deb, who has now been compelled 
to take leave on medical certificate, the regular work of tbo district ha.s been getting into 
arrears iu spite of all our efforts ; but the arrival of an additional Deputy Maoi.strato and 
Collector, whose appointment to Pooree has, I am glad to see, been gazetted, and the furtlior 
restriction of relief operations, which I now hope for, will I trust enable us to recover some of 
the ground that has been lost.

1 HAVE very little to say in reporting on distress for the first half of SL-ptember beyond 

what was given in my report. No. 631 of tue llth instant, , • -n ^ j 1 

■2. So far as 1 can see, the distress is getting less pronounced: there is still a great deal 
of work in the fields, and we have a great many petty improvement works in progress. 

S. There is, in fact, a distinct lull in distress, and the people are busy everywhere in 
trying to cultivate and repair the damage done to the paddy crop. 
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4. In some places beali and paniehi dhan are bein^ reaped, bat the area nnder this 
early rice is very limited in Rhoorda. Outside onr boondaries in Cnttaok and in the delta 
of the Pooree district, the beali crop is reported ready or nearly ready for the siokle, and to be 
a bumper crop. A severe storm or cyclone which occurred last night will, 1 fear, have 
done great damage to the beali and paniehi dhan and to the mandia, china, and other 
millets now in ear and ripening, and also to the fields of sugarcane and pdn gardens. 

6. At Rhoorda itself the damage done to trees is very great, and my own garden has 
been completely wrecked. Many trees in the forest and District Board bungalow compounds 
and on the roadsides have also been blown down. The storm was accompanied by upwards 
of six inches of rain, but as (he greater part of the rice crop it still so small, this heavy rain 
will not do much harm in Rhoorda, except to the very early paddy and mandia, above referred 
to, I have myself seen several fields of ripening mandia completely levelled and beaten down 
by last night’s wind and rain. 

6. As yet 1 have no information regarding the extent of the storm or the amount of 
damage done elsewhere; but both must be very great, as the wind blew furiously and in great 
gusts for fully six hours, commencing north of west at about 1>80 a.m., and. subsiding from 
due south at 7 a.m. 

7. From oi^e place, eight miles off, I hear that the wind and rain were as heavy as at 
Rhoorda, and for one to two miles off down the Cuttack road a numher of telegraph posts 
have beea blown down and communication by wire with Cuttack and Pooree interrupted. 
Heavy rain is also reported from Toiigv, and an extraordinarily high flood in the Madagni 
river in Kameswar, which shows that the rain accompanying the storm has extended far to the 
west and south. 

8. The following memorandum of receipts and expenditure will, I trust, be considered 
safiScient for this occasion, and I hope to report more fully and in detail at the close of the 
month.

9. I have much pleasure in reporting that Mabarani Snryamoni Patmahadie of Pooree has 
subscribed one thousand rupees in aid of relief measures in the Rhoorda villages of Rameswar 
and Tapaog assigned to the temple of Jagunnatl). Of this sum Ks. 900 will be expended on 
small works of improvement, of which her agent has already started several, and Re. 100 will 
be distributed in gratuitous relief.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 185GR, dated 
the 24th September, 1888, submitting reports on the administration of relief to 
famine-stricken people in the Khoorda Sub-division for the fortnight ending 
the l6th September, 1888. 

2. In reply, I am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor observes with 
satisfaction the uiminution in the symptoms of immediate distress and the pros¬ 
pect of permanent improvement, should the rice crops now ripening prove 
adequate. Under the circumstances a very careful estimate of the result of the 
coming harvest, upon the success of which so much depends, should be .made. 
His Honour remarks that the Collector’s report does not contain all the inform¬ 
ation required by section 9 of the Famine Code, and the absence of returns of the 
number of persons receiving gratuitous relief, and of those employed on public 
works, is an omission which ^ould in future be remedied. Arrangements should 
bo made for the regular submission of such returns, which are required, not only 
for the information of Government, but for the guidance of the local officers 
themselves. 

3. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor may be communicated to 
Maharani Suryamoni Patmahadie, of Pooree, for her generous subscription of 
lis. 1,000 in aid of relief measures.

Report not received. 

Weather—seasonable. State of amun generally good, imt some damage was 
done in chur lands by rise of salt water as reported last week. Betelnnts 
and cocoaniits liavu generally lieen good. 

Weather—seasonable. Staniiing crojis, specially amun dhan, thriving vigor¬ 
ously, and prosiK'Cts promising. Harvesting of jnte being still pushed on in 
Chundpur eub-division, while it has been over in almost all otliur parts of the 
district. 

Fine bright weather; mornings and evenings distinctly chilly, and the cold 
weather fogs arc hegiimiiig to show themselves. Harvesting of,/loa crops 
continues. 

Weather—hot. Tobacco and clnldes being transplanted. • Reaping of yum

I’.iddy siiffer- 
ing for want of rain exeejit on eaiinl-irrigated lands. llubb„ sowing eoii- 
tiiines. Prices falling oxeepc in Bnxar. 

AVeather—briglit and hot, but daily decrease in temperature both in tile night 
and in tlie mornings. With no ruin thero is ii sonsiiile rise in prices all 
roniid. The export uf rice lias ceased. Carts are returning empty from 
Nqial and Nortli Bhngulpore. V/iaa on tlie liigii lands withering and lioing 
cut for fcaldcr and to make way lor a coUl-woather crop. Irrigation being 
actively carried on on tlie low lauds. People in perfectly good condition at 
present, and no applieatiiin for work being made. Ruin sadly required for 
the rubbi cultivation. Average jiriecs of coiiiuirin rico from 12 tu 14 seers 
to the rupee. 

Tliere liiive been a few clouds almost every day, but at nights weather lias been 
clear and cool. The bhailni harvest is over. The rieo crop in the northern 
part of the diatriet will be a very poor one even if there is rain; while in tho 
extremn iiorth and in high lands it lias totally failed, being beyond ail hope 
of rccovei-y. In some jilace.! in the southern half of the distriot there may 
ho a tea anaaa crop. Rain is required for tlie rubbi sowings. Prices rising. 
Rivers have very little water in tiiein. Prospects gloomy. 

Weather—fair. VV'est wind jirevailiiig. Mornings and eveoiiigs very cool. Rain 
urgently wanted for upland piuldy and rabbi sowings.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
BKNGAL, and OP THE METROROLOGICAL OH8ERVA- 
TION8 TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, 
THE 19th of OCTOBER l?s88. 


The most remarkable feature about the weather of the past week has been its 
general quietness and its remarkable coolness at the close. Slightly unsettled conditions 
prevailed over a limited area over and in the neighbourhood of the hilLs durin"' the first 
two days, but these conditions qtiick’y disappeared, and after the 14th, throughout the 
whole province, fine, bright and in places cool weather prevailed. The pressure and wind 
conditions have not exactly coincided with the average, pressure having been relatively 
lower_ over the oastem portion of the province, Assam and the liastem Peninsula, 
than is normally the case; while the reports of the India Meteorological Department 
show that abnormally high, pressures have been reported from tlio Indian Peninsula, 
hence the haromotrio gradient has been for northerly winds all over the province, instead 
of, as is normally the case, for north-easterly winds in the oast and north-westerly winds 
in the west. This unusual direction of the wind has been aooompaiiied with high •pressures, 
a low humidity, and at the close of the week with a low temperature. It is hence fair to 
assume that it was more or less a de8cen<ling current largely derived from the hills to the 
north, and that the dry weather which has prevailed is due to this cause. From a consider¬ 
ation of the general excessive pressiiro which prevails, as well as from its distribution and the 
accompanying winds, it would appear that cold weather c^mditious are now firmly established 
over this part of India. Hence the centre of possible disturbance has been transferred from 
the north to the south of the Bay, and unless, owin^ to a most unusual ohango of conditions, 
this should be reversed, fine settled conditions should now prevail over Bengal. The rainfall 
and deficient pressimes which occurrod over and near the hills at the beginning of the week 
were not improbably accompanied with snow in the iiitoiior, a phenomenon which is usually 
followed by aii outset of cool, dry air from the hills, and a brisk full of temperature. 

Pre-tsure .—At the beginning of the week pressure was abovo the normal average at almost 
all stations, but the excess was very niuoh less than it had been in the previous week, and at 
Darjeeling and Rungporo the barometric reading was below the normal. On the 14th there 
occurred a brisk recovery, which held during the following day. On the 16th the barometer 
again fell, and the o.xcess of pressure over tlio normal was again slightly reduced. The reports 
of the 17th aud 18th showed a continuance of the fall, while on the 19th there was another 
general aud brisk recovery. Throughout tlie whole week the oscillations of pressure have 
been general and fairly imiform, and only on the 13th has the barometer at any station showed 
a pressure below the normal pressure of the time of year ; on all other oooasions there has 
been an excess, which has varied in amount according to the upward or downward oscillation 
in progress at the time. I'hese general oscillations of pressure, if slight, are seldom accom¬ 
panied with unsettled or changeable weather, which at this season of tlie year is usually 
associated with either a long continued oscillation, or irregular hiironietrio changes. 

Ttmperature .—On the 13th the variation of temperature from the mean were irregular, 
between the 14th and 17th there was a more or lees general excess; while on the 18th there 
occurred a brisk fall, and the reports of that and the followiug day exhibited a largo abnor¬ 
mal coolness. The excess at the commencement and defect at the close of the week to a 
large extent balanced, and the final variations of the week exhibit only a slight general 
deficiency. 

Have been generally light. At first there was great variability in the-general 
direction, hut subsequently the direction became generally northerly 

Humidity and cloud ,—Humidity has been generally low, and the cloud proportion on 
the whole very slight. 

Rainfall .—the great majority of stations there has been no rain, and in those places 
where it has fallen, the amount lias been light and greatly below the average of the week. 

The concluding table shows that no raiu whatever fell in North Behar or Chutia Nagpur, 
and that the mean fall in all the other districts except North Bougal was less than oue*tenth 
of an inch.

RESOLUTION. 

Read the undermentioned letters— 

From the Commissioner of the Patna Division, No. 379, dated the 30th July 1888. 

From tho Director of Public In.struction, Bengal, No. 5414, dated the 2nd October 
1888,, regarding the endowment of Kazi Synd Reza Hossein, Khan Bahadoor, 
for the encouragement of English education among tho Maliomedoii youths of 
Patna. 

Kazi Syud Rez.a Khan Bahadoor recently assigned an estate in the district 
of Patna of tho annual value of Rs. 1,200 as an endowment for the Englisli 
education of Mahomedan youths in the Patna College and the Oriental College 
of Aligarh, and has now offered to make over to Government a sum of 
Rs. 1,200, to bo invested in Government securities, for tho fouudation of a 
scholarship of Rs. 4 a month, tenable for one year, to be awarded to tho best 
student of the Entrance class of the Patna Anglo-Arabic School. Tho donor 
desires the scholarship to be paid, so long as the school exists, to the Secretary, 
the Local Government having, in the event of tlio closing of the institution, 
power to apply tho income of the fund, at its discretion, to such purposes as may 
be deemed most likely to promote the advancement of English education among 
Mahomodan youths. The Lieutenant-Governor gladly accepts the Kazi’s offer, 
and directs that the thanks of Government be conveyed to him for his public 
spirit and liberality. Tho Inspector of Schools, Behar Circle, will bo the 
administrator of the fund, and will pay tho scholarship on bills submitted by 
the Secretary to the Patna Anglo-Arabic School.

Earlv cold weather. The out harveat was 11 or 12 nnnaa of an average crop. 
Tlic amun will be only 8 aiiniia of an avemgo crop unless good min falls by 
6th November. l*rlco of common ric%tielng fast in Banctgungu and Cntwa, 
where it is now 16 seers per rupee on aversge. 

Weather—hot and close, llain urgently required to save mneh of the winter 
rice crop, and for enUiration of r«64t orops (latter, however, unimportant 
here). However irrigation going on, and even with no rain, rice crop ex¬ 
pected to be 10 iinnas in the Sudder and 8 annas in the Bishenporc sub-divi¬ 
sion, and suiBcient for local consumption. Ei]X)rtatiun iip-contitry has been 
vigorous during the week, causing a sharp rise in prices. This has ceased 
since yesterday (25tli) and prices have ngain fallen; coarse rice now selling 
at 17 seers per rupee.

Weather—hot and cloudy. Uiee is suffering severely from want of rain. 

The weather continues clear and cold. The prospect of the amun crop is daily 
getting worse, but heavy export is going on and prices rising fast, except iu 
two or three tlmnos, where the early crop has come into the market.

Weather—seasonable, and gettini; very cool. Tlic winter ricn is coming on 
spcndidly cvoiywhere.

All the 
thermometers are verified, and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shod open at the sides, and are suspended four feet 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No. 86, formerly 
at the Burveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygromotric elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed in 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Kognault’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground, 
fog, jck. dew.
